JANUARY, 1944 


Newark, N. J.. January 12, 1943 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of The City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Cham- 
ber, City Hall, Newark, at 2:00 p.m., 
Eastern War Time. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: The meeting 
will come to order. The Clerk will 
call the roll. - 


Present: Commissioners 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani. 


Brady, 


Absent: Mayor Murphy. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: The Clerk 
will read the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting. 


Commissioner Villani: I move that 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting be dispensed with. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: The Clerk 
will call the roll. 

Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani. 


Commissioner Keenan introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


An Ordinance regulating and re- 
stricting the height of structures 
and objects of natural growth, and 
otherwise regulating the use of 
property, in the vicinity of the 
Newark Municipal Airport by creat- 
ing airport approach and turning 
zones and establishing the bound- 
aries thereof; provicing for changes 
in the restrictions and boundaries 
of such zones; defining certain 
terms used herein; providing for 
enforcement; establishing a Board 
of Appeals; and imposing penalties. 

In pursuance of the authority 
conferred >y statute and for the 
purpose of promoting the safety, 
and general welfare of the inhabi- 
tants of the City of Newark, by 
protecting the lives and property of 
users of the Newark Municipal Air- 
port and of occupants of land in its 
vicinity and by preventing destruc- 
tion or impairment of the utility of 
the airport and the public invest- 
ment therein; 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City cf Newark, New Jersey, 
Do Ordain, as follows: 


Section 1. Short Title. This or- 
dinance shall be known and may 
be cited as the "Airport Zoning 
Ordinance of The City of Newark." 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in 
this ordinance, unless the context 
otherwise requires: 


(1) "Airport" means the Newark 
Municipal Airport. ' 


(2) "Non-conforming use" means 
any structure, tree, or use of land 
which does nof conform to a regu- 
lation prescribed in this ordinance 
or an amendment thereto, as of the 
effective date of such regulation. 


(3) “Person” means any indivi- 
dual, firm, co-partnership, corpora- 
tion, company, association, joint 


stock association or body politic, 
and includes any trustee, receiver, 
assignee, or other similar represen- 
tative thereof. 


(4) "Structure" means any object 
constructed or installed by man, 
including, but without limitation, 
buildings, towers, smokestacks, over- 
head transmission lines, signs, and 
flagpoles. 


(5) “Landing Area” means the 
area of the Airport used for the 
landing and take-offs of aircraft. 


(6) “Tree” means any object of 
natural growth. 


Section 3. Zones. In order to 
carry out the purpose of this ordi- 
nance, all of the land within two 
miles of the landing area of the 
Airport and within the corporate 
limits of the City of Newark, is 
hereby divided into airport ap- 
proach zones and airport turning 
zones, the boundaries of which are 
shown on the Newark Airport 
Zoning Plan number 1, dated No- 
vember 22, 1943, which is on file 
in the office of the Chief Engineer 


of the Department of Public Works. 


Section 4. Height Limits. Except 
as otherwise provided in this ordi- 
nance, no structure or tree shall be 
erected, altered, allowed to grow, 
or maintained in any airport ap- ` 
proach zones or airport turning 
zone to a height in excess of the 
height limit shown on plan referred 
to under Section 3. 


Section 5. Use Restrictions. No 
use may be made of land within 
any airport approach zone or air- 
port turning zone, in such a manner 
as to create electrical interference 
with radio communications between 
the Airport and aircraft, make it 
difficult for flyers to distinguish be- 
tween airport lights and others, re- 
sult in glare in the eyes of flyers 
using the Airport, impair visibility 
in the vicinity of the Airport, or 
otherwise endanger the landing, 
taking-off, or maneuvering of air- 
craft. 


Section 6. Non-conforming Uses. 
The regulations prescribed in Sec- 
tions 4 and 5 of this ordinance shall 
not be construed to require the re- 
moval, lowering, or other change 
or alterations of any structure or 
tree not conforming to the regula- 
tions as of the effective date hereof, 
or otherwise interfere with the con- 
tinuance of any nonconforming use, 
except as provided in Section 8 (2). 
Nothing herein contained shall re- 
quire any change in the plans, con- 
struction, or intended use of a build- 
ing for which a building permit has 
been issued prior to the effective 
date of this ordinance, the construc- 
tion of which is diligently prose- 
cuted and completed, according to 
such plans as filed, within two years 
from the effective date of this or- 
dinance. 


Section 7. Variances. Any person 
desiring to erect any structure, or 
increase the height of any structure, 


or permit the growth cf any tree, 
or use his property, not in ac- 
cordance with the regulations pre- 
scribed, in this ordinanze ,may ap- 
ply for a variance therefrom. Such 
variances shall be allowed where 
a literal application or enforcement 
of the regulations wouid result in 
practical difficulty or unnecessary 
hardships and the reiief granted 
would not be contrary to the public 
interest but do substantial justice 
and be in accordance with the spirit 
of” this “ordinante. ` 


Section: 8. f Permits. 


(1). Future Uses. No material 


change shall be made in the use of. 


land, and no structure shall be 
erected, altered, or atherwise estab- 
lished, in any airport approach zone 
or airport turning zone, unless a 
permit therefor shall have been ap- 
plied for and granted. Each such 
application shall indicate the use for 

which the permit is Ges'red, with 
sufficient particularity to permit it 
to be. determined. whether such use 
would conform to the regulations 
herein prescribed. If such deter- 
mination is in the affirmative, the 
permit applied for shall be granted. 


(2) Non-conforming uses. Before 
any . non-conforming structure or 
tree may be replaced, substantially 
altered or repaired, rebui-t, allowed 
to grow higher, or replanted, within 
any airport approach zone or air- 
port. turning zone, a. permit must 
be secured authorziing such change 
or repair. No such permit shall be 
granted that 'would allow the struc- 
ture or tree in question to be made 
higher or become a greater hazard 
to air navigation than it js on the 
effective date of this ordinance; and 
whenever it is. determined that a 
non- -conforming structure or tree 
has been abandoned or more than 
80 per cent torn down, destroyed, 
deteriorated, or decayed; (a) no per- 
mit shall be granted that would 


allow said structure or tree to ex- 
ceed the applicable height limit for 
otherwise deviated from the airport 
zoning regulations; and (b) whether 
application is made for a permit 
under this subsection or not, the 
owner of the non-conforming ‘struc- 
ture or tree may be compe.led, at 
his own expense, to lower, remove. 
reconstruct, or equip such object, 
as may be necessary to conform to 
the regulations, or, if the owner 
of the non-conforming structure or 
tree shall neglect or refuse to com- 
ply with such order for 10 days 
after notice thereof, the City may 
proceed to have the object so 
lowered, removed, reconstructed, or 
equipped and assess the cost and 
expense thereof upon the object.or 
the land in question. Excep: as in- 
dicated, all applications for permits 
or replacement change or repair of 
non- -conforming uses shall be 
granted. 


Section 9. Obstruction Marking 
and Lighting. Any permit or var- 
iance granted under Sectior. 7 or 8 
may, if such action is deemed ad- 
visable to effectuate the purposes 
of this ordinance and reasonable in 
the circumstances, be so conditioned 
as to require the owner of the 
structure or tree. in question to 
permit the City, at its own expense 
to install, operate, and ‘maintain 
suitable obstruction markers and ob- 
struction lights ther eon.. 


Section 10. Adminisirative Offi- 
cer. The Superintendent of Build- 
ings is hereby designatéd the ad- 
ministrative officer charged with the 
duty of administrating and enforc- 
ing the regulations herein .pre- 
scribed. The duties of the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings shall include 
that of hearing and deciding all 
permits under Section 8, but the 
Superintendent of Buildings shall 
not have or exercise any of the 
powers or duties herein delegated 
to the Board of Airport Zoning 


Appeals. 


Section 1l. Board of Airport 


Zoning Appeals: 


(1) The Board of Adjustments for 
the City of Newark shall constitute 
the Board of Airport Zoning Ap- 
peals, to have and exercise the fol- 
lowing powers: 


(a) To hear and decide appeals 
from any order, requirement, de- 
cision, or determination made by 
the Superintendent of Buildings in 
the enforcement of this ordinance; 


(b) To hear and decide special ex- 
ceptions to the terms of this ordi- 
nance upon which such Board may 
be required to pass by subsequent 
ordinances: 


(e) To hear and decide specific 
variances under Section 7. 


(2) Appeals to the Board may be 
taken by any person aggrieved, or 
by any officer, department, board, 
or bureau of the City of Newark 
affected, by any decision of the 
Superintendent of Buildings. An ap- 
peal must be taken within a reason- 
able time; as provided by the rules 
of the Board, by filing with the 
Superintendent of Buildings and 
with the Board, a notice of appeal 
specifying the grounds thereof. The 
Superintendent of Buildings shall 
forthwith transmit to the Board all 
of the papers constituting the record 
upon which the action: appealed 
from was taken. 


An appeal Shall stay all proceed- 
ings in furtherance of the action 
appealed from unless the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings certified to the 
Board, ‘after’ the notice of appeal 
has been filed with it, that by 
reason. of the facts stated in the 
certificate’ à stay Would, in his 
opinion; cause imrinent peril to life 


or property. In such case proceed- 
ings shall not be stayed otherwise 
than by a restraining order which 
may be granted by the Board or by 
a court of record on application on 
notice to the Superintendent of 
Buildings and on due cause shown. 


The Board shall fix à reasonable 
time for the hearing of the appeal, 
give public notice and due notice 
to the parties in interest, and. de- 
cide the same within a reasonable 
time. Upon the hearing any party 
may appear in person or by agent 
or by attorney. 


.The Board may, in conformity 
with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, reserce or affirm, wholly or 
partly, or modify, the order, re- 
quirement, decision, or determina- 
tion appealed from and. may make 
such order, requirement, decision, 
or determination as ought to be 
made, and to that end sball have 
all the powers of the Superinten- 
dent of Buildings. ` 


The Board shall make written 
findings of fact and conclusions of 
law giving the facts upon which it 
acted and its legal conclusions from 
such facts in reversing, or affirming, 
or modifying any order,' require- 
ment, decision, or determination 
which comes before it under the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


The concurring vote of a majority 
of the members of the Board shall 
be sufficient to reverse any order, 
requirement, decision, or determina- 
tion of the Superintendent of Build- 
ings, or to decide in favor of the 
applicant on any matter upon which 
it is required to pass under this 
ordinance, or to åffect any varia- 
tions in this ordinance. : 


' The concurring vote ofa majority 
of the members of the Board shall 
be sufficient to reverse any order, 
requirement, decision, or detérmina- 


tion of the Superintendent of Build- 
ings, or to decide in favor of the 
applicant on any matter upon which 
it is required to pass under thi 
ordinance, or to affect any varia- 
tion in this ordinance. 


Section 12. Judicial Review. Anv 
person aggrieved by a decision of 
the Board of Airport Zoning Ap- 
peals, or any taxpayer, or any offi- 
cer, department, board, or bureau 
of the City of Newark, may appeal 
to the Superior Court in the manner 
provided for appeal. 


Costs shall not be allowed against 
the Board of Airport Zoning Ap- 
peals unless it appears to the court 
that it acted with gross negligence, 
in bad faith, or within malice in 
making the decision appealed from. 


Section 13. Penalties. Each viola- 
tion of this ordinance or of any 
regulation, order or ruling promul- 
gated hereunder shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than $300 or 
imprisonment for not more than 
90 days, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment, and each day a viola- 
tion continues shall be a separate 
offense. 


Section 14. Conflicting Regula- 
tions. Where this ordinance im- 
poses a greater or more stringent 
restriction upon the use of land 
than is imposed or required by any 
other ordinance or regulation, the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
govern. 


Section 16. Severability. If any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstances is held in- 
valid, such invalidity shall not affect 
other provisions or applications of 
the ordinance which can be given 
effect without the invalid provision 
or application, and to this end the 
provisions of this ordinance are de- 
clared to be severable.

It shall be unlawful to 
make either a right or left hand 
turn at the intersection of Broad 
and Market Streets. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful to 
park any vehicle for a longer period 
than one hour between the hours 
of eight A.M. and six-thirty P.M., 
in or upon any of the following 
streets and avenues in the City of 
Newark, except such portions of 
said streets and avenues as may 
be designated for prohibited park- 
ing as provided for in sections six 
and seven of this ordinance:

Section 10. It shall be unlawful 
to park any vehicle in any of the 
following places, except when 
necessary to avoid conflict with 
other traffic or in compliance with 
the direction of.a police officer or 
official sign or signal: 


(a) On any sidewalk. 


(b) Alongside or opposite any 
street excavation or obstruction 
when such parking wouid obstruct 
traffic. 


Section 11. That express wagons, 
trucks, carts or other vehicles car- 
rying or ordinarily used to carry 
merchandise, goods, tools or sup- 
plies, however propelled, shall be 
excluded from the following streets, 
in The City of Newark: 


Highiand Ave. — from Bloomfield 
Ave. to Verona Ave. Second Ave.— 
from Summer Ave. to Lake St, 
Clifton Ave.—from Bloomfield Ave. 
to Verona Ave. Heller Parkway — 
from Summer Ave. to Belleville 
Line.

Lake St.—from 
Bloomfield Ave. to Verona Ave., ex- 
cept as may be necessary to carry 
merchandise, goods, tools or suo- 
plies from or to buildings cn either 
side of the aforementioned thor- 
ougbfares. 


That such express wagons, trucks, 
carts or other vehicles carrying or 
ordinarily used to carry merchaa- 


dise, goods, tools or supplies, how-. 


ever propelled, shall take station 
close to the curk, and parallei there- 
to, and shall not be left, standing 
in any other position. 


Section 12. I: shall be unlawful 
to place on eny sidewalk or street 
any No Parking or other traffic 
signs, other than those authorized 
by the Director of the Department 
of Publie Safety. 


Section 13. For the purpose of 
interpreting this ordinance, the 
parking of vehicles is defined as the 
standing or waiting on any street. 
road or highway of any vehicle no! 
actually engaged in receiving or dis- 
charging passengers or merchandise 
unless in obedience to traffic regu- 
lations or traffic signs or signals. 


Section 14. In addition to the 
streets, or portion of streets, here- 
tofore designated as  "ProLibited 
Parking Streets" it may become 
necessary by reason of special or 
increased traffic conditions, or as 
traffic may require from time to 
time, to add to and supplement 
other streets, or portions of. other 
streets, tc the list of prohibited 
parking sireets, and it is hereby 
ordained and enacted that such ad- 
ditional streets, or portion of streets, 
when conspicuously marked as pro- 
hibited parking streets, or otherwise 
designated as non parking streets, 
shall be considered .as established 
as such ard it shall be unlawful to 
park any vehicle in or on any such 
street or portion of street so desig- 
nated. : 


As the future need of these pro- 
hibitive parking streets are to de- 
pend upon special conditions that 
may arise from time to time, de- 
pending upon traffie conditions, it 
is hereby left to the Director of 
the Department of Publice Safety as 
a part of his administrative duties 
to designate and conspicuously mark 
the streets or portions of street so 
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to be used as a prohibitive parking 
street. 


Section 15. It may become neces- 
sary by reason of increased traffic 
eonditions, or as traffic may require 
from time to time, to establish “Pro- 
hibited Parking Zones" throughout 
the City or in certain streets or 
portion of streets, and it is hereby 
ordained and enacted that such pro 
hibited parking zones when con- 
spicuously marked as such shall be 
considered and established as pro- 
hibited parking zones, and it shall 
be unlawful to park any vehicle in 
any such zone. 


As the future need of the pro- 
hibited parking zones are to be de- 
termined by reason of special con- 
ditions that may arise from time 
to time, depending upon traffic cov 
ditions, the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety shall, as 
a part of his administrative duties, 
designate and post signs on the 
streets or portion of the streets 
making any such prohibitive park- 
ing zone or zones throughout the 
city. 


Section 16. On all streets through- 
out the City where busses are now 
operated, or may hereafter be oper- 
ated, as authorized by proper au 
thority, “Bus Stations" shall be 
established for the purpose of re- 
ceiving and discharging passengers, 
said bus stations are hereby so 
established within fifty feet of the 
near right hand corner of any street 
upon which any autobus route is 
now or hereafter established, pro- 
vided, nevertheless, in such cases 
where it may be considered advis- 
able and in order to facilitate traf 
fie, the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety, as a part of his 
administrative duties may establish 
a skip stop service of any particular 
bus line, or lines, traveling on any 
such street, and he shall fix and 
determine the particular stopping 


places of the particular bus lines 
And provided further, if by reason 
of special conditions existing in the 
opinion of said Director, it becomes 
necessary to fix and designate a bus 
station. in any particular block 
other than at the place above desig- 
nated, then and in such case the 
Director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, as a part of his admini- 
strative duties, may fix a different 
or other bus station in any such 
block. 


It shall be unlawful for the driver 
or operator of said bus to stop the 
same for the purpose of receiving 
and discharging passengers, except 
at stations provided for under this 
section, and it shall also be unlaw- 
ful to park any vehicle in a desig- 
nated bus station which may be 
established in the manner aforesaid. 


Section 17. In addition to the 
Streets, or any portion of streets 
heretofore designated as “One Way 
Streets" it may become necessary 
by reason of increased traffic con- 
ditions or as traffic conditions may 
require from time to time, to add 
to and supplement other streets or 
portion of streets to the list of one 
way streets, and it is hereby or- 
dained and enacted that such ad- 
ditional streets or portions of streets 
when conspicuously marked with 
signs designating them to be one 
way streets, shall hereby be con- 
sidered and established as such, and 
it shall be unlawful for traffic 
thereon to move in any direction 
except in the direction so specified 
designated by the signs so posted 
in said streets. 


As the future need of these ad- 
ditional one way streets are to be 
determined by reason of special 
conditions that may arise from time 
to time depending upon traffic con- 
ditions, it is hereby left to the 
Director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety as a part of his admini- 
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strative duties to designate and post 
signs on the streets or portion of 
streets so to be used as the purpose 
aforesaid. 


Section 18. From lime to time as 
it appears for the best interests of 
the traveling public and as traffic 
conditions require, "Loading Zones" 
are hereby created and established 
for the exclusive use of vehicles 
during the loading or urloading of 
passengers or materials, and it shall 
be unlawful to park any vehicle in 
any such zones, provided, however, 
such zone or zones are conspicuous- 
ly marked or posted by signs desig- 
nating them to be loading zones. 
As these zones may be permanent 
or temporary in character, accord- 
ing to the need of the traveling 
.public or the business of the neigh- 
borhood, it is hereby left to the Di- 
rector of the Department of Public 
Safety as a part of his administra- 
tive duties to designate and set up 
said loading zones throughout the 
City from time to time in such 
streets and in such locations as in 
his judgment will meet the required 
need. 


It shall be unlawful to block and 
retard traffic in any of the streets 
of the City for the purpose of load- 
ing or unloading vehicles as afore- 
said, unless the same be done in 
a designated loading zone estab- 
lished in the manner aforesaid. 


Section 19. No person shall move 
a vehicle not owned by, or in charge 
of, or in the custody of such person, 
into any area or position ceclared 
to be unlawful under the provisions 
of this ordinance or the Laws of the 
State of New Jersey. 


Sectión 20. In the event a portion 
of. the following named streets shall 
be plowed after any snow storm, it 
shall be unlawful to park any ve- 
hicle in the cleared lanes thereof, 
but in the event the snow on any 


such street is cleared to the curb. 
then the regular parking rules a^ 
to tha: street will apply. The strcets 
to which this section refers are the 
following: 


South Orange Avenue—from Dov- 
er Street to Springfield Avenue. 
Springfield Avenue — from South 
Tenth Street to Market Street. Or- 
ange Street — from Rosevile Ave- 
nue to City Subway. Clinton Ave- 
nue — from South Eighteenth Street 
to Jeliff Avenue. Eighteenth Avenue 
— from South Tenth Street to Bel- 
mont Avenue. Belmont Avenue — 
from Eighteenth Avenue to West 
Kinney Street. West Kinney Street 
— from Belmont Avenue to Wash- 
ington Street. Washington Street — 
from West Kinney Street to Market 
Street. Market Street — from Ray- 
mond Plaza East to Read Street. 
Fleming Avenue—from Read Street 
to Chapel Street. Ferry Street—-from 
Market Street to Wilson Avenue. 
Bloomfield Avenue — from Lakr 
Street to Broadway. Broadway — 
from Bloomfield Avenue to Clay 
Street. Broad Street — from Clay 
Street to Harvey Street. Central 
Avenue — from Broad Street to 
East Orange City Line. Thirteenth 
Avenue — from Springfield Avenue 
to Bergen Street. 


` Section 21. Whenever any member 
of the Newark Police Division finds 
a vehicle upon a public highway in 
the City of Newark and: ~ 

(a) Such vehicle is parked in vio-. 
lation of Section 8 of this ordinance; 

(b) Such vehicle is parked with- 
out identification markers as pro- 
vided by the laws of the State of 
New Jersey; 


(c) Such vehicle is so disabled as 
to constitute an obstruction to traf- 
fic and the driver or person owning 
or in charge of such vehicle, will- 
fully neglects or refuses to move 
the same to a place where the ve- 
hicle shall not obstruct traffic; 
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(d) Such member has reasonable 
grounds to believe that such vehicle 
has been abandoned. Continuous 
parking of a vehicle on a publie 
highway for a period of forty-eight 
hours shall be deemed sufficient 
evidence of abandonment; . 


(e) Such vehicle is parked in vio- 
lation of Section 20 of this ordi- 
nance. 


Such member may move or secure 
the removal of such vehicle to such 
garage or place as may be desig- 
nated by the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety as a 
garage or place for the impounding 
of such vehicles, and said vehicle 
shall be there retained and im- 
pounded, until the person or per- 
sons owning said vehicle shall pay 
the cost of such taking and removal 
together with a garage charge of 
one dollar for each and every day 
said vehicle is retained and im- 
pounded. 


Immediately after a vehicle is so 
removed, the Chief of Police o' 
such member acting for him, shall 
notify the registered and legal 
owner in writing, by personal ser- 
vice or by registered mail at the 
last known address of said owner 
of the removal of such vehicle and 
the reason for same and the location 
of the vehicle.. 


After the vehicle has been in 
the possession of the Police Division 
for six months and the owner or 
owners are unknown and cannot be 
found or refuse to receive such ve- 
hicle the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety may proceed to 


sell such vehicle in accordance with: 


the provisions of the Laws of the 
State of New Jersey. 


Section 22. In any prosecution 
charging a violation of any regula- 
tions ‘governing the parking of-a 


vehicle under this ordinance, proof 


that the particuler vehicle described 
in the complaint was parked in 
violation of one or more of the 
provisions of this ordinance, to- 
gether with proof that the defend- 
ant named in the complaint was at 
the time of such parking the regis- 
tered owner of such vehicle, shail 
constitute in evidence a prima facic 
presumption that the registered 
owner was the person who parked 
Such vehicle at the point where, 
and for the time during which such 
violation occurred, unless conclu- 
sively proven otherwise. 


Section 23. The provisions of this 
ordinance shall not apply to any 
vehicle of the Police Division, or 
Fire Division, Hospital Ambulances 
and vehicles of any publie service 
corporation ‘while the operator of 
such vehicle is operating the same 
in an emergency in the necessary 
performance of public duties. : 


Section 24. For the purpose of 
this ordinance: 


(a) The word "vehicle" shall mean 
any device in,.upon or by which 
any person or property is or may 
be transported upon a highway, 
except a device which is operatec. 
upon rails or tracks. 


(b) The words "Loading Zone” 
s.all mean, the space adjacent to 
& curb reserved for the exclusive 
use of vehicles during the loading 
or unloading of passengers or ma- 
terials. 


(c) Throughout this ordinance, 
where a highway is referred to or 
classified as a street or streets, it is 
the intention to include such high- 
way be the same. known by a name 
other than street. 


Section 25. Any person or persons, 
firm or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, ex- 
cept.section 11, shall upon convic- 
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tion thereof, forfeit and pay a fine 
of not more than ten dollars ($10. 
for each offense, or not more than 
5 days imprisonment in the County 
Jail, or both, in the discretion of the 
Court. 


Any person or persons, firm or 
corporation who shall violate Sec- 
tion 11, of this ordinance, shall. 
upon conviction thereof, be subject 
to a fine of not more than fifty 
dollars ($50.00) or not more than 
15 days imprisonment in the County 
Jail, or both, in the discretion of 
the Court. 


Section 26. If any section, para- 
graph or provision of this ordinance 
shall be adjudged invalid, such ad- 
judication shall apply only to the 
seetion, paragraph or provision so 
adjudged, and the rest of this ordi- 
nance shall remain valid and ef- 
fective. 


Any provision of any section of 
this ordinance which alters or in 
any way nullifies the provisions of 
the Laws of the State of New Jer- 
sey upon the same subject shall be 
construed so as to comply with the 
provisions of the State Law on that 
subject. 


Section 27. All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances relating to the 
parking of vehicles and the regula- 
tion of traffic, excepting “An Ordi- 
nance regulating the operation of 
cars, omnibuses, stages and other 
vehicles commonly called jitneys; 
approved June 19, 1916;' and the 
ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance 
regulating and licensing taxicabs 
and the licensing of Drivers thereof 
and designating taxicab stands and 
prescribing penalties for violations; 
approved December 31, 1929," and 
an Ordinance relating to traffic and 
regulating the use of public streets 
and highways in the city of Newark; 
prescribing regulations relative to 
the parking of vehicles upon such 


public streets and highways; pro: 
viding for the installation, oper: 
tion, maintenance, supervision, rev 
ulation and control cf the vse of 
parking meters defining and pro-

WHEREAS, the Palestine White 
Paper is legally, morally and hu- 
manly indefensible;

Judge William M. Untermann: Mr. 
Mayor and Commissioners. I origin- 
ally came here representing the 
Essex County Zionist Emergency 
Committee, and with me came the 


State representatives, Samuel I. 
Kessler aad Michael Stavitsky, and 
one of my local committeemen, Har- 
ry Pine, for the purpose of appear- 
ing before this body to make a 
request fcr the passing of a res: 
tior. And I was very happy when 
I arrived to find that a resolution 
was passed, and *hat resolution is 
so arranged and so worded that 
mere words on my part is unneces- 
sary. Therefore, on behalf of the 
National Committee, the State Com- 
mittee and the Local Committee. " 
want to thank this body for passing 
this resolution, which in itself wili 
help a great deal in carrying ouf 
the four freedoms and giving the 
Jewish people the proper considera- 
tion. And by passing this resolution, 
you set the example to the othe: 
municipalities in this state. Because 
I understand that this city commis- 
sion is the first governing body that 
has passed a resolution of this kind. 
Therefore we in our committee want 
to wholeheartedly thank you. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: Judge Un- 
termann, I assure you that the 
members of this commission are 
very much pleased in signing that 
resolution. If any of the other com- 
missioners care to be heard, I ask 
them to speak now. 


Commissioner Villani: I don’t 
think it is necessary. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: Mayor Mur- 
phy is not here. His deputy would 
like to speak, but he has deferred 
to the other commissioners. But he 
is in accord. . 


Commiss:oner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the City cəommis- 
sion. With regard fo my having 
fathered a resolution this morning 
requesting the Commission to go on 
record as being opposed to tF 
enactment of the prohibition law, 
I want to ‘irst thank the members 
of the commission for supporting 
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that resolution unanimously. I aw 
going on record in saying my po 
tion is that prohibition is not alone 
hypocritical prohibition, but is un- 
democratic and un-American. I my- 
self never drank. With regard to 
prohibition and its evils, we have 
had a great deal of experience with 
regard to the evils of the old days, 
such as with mobsters and racket- 
eers. But many great inroads have 
been made with regard to those 
sinister actviities in the last two 
or three years. So we don't want 
to see or have prohibition in Ameri- 
ca again.

City Clerk: Before you close, Mr. 
Mayor, Mr. William Berry is here 
and he wishes to be heard. 


. Mr. William P. Berry: (31 Lincoln 
Park) Gentlemen, I am here in a 
very peculiar position. I represent 
M. H. Donovan on Tillinghast St. 
We were before the Zoning Com- 
mission.last week, and they turned 
down the application of Donovan 
to- go back. into the building he 
erected in 1919 as a sheet metal 
shop. He was there from 1919 to 
1938, when he rented it to a burial 
vault company who were there two 
Years. He then rented it to a clean- 


ing and dyeing establishment in 
1940. And in October or November, 
1943, they had a fire and were 
burnt out. 


There is still open the right for 
Donovan to put back the cleaner 
and dyer establishment. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: Mr. Berry, 
as I understand it from the Law 
Department, there is nothing that 
this city commission could do. The 
only remedy is to go to the Supreme 
Court — is that correct? 


Commissioner Villani: 'That is 
right. - 

Acting Mayor Byrne: Is there 
anything the City Commission could 
do? 


Mr. Philip Schotland: No, Mr. 
Mayor. The City Commission has 
no jurisdiction over a refusal of the 
Board of Adjustment to grant an 
exception. The City Commission has 
jurisdiction when the Board of Ad- 
justment recommends an exception 
to the zoning ordinance, either to 
approve or disapprove; but when ' 
the Board of Adjustment does not 
recommend any exception to the 
zoning ordinance, there is nothing 
under the statute for the city com- 
mission to pass upon. 


Commissioner Keenan: Inasmuch 
as the Zoning Board and the Fire 
Division are both in the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, over which 
as Director I am responsible, and 
supervise, I am familiar with the 
details that have been explained to 
me with regard to the applicant. 
I might say that morall he has 
some claim, inasmuch .as he was 
the original owner of the building 
wherein he conducted this skylight 
business for some 15 or more years. 
He vacated that building, and in 
my opinion with the experience I 
have in the fire business, it is not 
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too hazardous. But he vacated that 
premises and rented it to a much 
more hazardous enterprise known as 
a cleaning and dyer establishment. 
The proof of the hazzrd, as it was 
known at the time, was proven by 
a very destructive ccnflagration in 
this same building. 


Mr. Paul Strack: (9 Clinton St.) 
May it please the Mayor and mem- 
bers of the Board of Commissioners. 
I think this application presents a 
little more serious problem than is 
indicated by the corporation coun- 
sel, with respect to the right of this 
taxpayer to appeal to the Supreme 
Court, either en banc or just in part. 


I wil not take any more of the 
Commission's time than is absolute- 
ly necessary. I had nct intended to 
speak at all; but I would like t- 
acquaint the Board with the fact 
that this man erected the building 
after purchasing the property in 
1919, and occupied it as a saeet 
metal shop until 1938, when he 
rented it originally to a burial vault 
establishment, and thereafter to a 
cleaning and dyeing establishment. 
At the same time he moved to 
larger quarters on Jelliff Avenue, 
adjacent to the American Aluminum 
plant. Because of the expansion of 
ihe war work of the American Alu- 
minum Company, this company has 
come to him and asked him for hi- 
property on Jelliff Avenue. And he 
has had to have recourse to hi- 
former property on Tillinghast St. 
to carry out the one hundred per- 
cent war work which he is doing 
in this particular vicinity. He ha 
just completed a contract with the 
Picatinny Arsenal, with the Worth- 
ington Pump and Machinery Com- 
pany and with the Navy Arsenal 
in Bayonne. His priority, as far a 
merchandise is concerned, is double 
"A"-1. That is the highest priority 
of all All of these facts were 
brought out before the Board of 
Adjustment, the Zoning Board. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: We want 
to consider it, and we want to help 
you: but how could we help you 
if we are obstructed? 


Commissioner Villani: We want 
to help you. 


Commissioner Brady: What ^" 
can't understand is what is there 
in the law that would prevent us? 


Commissioner Keenan: The zon- 
ing ordinance. ` 


Mr. Philip Schotland: No. The 
state statute. 


Commissioner Erady: Will you 
explain it? I am a little confused. 
I want to get it straightened out. 


Mr. Philip Schotland; Counsel, it 
seems to me, seems to have con- 
fused the situation. The state statute 
which was passed in 1928, pursuant 
to the amendment to the constitu- 
tion which was adopted that year 
to erable municipalities of this state 
to pass zoning ordinances ,in order 
not to violate any fixed constitu- 
tional rights, contains a provision 
that nonconforming uses in exist- 
ence at the time of the amendment 
and at the time of the adoption of 
the ordinance bya municipality, can- 
not be interfered with. The courts 
have construed that provision, anc 
say that means a continuation of 
the same non-conforming use. Not 
substituting a different one. The 
reasoning of the court is this: While 
we cannot when the planners of 
zones laid out a city for its welfare 
into certain residential districts, 
manufacturing districts and com- 
mercial districts, take away a man's 
property that was there before the 
plan was made, we can, however, 
restrict any increase of that viola- 
tion by nct permitting any change 
of a non-conforming use. So that 
when there is a discontinuance — 
not of the ownership that Mr. Berry 
is referring to — the zoning is no. 
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interested in knowing who own: 
the property — it is only interested 
in the use to which the property 
is put. So when there is a ¢ 

tinuance of any non-conforming use, 
that ends the right to do that. Of 
course the right can then be 

lished if an application is made to 
a Board of Adjustment, recom- 
mended and approved by the City 
Commission; but the right can not 


be established unless that be done. 


I don't know in this particular: 


case how on earth after the non- 
conforming use of a corrugated iron 
factory was discontinued, a-dyer and 
cleaner got in there, unless an ap- 
plication was then made to the then 
Board of Adjustment and 
granted the permit, and the then 
city commission ratified that recom- 
mendation by granting the permit. 
If that were done, then that became 
a non-conforming use and that could 
continue as long as it existed. That 
is the only way that could have 
happened. 


Commissioner Keenan: But now, 
Mr. Schotland, if that is the law, 
are we to assume that the courts 
will sustain it and that the appli 
cation for the variance would be 
denied? The courts, the higher 
courts, would not recommend a 
violation of an existing law, would 
they? 


Mr. Schotland: You never could 
tell what the higher courts would 
do, except under certain circum- 
stances. 


Commissioner Keenan: Then it re- 
solvés itself to this, as far as the 
owner of a building is concerned: 
Somebody has a building, and he 
cannot go in there with the business 
that was in there for the past 15 
or 16 years. 


Mr. Schotland: He can, if it was 
there at the time of the destruction. 


they. 


Commissioner Keenan: Well, for 
the protection of those residents on 
Tillinghast Street, if I have any- 
thing to do with the approval | 
will refuse to permit the reestab- 
lishment of the cleaning and dyeir 
establishment or that hazardous 
business. Now, then, we come back, 
and in. the eyes of the law, what 
right has an owner to that building? 
Does he have to find a new tenant? 
He owns it and he cannot operate 
his own business in that even : 
it is not a hazardous one! Perhaps 
it may be a ‘bit noisy; but not 
hazardous from a fire point of view. 
But what has an owner to do with 
a building that he has or owns? 


Mr. Schotland: He must put it to 
use that that zone provides: build- 
ings should be used for. You are 
the ones who should determine what 
use he should put the building to 
or what kind of building he should 
erect there. If you feel, as members 
of the city commission, that zone 
is wrongly zoned, you could correct 
it. 


Commissioner Keenan: We don’t 
want to judge that point; we want 
to take the issue as it stands here. 
Here is a man with a building; 
what can he do with it? 


Mr. Schotland: He could erect a 
dwelling in accordance with the 
zoning ordinance. And by the very 
fact that you as the city commission 
keep that zone as a residential zone, 
you have decided and determined 
that is the place for residences. 
And the Supreme Court says, “The 
reason we will not sanction a 
change of a non-conforming use is ` 
in order to help bring about a con- 
forming use as soon as possible in 
the entire zone.” That is the purpose 
of it. 


City Clerk: The applicant could 
cut a lot of corners — and I think 
the corporation counsel will agree 
with me — if he went up there to 
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Justice Parker — it is in his juris- 
diction in the Supreme Court — and 
made an application for a writ of 
certiorari and review the action of 
the Board of Adjustment. And since 
this is a matter where time is of 
the essence, this plant is in a war 
industry, I think that Justice 
Parker will see it in his wisdom to 
grant a writ, and probably hear it 
without the court going enbanc. 


Mr. Philip Schotland: He has to. 
If the counsel follows the statute 
and serves notice, he has to per- 
sonally hear it. You don’t have to 
go to Trenton to the Supreme Court. 


Acting Mayor Byrne: I will speak 
to the Board. It is in Director Keen- 
an’s department, and I will ask 
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him to review this case. But legally 
we can't co anything. We want to 
help you. We will ask him to review 
this case; but I don't know, outside 
of what Mr. Schotland has said, 
what else we could do legally, if 
there is anything we could do, we 
would be glad to help you. 


Commissioner Villani: I move we 
adjourn.

3. That no person shall possess, 
acquire, transfer or otherwise dis- 
pose of any ration coupons, stamps, 
certificates, ration books or other 
rationed evidences pertaining to any 
commodity rationed by such order 
or any amendment thereof except 
in the manner prescribed by the 
applicable regulation or order in 
force and effect at the time of the 
transaction. 


4. That no owner shall rent any 
housing accommodations for which 
a maximum rent has been pre- 
Scribed by any regulations or order 
issued by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration under the authority of

"such Acts of Congress of the Uni- 
ted States of America." 


Commissioner Brady: I move the 
amendments. 


Commissioner Villani: I second it. 


Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
reading of the amendments. A mo- 
tion has been made and seconded. 


Commissioner Keenan: Might it 
not be well, in view of these addi- 
tional amendments, to further fa- 
miliarize ourselves with it, and to 
lay it over for two weeks? I don't 
know what the amendments are. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Parsonnet: May I be permitted to 
explain it to him, Mr. Mayor? The 
amendments merely permit the ap- 
plieatio nof the ordinance to the 
new Price Control Act, which will 
be adopted this year.

Commissioner Keenan: Then am I 
led to believe that those amend- 
ments, if we pass on them favor- 
ably, we wil be passing them on 
something that is only contemplated 
next June by Congress? Aren't we 
being far fetched to pass on some- 


thing today that Congress would not 
pass on until next June? 


Mr. Philip Schotland: That is not 
the way the amendment is worded. 
The way it is worded is to apply to 
the Act of Congress so that it ap- 
plies to the present laws, as long as 
it remains a law, and applies to the 
cbanges of the law, if that is sud- 
denly changed. 


Commissioner Keenan: I don't 
know whether that law is going to 
be changed. 


Commissioner Villani: I move its 
adoption. 


Commissioner Keenan: Are we to 
understand then when these amend- 
ments are passed, that we then will 
have an ordinance that will comply 
with what is known only as the pro- 
posed Acts of Congress? 


City Clerk: No. It applies to the 
Acts of Congress as they exist and 
passed in 1942, but should there be 
a change, this would apply, if there 
is a change, then.

Newark, N. J., February 29, 1944 


An adjourned meeting of the 
Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark, N. J., was held on the 
above date, in the Commissioners’ 
Chamber. City Hall, Newark, at 
10:00 A.M., Eastern War Time. 


City Clerk: This is the appointed 
place and time for the scheduled 
hearing on the adoption of the bud- 
get of the Cit yof Newark, Febru- 
ary 29th, 1944. 


Mayor Murphy: The hearing will 
come to order. The clerk will call 
the roll. 

Present: 


Mayor Vincent J. Murphy 
Commissioner John A. Brady 
Commissioner Joseph M. Byrne, Jr. 
Commissioner John B. Keenan 
‘Commissioner Ralph A. Villani 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. Mayor, 
before we call the meeting on the 
budget, I would like to make one 
statement on behalf of Commis- 
sioner Byrne here. You have all 
read in the papers where a very 
serious matter has taken place in 
regard to our airport. I understand 
that Director Byrne with Mr. Schot- 
land, Mr. Zazzali and Mr. Armstrong 
were in Washington over the week- 
end to try to save our airport for 
us, and I think we ought to go on 
record, as his colleagues, to do 
everything within our power to give 
him whatever support he may need, 
inasmuch as he went way out of his 
way in getting the airport and re- 
taining it in the city of Newark. I 
vote we give him a vote of confi- 
dence along that line. 


Commissioner Brady: I second it. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, a motion has been made that 
the city commission support Com- 
missioner Byrne in his efforts to re- 
tain the Newark Airport as an op- 
erating function of the city of New- 
ark after the war. I am sure that 
everyone agrees with Commissioner 
Byrne with what he is doing in this 
matter, and it is absolutely impor- 
tant to the city. The city clerk will 
call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
state for the record at this time that 
there has been a misleading state- 
ment carried in the newspapers, to 
the effect that no one knows the 
amount of monies expended, or the 
amount reserved or the amount un- 
encumbered at the present time. 
The City Commissioners get a rec- 
ord of that every month, and that 
record is part of the city clerk’s 
files. Each Commissioner gets a 
break-down of it each month, and 
it is a matter of city record which 
is available to any one at any time. 


I would like further to state that 
when the budget was first approved, 
suggestions were made by myself 
to the other Commissioners to re- 
view their budgets, which were ap- 
proved at that time pending this 
hearing, and try to make further 
cuts in the budget. In other words, 
try to effectuate a reduction in the 
tax rate. The Director of the De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance 
has been notified by the various de- 
partments that there have been re- 
ductions in the present budget, re: 
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ductions to the extent of avprox- 
imately $132,000, which will affect 
the budget by approximately two 
points. These deductions will have 
to be passed by resolution, by the 
City Commission, before the budget 
can be eventually adopted. 


Before we go into this public 
hearing, at this time are there any 
commissioners who desire to be 
heard first on this budget? 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
members of the Commission, citi- 
zens and taxpayers. I am submit. 
ting herewith the 1944 budget of 
my department in the amount o* 
$3,095,063.32, which is $69,734.48 less 
than the 1943 budget appropriation, 
or more than 1. point in the tax 
rate. This decrease has been ef- 
fectuated despite the fact provision 
has been made for the regular selary 
increments totalling $108,449 for 
1,116 departmental ernployees under 
the salary standardization program 
which I inaugurated during the 
past year. 


In addition, the current budget of 
the Department of Public Affairs 
includes special appropriations am- 
ounting to $25,525 to defray costs of 
necessary services in connection 
with the newly-created project of 
rehabilitation and demolition of un- 
inhabitable dwellings in this city, 
and coincidentally, the establish- 
ment of temporary living quarters 
for families who formerly tenanted 
aforesaid dwellings, in the Belmont 
Avenue School building; also, ap- 
propriations for the conduct of the 
Soldiers and Sailors' Municipal Aid 
Bureau, as well as the cost of print- 
ing the minutes of the City Com- 
mission meetings. None of these 
additional appropriation items were 
contained in the 1943 budget of this 
department, as they are special 
emergency appropriations for afore- 
said purposes. 


Since the advent of my adminis- 
tration of the Department of Pub- 
lic Affairs, the operating costs of 
the institutions and agencies under 
my jurisdiction have been substan- 
tially lowered. 


Commissioner Byrne: My appro- 
priated budget is $1,518,638.88. The 
dedicated budget is $3,347,700.29. 
Total budget $4,866,339.17. This is 
a decrease in the appropriated bud- 
get of 1943 of $105,521.83. 


The budget for the Department of 
Public Works is divided into two 
parts: Appropriated and dedicated. 


The appropriated portion is raised 
by general levy and consis:s of the 
expenses of the Director's Office, 
Bureau of Streets, Sewers, House 
Sewer Connections, Public Light- 
ing, Division of Central Purchase, 
Stationery and Supplies, and the 
Law Department. 


The dedicated portion of the bud- 
get consists of those bureaus which 
are self-sustaining from incomes re- 
ceived, and consists of the airport, 
Bureau of Docks and the Division 
of Water. 


My appropriated budget for the 
year 1944 is $1,513,638.88. And as 
I said also before, that is $105,521.83 
less than 1943, and is $440,473.35 
less than the budget for 1942, and 
$20,988.25 less than the budget of 


The dedicated portion of the bud- 
get, which does not affect the tax 
rate for 1944, is $3,347,100.29. In- 
cluded in this is an item of $600,000 
to be taken from earned surplus, 
Water Division, for the purpose of 
capital expenditures for present and 
post-war planning, which will make 
the money available without the 
necessity of creating a funded debt 
for capital improvements. 
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For the vear 1943, the unexpended 
portion of the appropriated budget 
was $113,669.87 which will be ap- 
plied to reducing the general tax 
levy for 1945. The 1942 unexpended 
balance of $84,435.35 will be applied 
to the amount necessary to be raised 
by general tax levy in 1944 and will 
reduce it by that amount. 


The unexpended balance of the 
dedicated portion for the 1943 bud- 
get amounts to $74,313.01, in addi- 
tion to the foregoing. 


Commissioner Keenan: The de- 
partment of Public Safety comprises 
13 divisions of government, 11 of 
which reflect themselves in the tax 
budget. The dog control bureau 
and the parking meter bureau do 
not. 


It is a well known fact, or should 
be a well known fact, that in the 
Department of Public Safety, ap- 
proximately 94 per cent of the bud- 
get is for salaries, leaving but six 
percent or thereabouts for main- 
tenance. The budget for the year 
1944, as originally made up, shows a 
decrease of more than $76,000 over 
the budget of 1943. Now, there is 
nothing in that budget of some- 
times referred to as “gingerbread”, 
and commonly called, “padding”, 
because I have had some 29 or 30 
years of experience in making 4 
budget, and I defy anyone to go 
over any of those budgets and dis- 
cover any of the so-called padding. 
Now, it is a sad day when we have 
to make our budgets anticipating 
deaths of the members of the de- 
partment. When the budget was 
originally figured for the year, 1944, 
every expenditure that reflected it- 
self in the budget of the Department 
of Public Safety was a needed ex- 
penditure. Unfortunately, there are 
deaths that occur, and with the an- 
ticipated deaths in 1944—and there 
were two members of the Police De- 
partment and one member of the 


Fire Department who died within 
the current week — with that 
thought in mind, I could take ap- 
proximately another $25,000 reduc- 
tion from the budget, which then 
will show a reduction of more than 
$101,000 in the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety budget for 1944. 


It might be well, in so far as 
newspaper articles are concerned, 
and remarks by a critic in so far as 
the parking meter division is con- 
cerned, to say that the item therein 
discussed does not refiect itself in 
the budget. It is simply an an- 
ticipated revenue for the parking 
meters. And in the event that rev- 
enue should have to be expended 
for the purpose of maintenance or 
replacement of meters, it must be 
therefore reflected in figures on the 
budget. But those figures in the 
Division of Meters nor in the Dog 
Control Board in no way reflect 
themselves in the budget, and there- 
fore do not in the tax rate. So the 
Department of Public Safety budget, 
with a $100,000 reduction for 1944, 
will stand that way. 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. Mayor, 
colleagues and citizens of the city 
of Newark. I have not too much to 
say about my budget, except that 
last year we took over the Motors 
Division which was in the dedicated 
funds, and put it in the budget. Last 
year it was hard for my division to 
determine just what my budget 
would be, and we had to go along 
throughout the year and do it the 
best we could. 


Of course our budget last year, 
as we set it up, was $3,364,793.12. 
Now, throughout the year we have 
given in our department many sal- 
ary increases. My department was 
very much underpaid when I took it 
over. I felt, with conditions as they 
are today, with the cost of living 
going up, and everybody getting in- 
creases in the different plants, it 
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was hard for me to carry on my 
personnel unless I gave them some 
increases. And in conformity with 
thet situation, I did give many in- 
creases in my department last year. 
And with all the increases, our bud- 
get this year was $3,367,387.60, 
which is an increase of $3,000 cver 
last year. We were confronted this 
year with many situations, which 
are just questions again of book- 
keeping. Last year I did not have 
to carry compensation in my divi- 
sion, but this year, through the law, 
ihe Mayor has instructed us that we 
had to do so. Each department had 
to carry individual compensation. 


Mayor Murphy: Memembers of 
the Commission and the public, my 
budget for the previous year, as 
modified by all transfers was $2, 
946,697, against the budget this year 
of $2,868,236.04, or an increase of 
$78,461. In that budget you will 
find many items that have increased 
over which we have no control. We 
nave in the budget the item of the 
pension funds, which for a period 
of years have been increased. In 
other words, the cost to the city in 
<he budget for the coming year is 
$963,000 as against $948,000 in the 
previous year. 


The defense council has shown a 
decrease. The Sinking Fund is the 
same amount. The Newark Tech- 
nical School has also shown an in- 
crease from $59,250 to $75,100. The 
Penny Milk Program—it is neces- 
sary to take care of six months due 
to the fact the Board of Education 
budget starts from July, 1944 and 
runs to July, 1945—it is necessary 
to make an appropriation of $50,- 
000 in order to take care of the 
Penny Milk Program for the next 
six months. Of. course there will 
be a reimbursement made by the 
government which will come into 
the revenue of the city during the 
fiscal year. 


There is also the Newark Muse- 
um, which last year had a budget 
of $160,000, as against $174,000 this 
year, or an increase of a litile over 
$14,000. Taere is also the Free 
Pubiic Library, which also had an 
increase from $623,000 to $635,000, 


or an inerease of approximately 
$12.000. 
There is the Planning Board, 


which is a new unit this year. Their 
budget is also approved by the com- 
mission, of $64,000. 


I would like to state at this time 
that in the operating costs of the 
budget it was necessary to make 
adjustments in salaries, and in set- 
ting up the reorganization of the 
Department, so that the operating 
costs of the department which had 
been established at $750,000, has 
been reduced to $732,388, with ad- 
ditional reductions after meetings 
with all of the heads of the depart- 
ments and going over it item by 
item against the appropriation of 
$732,000 for the actual operating 
costs. Approximately $18,000 less 
than it was ir. 1943. 


The budgets have been submitted, 
and in my opinion the budgets have 
been properly prepared and prop- 
erly advertised. I think we should 
now place in the record an opinion 
from the Law Department in ref- 
erence to the budgets prepared by 
the city commissioners. 


Do the commissioners want to 
have the legal opinion submitted 
by the Law Department, read for 
the benefit of the public here? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I asked for this opinion and I be- 
lieve it should be read so that the 
commissioners and those present 
here could hear the opinion. 
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Mavor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, the elerk will read the 
opinion submitted by the corpora- 
tion counsel and the assistant cor- 
poration counsel. 


The opinion prepared by Joseph 
A. Ward, legal assistant, answered 
allegations made by L. H. Jamon- 
eau, and said in part: 


"The legislature has provided an 
opportunity for a public hearing; the 
forum provided is the place where 
the taxpayer and other persons in- 
terested may appear and be heard. 
The right to comment or criticize 
the acts of a publie body or officer 
does not embrace the right to make 
false defamatory statements imput- 
ing a dereliction in the performance 
of a public duty or imputing a crime 
or moral delinquency. One has no 
right, directly or indirectly, to im- 
pure to another base, sordid or 
wicked motives where there is no 
basis in fact for the inference or 
opinion. The right to comment or 
criticize does not extend to, or jus- 
tify allegations of fact of a defam- 
atory nature, although the charge 
relates to the act of an officer in the 
discharge of his official duties. 


“In general, false and defamatory 
remarks, if written and published, 
constitute libel" 


City: Clerk: There is another let- 
ter accompanying this opinion, over 
the signature of Philip J. Schotland, 
under date of February 25, 1944, ad- 
dressed to the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the city of Newark. It 
reads in part: 


“As to the question of the letter 
submitted by Mr. Jamouneau being 
libelous, and his oral statements at 
the conference being slanderous, it 
seems to me that there is little doubt 
of their being such. Should you de- 
sire to bring an action against Mr. 


Jamouneau for libel and slander, 
based on the letter in question and 
his charges at the confercnce, you 
have that legal right now or at any 
future time, within the period lim- 
ited by the statute of limitations, 
and the law Department is at your 
service." 


Commissioner Brady: Now Mr. 
Mayor, inasmuch as I requested that 
opinion, I would like to supplement 
it with an additional motion. I 
move that a written statement be 
requested from budget commis- 
sioner Darby, as to the legality of 
the form and our compliance there- 
within the preparation of our 1944 
budget, and coincidentally, an ex- 
pression from the State Attorney 
General in an official written opin- 
ion, which should be requested by 
Mr. Darby and forwarded to this 
commission prior, if possible, to 
March 11th. I make that as a mo- 
tion. 


Mayor Murphy: I have no objec- 
tion to that motion, but— 


Commissioner Villani: (Interrupt- 
ing) I second it. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, the motion 
has been made, but I was going to 
comment on it. 


Mr. Schotland: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, of course it is not 
for me, as counsel, to comment on 
motions made by a commissioner, 
but I desire to inform Commissioner 
Brady that the first part of his mo- 
tion has already been complied 
with. Commissioner Darby's letter 
is on its way and will get here some 
time today or tomorrow; but I do 
not think it at all necessary for 
this commission to dictate to Mr. 
Darby that he should ask for a legal 
opinion of the attorney general I 
think that this commission is amply 
fortified with a law department of 
its own to advise it, and that it 
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would not be divlomatic to ask Mr. 
Darby to fortify his opinion by 
asxing the attorney general to ad- 
vise us. 


Commissioner Brady: I think, Mr. 
Mayor, that the motion was nct in 
the form of any dictatorial efforts 
on the part of the Commission it- 
self. It is a request. I made that 
as a request. 


Mr. Schotland: The fact that that 
very section of the law, Revised 
Statutes 40:2-21 which Mr. Jam- 
ouneau relies on in the very first 
paragraph, gives the legal power to 
Mr. Darby to formulate directions 
and forms and everything regarding 
the budget, and that we are bound 
by what he directs and by what he 
formulates and by what he ap- 
proves. That is the reason, in view 
of the fact that he is given that 
direct power and is exercising it, 
that is the reason that I did not 
think it advisable to ask him to go 
and find out if he is right. 


Commissioner Brady: That is per- 
fectly all right with me, Mr. Cor- 
poration Counsel As long as it is 
in this record and we could refer 
to it, then I will withdraw the 
motion. 


City Clerk: I have three names, 
Mr. Mayor, of people who wart to 
be heard. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anyone 
here who has not given his name 
to the city clerk as yet? We have 
at the present time three names, Mr. 
Feil, Mr. Steiger and a man by the 
name of Jamouneau. 


Are there any other communica- 
tions? 


City Clerk: I have no other com- 
munications; just a statement that 
was handed to me by Mr. Jamoun- 
eau. 


Mayor Murphy: To be addressed 
to the Commission? 


City Clerk: To be handed to the 
Commission in lieu of his address- 
ing the commission. 


Mayor Murphy: We will call on 
some of the other people first, be- 
fore we go to that statement—it is 
quite lengtay. Are there any other 
people who want to be heard? 


Mr. John C. Feil: Mr. Mayor and 
City Commissioners. I am here 
representing the Newark Taxpayers' 
Association, and in order to save 
time, I have prepared a budget 
statement which I will read. The 
Statement presented the  Associa- 
tion's recommendations. 


Mayor Murphy: Do any of the 
Commissioners wish to reply? 


Commissioner Byrne: You have 
not been ignored at all The idea 
of getting out my budget has been 
given to every association that 
wanted it and that practice has not 
been changed. But when you make 
a statement—and that is why I am 
calling you to task—that I as much 
as submerged the survey of the 
water department, then I naturally 
am going to come back at you, and 
I am not going to let you get away 
with it What you have said, that 
is not the truth. I will cooperate 
with you in any extent. The re- 
duction of the budget speaks for 
itself. I am perfectly willing to 
have any taxpayer reopen my bud- 
Bet. You could rip it down, break 
it down, and do all you can to it. 
I wil work with you on it. I don't 
thinx it is the intention ot Mayor 
Murphy or this commission this 
morning to close this budget. 


I know, although we have not 
been served legally with the notice 
of Justice Parker—- 
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Mr. Philip Schotland: (Interrupt- 
ing) We have been served since. 


Commissioner Byrne: Well, before 
it had arrived, Mavor Murphy, as I 
understand it, had asked the other 
commissioners not to close the bud- 
get this morning, to keep it open, 
and so we are still here for sug- 
gestions. And the Board of Educa- 
tion budget, Mr. Feil, I personally 
did not vote for that. I voted "no" 
for the budget of the Board at the 
meeting of the Board of School Es- 
timate. I have not approved that 
budget. 


Now, of course we have differen- 
ces of opinion up here, too; but I 
could assure you that as far as that 
survey goes, I think you will be 
quite impressed with the result that 
comes out of it. 


Mr. Feil: In the resolutions passed 
at our regular meeting in December, 
at the Robert Treat Hotel, which 
were sent to all of you gentlemen, 
we specifically asked for a citizens' 
committee, composed of represen- 
tatives of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Broad Street Associa- 
tion, Newark Taxpayers' Associa- 
tion and any other groups that 
wanted to participate, to go over 
this budget item for item, with the 
commissioners, and the department 
heads. We received no reply. 
Nothing has been done, and I think 
that is a thing that should not be. 
What should be encouraged by the 
Commission is to get the advice and 
experience of these citizens. 


Mayor Murphy: I recently had a 
conference with representatives of 
the Chamber of Commerce. As a 
matter of fact, all of the commis- 
sioners did, on the budget. I in- 
formed them that I thought instead 
of any outstanding group of citizens 
or representative groups waiting un- 
til the time of the preparation of the 
budget, and then trying to analyze 


it—and so much is involved—that I 
would be satisfied, as the Mayor, to 
establish a permanent budzet com- 
mittee of outstanding citizens, rep- 
resentatives of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other organizations. 
They would be able, at their dis- 
cretion, to study the budget on a 
full year basis, so that when the 
budget time does come along, they 
wil have had time to become thor- 
oughly familiar with everything in 
advance, everything involved in the 
budget. 


I think you said in your letter 
that there was an increase in the 
ratables. There has been no in- 
crease in ratables. The ratables in 
the city of Newark has gone con- 
tinuously down. Now it is a little 
over $700,000,000, whereas some sev- 
eral years ago it was a little over 
$900,000,000. I 


Mr. Feil: But there has been an 
crease in the last year, hasn't there, 
of $5,000,000? 


Mayor Murphy: What was the 
total of ratables this year as com- 
pared with last year? 


Commissioner Villani: There was 
an increase in personalty and not in 
realty. 


Mayor Murphy: Do you have the 
total figure of ratables last year and 
of ratables this year? 


Mr. Feil: No, I do not have those 
figures. I was told there was a 
$5,000,000 increase during the past 
year. 


Commissioner Keenan: While we 
are waiting to get the figures, Mr. 
Mayor, I don't think I should let go 
unchallenged his remarks with re- 
lation to the survey with regard to 
the Police Department. I don't think, 
from what Mr. Feil has said, that 
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he has familiarized himself with 
that survey, or he would not have 
made the erroneous statement taat 
he has made here this morning. For 
his information and for his benefit, 
I would like to tell him, and through 
him any other citizen :hat may be 
interested, that many of the reccm- 
mendations of that particular sur- 
vev have been carried out. Some 
it is impossible to carry out. I 
don't think you ever entered my of- 
fice with a request to view the 
survey; but the privilege is still 
yours. 


I think what you have overlooked, 
and many other critics of the tax 
rate have overlooked, is this very 
important fact, as far as I individu- 
ally am concerned: In 1941 we cam- 
paigned—and I think it is well 
within your memory now—against 
a tax rate of $5.88. We show today 
a reduction of 58 points in the ¿ax 
rae that we inherited in 1941, end 
I stand before you, and I am still 
ready to stand before any individual 
or group and say that is the result 
of a more business like administra- 
tion carried on by this particular 
administration, as against the ad- 
ministration that we inherited. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there anyone 
else who wants to speak? Mr. 
Steiger, did you wart to speak 
now? 


Mr. Robert A. K. Steiger: Mr. 
Mayor, I will not speak now. I will 
leave my place to Mr. Jamouneau, 
because I feel that bis statement 
should be read first. It is very 
germane to the subject before us, 
and I feel it should be taken up 
first. 


Mayor Murphy: Before we go on 
with other business, I think Com- 
missioner Brady wants to say some- 
thing. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor 


and fellow Commissioners, I did 
not intend to make any comment on 
Mr. Zeils statement, but I do think 
it should be clarified. I think he is 
engaging in a lot of generalities. I 
believe he is sincere and honest in 
his expressions of opinion, however. 
He did say there is no comparison 
between now and when the tax rate 
was $5.88. I agree with him, there 
is no comparison. I agree with hin: 
because - am paying now for cou 
liver oil, $105 a carton where I paid 
$35 when I started in 1941. There 
is no comparison, because every 
body is receiving high wages today 
and we cannot keep in the city em- 
ploy men for the, I might say, for 
the scandalous compensation that 
was paid by the previous adminis- 
trations. I certainly cannot keep 
people working for me for $340 and 
$900 a year when :hey are getting 
in other institutions doing compar- 
able work, $1,500 to $2,000. And I 
know that people, whether they are 
niembers of the police department 
or whether they are orderlies or 
whether they are nurses or whether 
they are garbage collectors, they 
have to live, too. They are entitled 
io some consideration. And we, as 
the Board of Directors of this great 
corporation of the city of Newark, 
and exercising our judgment, cer- 
tainly shouid aot forget the people 
who are rendering those services. 


Mayor Murphy: Somehow, Com- 
missioner, no matter what the 
county does, or the state does, is 
apparently all right with the peo- 
ple. Very little criticism comes 
forth, and very few of our taxpay- 
ers do any amount of contesting the 
figures of the county, which does 
affect our tax rate quite a lot year 
after year. There has been a steady 
climb thereby the county, and it 
affects the tax rate of the city of 
Newark. 


, Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor, 
it may be well to further enlighten 
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these people by saving that the city 
of Newark pays 54 percent of the 
county tax. I read in the papers 
that in Bloomfield the tax rate has 
gone up 28 points. Has it ever oc- 
curred to anyone that this city car- 
ried 54 percent of that increase, 54 
percent of Bloomfield's tax rate? I 
read too that in Irvington the tax 
rate would be a 17 point increase. 
Has it entered the minds of the 
critics of the Newark Board, that 54 
percent of that increase in lrving- 
ton reflects itself in our tax rate? 
And in some other municipalities, 
in Glen Ridge, or Essex Fells 7 
points. 


Mr. Steiger: Would that increase 
in the tax rate in Irvington be an 
increase for the county? 


Commissioner Keenan: It must 
reflect itself in some way. Our bud- 
get increase reflects in the tax rate. 
Doesn't that affect the county ex- 
penditures, and doesn't the county 
spend more? 


Mr. Steiger: No. 


Commissioner Keenan: All right, 
then that is your answer. 


Mayor Murphy: I think it was 
brought out by Director Byrne that 
the bonded indebtedness in the year 
1945 will affect the tax rate in the 
city of Newark by seven points. Of 
course it was mentioned by the Di- 
rector that up to 1950, there will be 
a total of 54 points off that. Of 
course that is not something that 
could be analyzed exactly with re- 
spect to what bonds would have to 
be placed in the post-war operation; 
but in 1945 up to 1950, there will be 
a total of 54 points. And we have 
been carrying the load of that for 
the past several years back. This 
was brought out, as I say, by Direc- 
tor Byrne, and a copy of this state- 
ment was sent to each member of 
the Commission pertaining to this 


whole debt structure. 


We will now have the next speak- 
er. Did you say you were giving 
way to Mr. Jamouneau, Mr. Stei- 
ger? 


Mr. Steiger: Yes. I would like to 
have Mr. Jamouneau's statement 
taken care of first. 


City Clerk: Mr. Jamouneau, this 
is a statement of 8 pages that you 
want me to read as your statement? 


Mr. Jamouneau: That is correct. 


City Clerk: I have an 8 page state- 
ment over the signature of L. H. 
Jamouneau, dated February 29, 1944. 
It is addressed to the Board of 
Commissioners. 


The letter read in full covered 
most all phases of the city budget, 
and alleged that the levy of $37,- 
643,205.72 should be cut down at 
least two to three millions of dol- 
lars. A Tax rate of $5.30, he said 
"js practically confiscatory." He 
added “the failure of the city to 
supply the taxpayers with any ac- 
counting whatever for the past year 
makes it impossible.for us taxpay- 
ers to advise you intelligently on 
this budget, and this was the only 
purpose for this hearing. 


“I therefore repeat the suggestion 
which I made to you on February 
9th, and February 23rd, that you re- 
scind the resolution whereby you 
tentatively approved this budget, 
and republish it in pursuance with 
the statute so that the publie will 
be properly and completely inform- 
ed before you take the matter up 
for final adoption. 


“1. Reserve for  Uncollected 
Taxes. 'The fact that any money 
at all must be provided for this pur- 
pose is a harsh imposition on the 
taxpayers, but the law is manda- 
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tory and you are compelled to add 
to your levy approximately the am- 
ount which you failed to collect 
of the preceding year's levy. In 
other words, the taxpavers who pay 
are obliged to pay aso the taxes 
of those who did not pay, regard- 
less of whether the nonpayment was 
due to necessity or just plain tax- 
dodging, encouraged by the city's 
negligence in failing to enforce pay- 
ment of taxes. 


"2. Surplus Revenue. In 1942, 
$431,000 was used from excess ap- 
propriations of preceding years to 
reduce budget, similarly $519,000 in 
1943, but this year no reduction at 
all is made. Because of this failure 
of the city to publish its expendi- 
tures, taxpayers are helpless to pro- 
test or advise you on this point, but 
I wish to challenge the claim that 
has been made that you could only 
have derived about $58,000 from this 
source. I believe that it is more 
like $500,000, and tkat the city 
should open its books to the tax- 
payers and satisfy them that no 
more could be obtained here. 


“3. Miscellaneous Revenue. I 
suggest that you re-examine and re- 
consider the amounts you have 
stated in budget from this source. 
All of them seem to me to be con- 
sistently understated, and a con- 
siderable reduction in the levy will 
be effected by raising these items 
within the permissive limits of the 
law. 


*4. Tax Title Lien Collections. 
The same is true here where you 
nave anticipated only $220,000 
whereas under the law you may 


legally anticipate $321,273.90, the 
amount realized last year. 
"5. Delinquent Taxes. In the 


same way you have underestimated 
the probable revenue from this 
source by $276,080.86. These two 
items alone amount to $377,364.76 


which you can cut from the levy by 
a stroke of the pen. 


"6. Further possible anticipated 
revenue. All the reductions in levy 
which I have so far pointed out lie 
solely within your discretion. Fur- 
ther reductions are possible with the 
consent of the Commissioner of Lo- 
cal Government, and obviously 
these can only be arrived at by a 
detailed consideration and discus- 
sion of the facts involved. 


“A final suggestion is to recheck 
this budget for possible mathe- 
matical errors. 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. Mayor, 


I suggest in view of the fact that 
this matter is now in court, and 
subpoenas have been issued that the 
whole matter be referred to the Law 
Department for scrutiny and an- 
swer. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, this communication by Mr. 
Jamouneau will be referred to the 
law department, and copies sent to 
each member of the commission. All 
in favor of the motion will signify 
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by saying "aye. The clerk will 
call the roll. 

Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan,  Villanij Mayor

Commissioner Brady introduced 
the following ordinance and moved 
its adoption on first reading. 


The Clerk then read the ordinance 
at length: 


An Ordinance authorizing the ac- 
ceptance by the City of Newark of 
a conveyance by Samuel Gorlin, 
owner of premises situated at 34.36 
Park Place, known and designated 
as Lot 26, Block 125, on the City 
Tax Maps, and providing for the 
leasing of said premises to Samuel 
Gorlin for a period of 10 years, with 
an option to purchase, all in con- 
formity with the provisions of Re- 
vised Statutes of New Jersey 1937, 
Title 54:4, 109-113. 


WHEREAS, Samuel Gorlin is the 
owner of certain premises in The 
City of Newark, hereinafter more 
particularly described, and there is 
due and owning thereon taxes and 
municipal charges, up to and in- 
cluding the first quarter of 1944 in 
the sum of $52,001.15; 


WHEREAS, said Samue! Gorlin 


desires to convey said premises to 
the City of Newark, in satisfaction 
of the amount due to the City, and 
desires fo lease said premises from 
the City of Newark, with an option 
to purchase, all by virtue of and in 
conformity with the provisions of

WHEREAS, in the opinion of the 
Director of the Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance, the premises at 
34-36 Park Place, could not readily 
be sold at a price sufficient to pay 
and satisfy the amount of such 
municipal charges, in view of the 
present real estate market; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Com- 
missioners of The City of Newark 
is satisfied that the said property 
could not readily be sold at a price 
sufficient to pay and satisfy the 
amount of the aforesaid muricipal 
charges; 


THEREFORE, The Board of Com- 
missioners of The City of Newark 
Do Ordain: 


That by virtue of and in con- 
formity with the provisions cf Re- 
vised Statutes, 1937, of the State of 
New Jersey, it is hereby provided as 
follows: 


1. That subject to the terms 
hereof the City of Newark shall 
accept from said Samuel Gorlin, 
owner, a conveyance of premises 
situate at 34-36 Park Place, Newark, 
New Jersey, known and designated 
as Lot 26, Block 125, on The City 
Tax Maps, which are more particu- 
larly and inclusively described as 
follows: 


BEGINNING at the Southeasterly 
corner of Centre Street and Park 
Place, from thence running along 
the Southerly line of Centre Street 
South 64 degrees 41 minutes East 
101 feet, 10% inches to the North- 
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westerly corner of the brick build-

A Special Meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners cf The City of 
Newark, N. J., was held on the 
above date, at the Conference Room, 
in the Office of the Mayor, at 10 
A.M., Eastern War Time. 


City Clerk: Before we start the 
meeting, I have here a statement 
and proclamation which was sent 
to me yesterday by Mayor Murphy, 
with reference to the passing of 
Mr. Louis Bamberger. We also 
have a resolution, which is being 
passed around now, which has been 
offered by Director Keenan, on the 
death of Louis Bamberger. 


This is a special meeting called 
by the Board of Commissioners for 
the purpose of reconsidering the 
action taken on the Yara resolution. 
This meeting was called for ten 
A.M., Tuesday, March 14th, 1944, 
in the Mayor's Office. This is the 
time and this is the place set for 
the meeting. 


Mayor Murphy: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will cali 
the roll. 


The City Clerk calls the roll 


Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
announce at this time that this spe- 
cial meeting has been called, as has 
been announced by the City Clerk, 
by the members of the City Com- 
mission. This is not a public hear- 
ing, and there is, therefore, not to 
be any interference by anyone at 
this meeting of the City Commis- 


sioners, unless it is with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor and the mem- 
bers of tae City Commission. 


"he purpose af this meeting has 
been announced, Commissioner 
Byrne, this is your resolution which 
has been irtroduced, and I think it 
is now proper and appropriate for 
you, in view of the request for this 
meeting by yourself and by Com- 
missioner Brady, and in agreement 
by me, that you should go ahead 
and proceed. Or you could call on 
anyore you desire to speak. 


Commissioner Byrne: I just 
wanted to state, Mr. Mayor, that I 
thought that this meeting should 
be held, because if there is any- 
thing, any questions regarding this 
whole transaction that anybody 
wants to have answered, that a 
public hearing of the whole thing 
would probably be the best thing 
that could be had. I want it ex- 
pressly understood that there was 
no desire at any time to hurry this 
proceeding through, as is best evi- 
denced from the certified minutes 
of December 28th, some of which 
has keen published in the press, in 
which I not only called attention 
to the fact tha: the absence of a 
contract looked rather funny to me; 
but the Corporation Counsel called 
attention to it. He publicly put the 
Commission on record that there 
might be some criticism on this, and 
that they were free to call upon 
him at any time. And there was no 
disposition of any kind not to give 
anyone all the information they 
wanted. I have introduced this 
resolution on the recommendation 
of the Law Department. The Cor- 
poration Counsel, Mr. Schotland, 
says that it is his best judgment 
that this thing should be done. And 
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if he did not think it was the proper 
thing, I would not have introduced 
it. 


I wish to say that I am not ad- 
verse to having anything brought 
out at this meeting if there is any- 
thing wrong, and if there is any- 
thing wrong, I will be willing to 
have this resolution rescinded. If 
I thought there was anything 
wrong, I would not have voted for 
it myself. I think this is the time 
to bring out all the facts. I think 
this is something that you cannot 
be pressured into. At least I will 
not be pressured into anything if I 
think the situation is right. In the 
documentary evidence presented to 
me so far and from the investiga- 
tion I have made, it looks to me as 
if it was for the best interest of 
the City that this should have gone 
through. We were aware of the 
fact that there has been a lot of 
talk about these contracts, and at- 
tention was called to the fact that 
we could not find them. 


Now, this is the time to bring 
anything out. The Corporation 
Counsel is here to answer any and 
all questions, and I think we should 
ask any and all questions. Any- 
thing at all that might come to 
mind. 


I don't mind telling you that yes- 
terday I had a conference with Mr. 
Grassman. I sent for Mr. Grass- 
man, and he came here to the City 
Hall and I asked him what his in- 
tentions were if by any chance we 
rescinded the resolutions. I want 
to know where we stood. As a 
layman, I wanted to ask that ques- 
tion of him. Mr. Grassman will be 
here, and he will apparently speak 
for himself before this Commission. 


This situation was not only in- 
stigated at the request of Mr. Grass- 
man that something be done about 
his property, but it first came up at 


the time of the Sears-Roebuck sit- 
uation where he had some 1.8 acres 
in that property where he wanted 
to intervene in this situation, and I 
think Corporation Counsel Schro- 
eder at the time asked him not to 
intervene; that it might invite in- 
tervention by other people who 
owned property that the City had 
not yet obtained. Mr. Grassman 
did not intervene. That is, in that 
condemnation proceeding by the 
Government, and we went along 
with it at the time. He seemed to 
think, that is, as I get it now, that 
we were working this thing out in 
a very square way; that we were 
trying to investigate to see if it was 
all right. As a result of the whole 
thing, the presentation was made. 
after eight months’ study. Eight 
months after, with the advice of 
the Law Department to the City 
Commission, that resolution was in- 
troduced by me. But don’t forget’ 
when you go back, when anybody 
talks about being hurried; that is 
not so. We discussed this ordin- 
ance before we went ahead with 
this. It was discussed openly here, 
as the record will show on Decem- 
ber 29th; and I think that Mr. 
Schotland should read those min- 
utes or have the City Clerk or some- 
body else read them this morning 
so that it be reintroduced. It was 
publicly advertised in the very pa- 
pers which are questioning these 
things now. There was a public 
hearing held upon it at which I 
don’t think anybody was here to 
protest. 


Now, that was the formal pro- 
cedure on the ordinance back in 
December, 1943. The resolution, 
which was introduced last week, 
and which was prepared by the Law 
Department, was supposed to be 
presented two weeks previously. 
But it was not done so, because 
they had apparently not completed 
their search on the title and so 


forth. And after that was com- 
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pleted, they were presen:ed and 
they came in on Tuesday afternoon 
some time, Tuesday and they were 
presented here as quickly as pos- 
sible. And after *hat, there was 
no delay by our department in 
bringing this into the picture. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 


I think I should at leas; justify be- 
fore the Commissioners why I asked 
you to call this meeting—alorg with 
Director Byrne. It was because of 
the apparent confusion in tae minds 
of the public and because of the 
fact that certain statements were 
made in the public press. I felt 
that we should hoid a meeting of 
the Commission in order to review 
the proceedings last Wednesday and 
to determine whether or not there 
were any reasons for this confusion 
and apparent innuendoes published. 
I also, after reading some of the 
published reports, was somewhat 
confused myself. because I don't 
know whether you will recall or 
not, Mr. Mayor, but at the last 
meeting I asked several questions 
concerning the resolutions, and I 
was led to believe that the resolu- 
tion was a settlement in connection 
with the transaction of the Sears- 
Roebuck property with the Govern- 
ment. It was my impression that 
the monies held in escrow was to 
be used in some manner on the 
purchase price of the land. There- 
fore, I set up some questions here 
that I would like to ask. Of course 
these are not directed at any mem- 
ber of the Commission. I want to 
have it thoroughly understood, and 
I want Director Byrne in particular 
to have it thoroughly understood 
that insofar as his integrity and 
honesty and reliability as a member 
of this Commission is concerned, 
that I don't question it; that I think 
he believed, the same as I do, that 
he depended on the Law Depart- 
ment where any legal matter is con- 
cerned. 


Mayor Murphy: Commissicner, in 
connecticn with that, I just was 
wondd>rirg whether or not it may 
not be a better policy to have the 
Corporation Counsel explain it first. 


Mr. Philip Schotland: Mr. Mayor 
ard gentlemen, I wil give you the 
history of the entire transaction as 
I know it. My connection with the 
idea of cleaning up the outstanding 
titles where the City was under 
contract to purchase, started with 
1941 when I drew the C-O Two 
lease on behalf of the City. And 
because that lease provided that 
the C-O Two Company was to erect 


a building to cost $500,000 on the 
leased land, they had their attor- 
neys, Pitney, Hardin and Ward 
make a complete search of the titles 
of the City to the land which was 
covered by the lease to the C-O Two 
Company. In their search taey dis- 
ecvered that there was a piece right 
ir the center of the tract not owned 
by the City, to which the City had 
no title. They demanded taat that 
be cleared up. I went over the 
matter with the then Corporation 
Coursel Mr. Schroeder, and having 
fcund tnat it was the Oraton In- 
vestment Company that owned that 
particular piece of land, Mr. Schroe- 
der, to my knowledge, took the 
matter up with Commissioner Byrne 
io use his personal influence with 
the representatives of the Oraton 
Investment Company in making a 
deal which would elear that title 
and get their claim out of the way. 
Commissioner Byrne did do that 
and he made a very successful deal, 
so that it cost the City practically 
nothing, or some arrangement about 
taxes on other lands that they had. 
I don't know the exact details, but 
I know it was a very nominal cost 
to the City arranged by Commis- 
sioner Byrne. And tha: ‘ease was 
closed. 


Then Mr. Schroeder informed me 


that he had been directed by Di- 
rector Byrne, in view of his opinion 
and mine, that we should clean up 
all these outstanding land titles 
which were under contract, to go 
ahead and clean up all the Grass- 
mann and affiliated company hold- 
ings. Mr. Schroeder has gathered 
together all of the data in the pos- 
session of the City. He gathered 
together all of the resolutions that 
he could find which would throw 
light on what the contract between 
the City and Grassmann and his 
affiliated companies were. And after 
he attempted to do the detail work 
connected with the cleaning up of 
those titles—if I am not mistaken 
part of it consisted in loaning, in 
having the Mayor loan him Mr. 
Gilroy in making this search. Is 
that right, Mr. Schroeder? 


Mr. Raymond Schroeder: I don't 
believe so. 


Mr. Schotland: All right, then we 
will leave that out, if that was not 
in this connection. 


The resolutions which Mr. Schroe- 
der had gathered together and 
which he turned over in the files 
that he had handed me after he 
assigned me to finish that work, 
which was late in the spring of 
1943, contained among them three 
sets of resolutions. One set of reso- 
lutions—and I had all these resolu- 
tions present here before you at the 
meeting of December 29th and 
quoted from the resolutions—not- 
withstanding that the press says 
that they are not dated—the resolu- 
tions are all dated with the date 
when they passed. 'The one set of 
resolutions is a set of five resolu- 
tions, or six resolutions, passed on 
August 26, 1931. All of them are 
‘in the same language, and all of the 
resolutions bear the same date. The 
langauge. in the resolution is, 
"Whereas, the City of Newark en- 
tered into an agreement .with Ed- 


ward J. Grassmann personnaly and 
as agent of the Consolidated Special 
Corporation, Elizabeth Terminal 
Corporation, and Consolidated Cor- 
poration, whereby the City pur- 
chased and said Grassmann and the 
companies so as aforesaid, repre- 
sented by him, conveyed certain 
lands under the following terms: 
"The City to take title to said mead- 
owlands as soon as a clear title 
thereto could be furnished, paying 
therefor at the rate of $3,200 an 
acre and to pay interest on the 
purchase price from June 1st, 1929' ”. 


Then the resolution follows, ap- 
propriating the interest to be paid. 
Accompanying these resolutions is 
a calculation of the interest and the 
breakdown. It shows that these 
resolutions total an appropriation 
of $33,498.63. The breakdown is 
that the Elizabeth Terminal Cor- 
poration received $11,221.12; the 
Consolidated Corporation $3,277.53; 
the Consolidated Specialty Corpora- 
tion $5,136.39; E. J. Grassman, $13,- 
162.85; the Consolidated Corpora- 
tion and Elizabeth Terminal Cor- 
poration, jointly, $700.74. The 
breakdown of those amounts shows 
that that interest of $11,221.12 is 
calculated from June ist, 1929 to 
the date of the deeds that were 
taken by the City. Starting with 
the deed of October 4, 1929, and 
ending with the deed of November 
22, 1930. It shows that the $3,277.53 
paid to the Consolidated Corpora- 
tion, was the interest calculated at 
six percent from June Ist, 1929 to 
the date of the respective deeds 
which were taken from the Con- 
solidated Corporation. And those 
dates between were August 9, 1929, 
and ending with August 13, 1930. 


The resolution authorizing the 
payment of $5,136.39 to the Consoli- 
dated Specialty Corporation shows 
that that interest is calculated at 
six per cent from June Ist, 1929 to 
the date of the deeds received from 
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the Consolidated Specialty Corpora- 
sion, which date started with Sep- 
sember 6th, 1929, and ended with 
July 25th, 1930. And it shows that 
the interest should have been $5,- 
375.74. But $239.35 was deducted 
because in the check which was 
given to the Consolidated Specialty 
Company for $19,386.15 on Septem- 
ber 6th, 1929, there was included 
interest of $239.35. 50 that was de- 
ducted from this appropriation, and 
the total amount corrected. 


The resolution for the payments 
to Grassmann of $13,162.85 shows 
that that amount wes arrived at by 
caleulating the interest frcm June 
Ist, 1929 to the date of the re- 
spective deeds which began with 
October 17, 1929, and ended with 
November 22, 1930. The $700.74 
appropriated jointly with the Con- 
solidated Corporation and the Eliza- 
beth Terminal Corporation, shows 
that it was a payment of interest 
for a deed received July 25, 1930, 
the interest being six percent from 
June 1st, 1929, on the purchase price 
of $10,131.20. 


It is needless to say that these 
resolutions, with the breakdown, 
convinced me as a lawyer that if 
and when the original contract con- 
taining all the terms were found, 
it would of necessity contain the 
provisions which everyone of these 
resolutions recite was in :he con- 
tract; that the purchase price to 
be paid was $3,200 an acre, with 
interest from June ist, 1929. That 
conclusion is irresistable from a 
legal point of view because these 
resolutions are all signed by the 
Commissioners then in office, Mayor 
Jerome T. Congleton, John Howe, 
and John Muray, Jr. All of them 
signed the same way, gentlemen. 
That fixes the interest. 


Mr. Wallace, of our title depart- 
ment, called my attention to a car- 
bon copy of a letter written by the 


then Mavor Jerome T. Congleton, 
:o Mr. Egner, the then attorney for 
Mr. Grassmann. A facsimile of this 
letter is published on the front page 
of this morning's Ledger, and of 
course anybody reading it could see 
that that sets forth the agreement 
was 1o pay $3,200 per acre, and 
interest from June Ist, 1929 is cor- 
rect. Mr. Congleton, the then 
Mayor, who made the contract and 
wko presented these resolutions for 
the interest and signed them, and 
his fellow | commissioners who 
Signed those resolutions, were the 
Commissioners in office when the 
contract was made. They must have 
known what contracts they entered 
into when they passed these resolu- 
tions and appropriated the monies. 
The explanation as to why these 
resolutions for deeds of conveyance, 
beginning with August 1929, and 
ending with late 1930, were passed 
in 1931 appropriating that interest, 
is explained in Mr. Congleton's let- 
ter of July 24th, 1929, in which he 
says, "I do not, however, want to 
include this in the resolutions passed 
from time to time fixing the pur- 
chase price, buf will prt through 
bils covering the interest." That 
explains something that I could not 
understand simply from seeing the 
resolutions and the breakdown of 
the interest being paid, until I was 
shown a copy of this letter. This 
letter explains why in the purchase 
price the interest was not immedi- 
ately calculated when the appropri- 
ation was made for the property, 
title to which was accepted in each 
instance. But the plan outlined in 
this letter of the Mayor on July 
24th, 1929, after the August 26th, 
1931 resolutions were passed, was 
not followed. 


Therea“ter, after the deed of 1930, 
after the deed which had been made 
when the purchase price was made 
at the flat rate of $3,200.an acre, 
had been figured up, these resolu- 
tions provided for the payment of 
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the interest which was owing, and 
that interest was paid. All other 
deeds accepted included in the pur- 
chase price, this six percent inter- 
est on the purchase price, at the 
rate of $3,200 per acre plus inter- 
est from June 1st, 1929 to the date 
of the deed, which proved, from the 
records in the possession of the 
Citv, that that was the agreement 
that was carried out by the Mayor 
and Commissioners then in office, 
and it was the agreement on which 
they paid out the City's money in 
compliance with the terms of the 
agreement, which they said they 
had made. 


Following the investigation which 
had been made by Mr. Schroeder, 
and other members of the Law De- 
partment searching for the contract 
and looking for evidence all around, 
I located a copy of an interview, 
an interview by a representative of 
the Newark Evening News with 
the late Mayor Congleton on De- 
cember 24, 1931, and in that inter- 
view, as published in the Newark 
Evening News as of that date, this 
is what the News said: “A resolu- 
tion passed yesterday by the City 
Commission which appropriated 
$13,033.70 for the purchase of 3.53 
acres of meadowland at the Port 
Newark development was in ac- 
cordance with a contract made be- 
tween the City and the several 
property owners two years ago." 
This shows the contract was made 
in 1929, probably immediately fol- 
lowing that letter of July 24th, 1929. 
You will rememebr that I was un- 
able to guess at the exact time when 
the contract which had been lost 
was entered into from the informa- 
tion that was available to me at the 
December 29th meeting; but that 
information is now more complete 
because that letter is dated July 
24th, 1929, and this interview is 
dated December 24th, 1931, in which 
Mayor Congleton says that the pur- 
Chase is made in accordance with a 


contract made between the City and 
several property owners two years 
ago. 


This article goes on and says: "As 
of the advisability of the purchases 
under present financial conditions, 
the Mayor not only explained the 
contract, but pointed out that the 
price called for in it may be called 
a low one. He referred in particu- 
lar to the purchase price some time 
ago by the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Company of 
Port land, at $11,000 an acre for 
which the City in some instances 
had paid the $3,200 price an acre.” 
I am informed that the explanation 
of that statement by Mayor Congle- 
ton is that included in the sale to 
the Westinghouse Electric and Man- 
ufacturing Company was part of 
the Grassmann holdings, and after 
the contract with the Westinghouse 
Company had been made at $11,000 
an acre, the City first took up the 
title from Grassmann at $3,200 an 
acre, for that part which he owned, 
which was in that transaction. You 
will note that in this interview of 
December 24, 1931, the price paid 
for 3.53 acres, $13,033.70, includes 
interest, because 3.53 acres at $3,200 
an acre does not amount to $13,- 
033.70. Even if it was a full four 
acres, instead of approximately 
three and a half, it would be $12,- 
800—and a half an acre going off is 
$1,600 less—it would be only some 
ten thousand and odd dollars. The 
balance is evidentally the interest 
and a refund of taxes paid. 


Now, that I think clears up, be- 
yond peradventure of a doubt in the 
mind of any lawyer, from a legal 
point of view, as to whether or not 
the contract provided that interest 
was to be paid on the purchase price 
at the price of $3,200 an acre from 
June 1st, 1929. None of the papers 
referring to the terms of the con- 
tract mentioned the rate of inter- 
est. None of them. The law is that 
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when the rate of interest is no; men- 
tioned, but the agreement is io pay 
interest, the legal rate of six per- 
cent is the rate that applies. 


In this particular transaction, I 
did not even have to rely on the 
general law, because the rate of in- 
terest was not mentioned. All I 
had to do was to lock at the figures. 
What rate of interest did the City 
Commissioners who entered into 
the contract pay from June ist, 
1929? And the figures show that 
they paid exactly six percent. Not 
more and not less. So that, I think, 
closes the question of the interest. 


Then there is the other set of 
resolutions passed at varying dates, 
each one of which is dated and the 
originals are here. They are signed 
by the Commissioners. Well it 
seems that the resolutions returning 
the interest was signed by four of 
the five commissioners. They were 
signed by the Mayor, by Commis- 
sioner Howe, by Commissioner Gil- 
len, by Commissioner Murray. All 
of these transactions bear the sig- 
nature of J. Harry Henegan, Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel, as approv- 
ing of each item and of each resolu- 
tion. And I gather from shat that 
he probably drew the resolutions. 
They set forth the return of the 
taxes, and they contain the part 
that applies to the refunding of 
taxes paid after the first half of 
1927. This provides—and it is the 
same provision in each ore of the 
resolutions refunding taxes paid by 
Grassmann or his affiliated corpora- 
tions—and I will read from one. I 
happen to have selected the one 
that is dated February 18th, 1931, 
and that paragraph is as follows: 
“Whereas, the City of Newark en- 
tered into an agreement with Ed- 
ward J. Grassmanr. personnaly and 
as agent of the Consolidated Spe- 
cialty Corporation, Elizabe.h Term- 
inal Corporation, and Consolidated 
Corporation, wheresy the City pur- 


chasec and the said Grassmann and 
the cempanies so as aforesaid, rep- 
resented by him conveyed certain 
lands urder the following terms: 
‘The City to take title to said 
meadcwlands as soon as a clear title 
thereto could be furnished, paying 
therefor at' the rate of $3,200 an 
acre, and to assume and cancel all 
taxes on said lands, commencing 
with the second half of 1927 taxes 
and ail taxes thereafter to accrue." 
And accompany this particular reso- 
lutior it shows that Section 18, Lot 
93, plot 2 taxes were paid in the 
second half of 1927, $79.59. For 1928, 


$160.86. For 1929, $159.60. For 
1930, $151.60. And on February 
18th, 1931, this resolution was 


passed, and $551,74 being the ag- 
gregate of the taxes paid by, in 
this darticular case it was Consoli- 
dated Corporation, and Elizabeth 
Terminal Corporation. After the 
first half of 1927, they were re- 
funded. All of tbe resolutions for 
the refunding of taxes are in ex- 
actly the same language and con- 
tain exactly the same recital From 
these resolutions and írom the ap- 
propriations of the City of those 
refunds of taxes which had been 
paid after the first half of 1927 un- 
til tke date when the City took title 
of tke particular parcels, I reached 
the irresistable conclusion, because 
the resolutions says so, the pay- 
ments prove it, and these resolu- 
tions and these payments, just like 
the payment of interest, were made 
and passed by the same members 
of the City Commission whc entered 
into the contract, and therefore to 
its terms. So I repeat, I reached 
the irresistable conclusion that the 
terms of that contract provided 
wha: these resolutions say it did, 
that taxes paid upon any land as 
soon as title is acquired by the City, 
by Gressmann and his affiliated 
companies after the first half of 
1927, mus: and should be refunded 
at the time that we take title. 
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The third set of resolutions are 
resolutions appropriating money for 
the payment of lands as they were 
acquired through 1929 and 1930, and 
so on. And these resolutions, as 
I pointed out before, in all those 
instances mentioned in the resolu- 
tions to pay interest, only appro- 
priated the face price of $3,200 an 
acre, and those resolutions of 1931 
paid, appropriated the interest 
which had accrued to the date of 
the conveyances given by the reso- 
lutions, appropriating the flat pur- 
chase price. 


The resolutions refunding the 
taxes are the same way, and apply 
the same way. That shows that 
for some reason or other, and evi- 
dentally it was Mayor Congleton's 
idea, instead of when the City took 
title according to the contract that 
Mayor Congleton asserts the City 
had with Grassmann and his com- 
panies, instead of appropriating the 
lump sum which it had to pay at 
the time of that particular con- 
veyance, split it up in the first two 
years of taking the conveyance into 
three sets of resolutions; one ap- 
propriating the purchase price at 
the flat rate of $3,200 an acre, and 
two, appropriating the money to re- 
fund the taxes that had been paid 
on the particular parcel after the 
first half of 1927; and three, ap- 
propriating the interest from June 
lst, 1929 to the date of the convey- 
ances. ` 


When I drew the resolutions ap- 
propriating the money, I had no 
reason for splitting that up into 
three sets of resolutions. I had 
no personal interest and I have no 
personal interest in this matter 
other than to fulfill my duty to the 
City as your Corporation Counsel, 
and my duty to you to advise you 
in full of the legal situations in- 
volved in any transaction which is 
the subject matter of your resolu- 
tions. And in the resolutions that 


I drew and presented to Director 
Byrne to introduce to you, and 
which was passed last Wednesday, 
the last part of the. resolutions re- 
cite this—and I would like the 
newspaper reporters to take par- 
ticular notice of the recital in this 
paragraph in the resolution, and 
not try to insinuate that the City of 
Newark was, through me or any- 
one else, trying to hide the amount 
paid in such a way es to save Mr. 
Grassmann or the Vara Engineering 
Corporation or anybody else income 
taxes. I will confess that I am not 
an income tax expert. I never had 
in mind the effect on the income 
taxes of the Yara Engineering 
Company or anybody -else when I 
drew these resolutions. All I had 
in mind was to draw a resolution 
which on its face explained the en- 
tire picture. 


If you will review those resolu- 
tions that you passed last Wed- 
nesday, you will notice that the 
resolutions are in the same lan- 
guage used by the City all the 
way through, as I found it in the 
copies of the original resolutions on 
the previous conveyances appropri- 
ating the money for the purchase of 
these lands. All in the same lan- 
guage as this, resolution appropri- 
ating $213,625.21. 


"Now, the last paragraph of the 
resolution says, "The said sum of 
$213,625.21 represents the lump sum 
settlement as the purchase price cf 
said 16 tracts.” This resolution ap- 
plies to the 16 tracts, complete ac- 
curate descriptions of which are 
made a part of this resolution. And 
those are the facts contained in the 
deed for which the City is supposed 
to pay the $213,625.21. It says, “is 
the lump sum settlement as the 
purchase price of said 16 tracts of 
lands as of March 8, 1944, in which 
sum the purchase price of the land 
has been taken into consideration 
at the rate of $3,200 per acre. In- 
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terest on the purchase price has 
been allowed from June 1st, 1929 
to March 8, 1944, ani taxes paid by 
the Yara Engineering Corporation 
or Edward J. Grassmann or any of 
his affiliated companies after the 
first half of 1927 taxes have been 
returned." 


Now, if this resolution and this 
method of fixing the lump sum hides 
from anybody that the price paid 
is $3,200 per acre, to which was 
added interest from June Ist, 1929 
to March 8th, 1944, it would have 
to be only å blind man whc cannot 
read—that is the reason it hides it 
from him, when he does not have 
somebody read it to him. 


Mr. Schotland's statement also in- 
cluded a complete resume of what 
efforts were made by the law de- 
partment to protec: the city's in- 
terests, and charged misrepresenta- 
tions were made as to what really 
transpired. 


Mayor Murphy: Commissioner 
Brady, did you want to say some- 
thing now? Or did you, Commis- 
sioner Byrne? Gr do you want to 
hear Mr. Grassmann first? How do 
you want to proceed? 

Commissioner Brady: I would like 
to ask these questions for the rec- 
ord, Mr. Mayor. 

Mr. Schotland: Oh yes. Trey ceriti- 
cized us because there were no rev- 
enue stamps on the deed. Tne law 
expressly excludes purchases by 
cities, states or municipalities. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Schot- 
land has answered most of the ques- 
tions I wanted to ask. You will 
find in this, Mr. Schotland ‘indicat- 
ing paper), that tbe questions you 
have answered, have a pencil line 
drawn around them and marked 
“Answered.” But despite tie clear 
and concise explanation, I would 
like to have a specific arswer to the 
questions for the record. I will now 
ask those questions, Mr. Scaotland. 
The ones that are marked on this 


copy (ndiceting) are marked on our 
copy alsc. 


Question number 1. Was there 
or was there rot a contract ne- 
gotiatad by the city wi:h the Yara 
Engineering Corporation or Edward 
J. Grassmann, or any of his affili- 
ated companies? That question is 
marked right on this sheet (indi- 
cating). 


Mr. Schotland: The question is 
“Was there or was there not a con- 
tract negotiated by the city with the 
Yara Engineering Company, Xdward 
J. Grassmann or any of its affili- 
ated companies" I thought I gave 
a very full explanation, that did not 
only the records, but the Mayor's 
letter, the Mayor's interview back 
in 1631 referring to the contract, 
the three sets of resolutions, all 
prove that there was a contract. I 
do know that there are two gentle- 
men in the City Hall here who saw 
that contract. 


Commissioner Brady: Is it not 
customary to file copies of the con- 
tract with the city clerk, corpora- 
tion counsel auditor's office, de- 
partmental division effected and 
other party to the contract? If that 
is so, has any effort been made to 
obtain any of these copies? 


Mr. Schotland: Mr. Schroeder, 
when he turned over the files to me, 
advised me that a search in all the 
city departments, and all effcrts had 
been made to find the city's copy of 
the contract, and it was unavailable. 


Commissioner Brady: Who was 
responsible for the custody of this 
contract insofar as the city was con- 
cerned? 


Mr. Schotland: 
And at the time 
was Mr. O'Toole. 


The city clerk. 
the city clerk 


Commissioner Brady: Is there any 
record either in the corporation 
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counsel's office or the citv clerk's 
office that that contract has been 
used in any proceedings of any kind 
and has left the office— 


Mr. Schotland: We don't know 
that. All I know, from hearsay, is 
that when Mr. Dixon seized the 
papers, he actually demanded and 
looked for and searched for this 
contract. I talked with Mr. Dixon 
on the 'phone yesterday, and he 
said that he has a vague recollection 
that he might have seen the contract 
before he got all of the city papers, 
when he called for them subse- 
quently. But he feels pretty cer- 
tain that the contract was not found 
when the city papers came up. 


Commissioner Brady: Question 
number 12, are the aforesaid reso- 
lutions legally sufficient for the 
city, in the absence of a contract, 
to enter into the proposed settle- 
ment with the Yara Engineering 
Corporation? 


Mr. Schotland: That is my opin- 
ion. 


Commissioner Brady: Speaking 
on the resolution of the Yara En- 
gineering Corporation, or Edward J. 
Grassmann or any of his affiliated 
companies, which I signed on Wed- 
nesday, March 8th, 1944, in which 
ihe factual contents were certified 
to and the resolution was recom- 
mended by the Department of Pub- 
lie Works and approved as to form 
and legality by the Corporation 
Counsel I now understand, from 
your explanation, Mr. Schotland, 
that the sum of $213,625.21 repre- 
sents a settlement, as I was told 
prior to my signing of the resolu- 
tion—is that correct? 


Mr. Schotland: No. 
represent a settlement. The word 
"settlement" is only used in the 
sense of the settlement statement, 


It does not 


and the resolution follows it up and 
shows how that settlement sum. 
which is a settlement of a purchase 
price, is arrived at. It specifies it 
as $3,200 an acre, and the interest 
and the refund of the taxes. It 
specifies it in the resolution. 


Commissioner Brady: Is the pur- 
chase price of these specific proper- 
ties described? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. 
the exact figures. 


It gives you 


Commissioner Brady: Under the 
ordinance authorizing the issuance 
of bonds and bond anticipation notes 
to finance the acquisition of land re- 
quired for the Newark City Airport 
and the Port Newark Terminal, 
which was adopted on January 12, 
1944, and which I was told by the 
Deputy Director of the Department 
of Public Works, was the reason for 
the necessity of the passage of the 
resolution to purchase the 17 par- 
cels of land owned by the Yara 
Engineering Corporation, there is 
the provision that the "estimated 
maximum amount of money neces- 
sary to be raised from ali sources 
to finance such purpose is $300,000., 
and that $15,000 of such sum is to 
be provided by the down payment 
hereinafter appropriated." 


Mr. Schotland: That is not a pay- 
ment made to anyone. That is a 
requirement of the statute, which 
the auditing department has to com- 
ply with. And you simply appro- 
priate that. You put that aside be- 
fore you could go ahead and issue 
bonds. 


Commissioner Brady: Is there any 
other ordinance which provides that 
interest on the purchase price 
agreed to by the city, be allowed 
by the city to any property owner, 
and that any or all taxes paid by 
the property owner to the city, 
shall be returned to him by the 
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city? Do you knew of any such 


ordinance? 


Mr. Schotland: I dort krow of 
any. I did not look for any. 


Commissioner Brady: If there is 
not any, why was it necessary to 
make these stipulations in the case 
of the Yara Engineering Corpora- 
tion? Do those resolutions make it 
necessary? I want that cleared up 
in my mind. 


Mr. Schotland: No. Those reso- 
lutions don't make it necessary to 
now make the arrangement. Those 
resolutions are evidences oi the fact 
that the city commission of 1929 
deemed it in their wisdom and judg- 
ment wise to make that articular 
contract with Mr. Grassmann and 
his affiliated companies. 


Commissioner Brady: What I am 
trying to determine, Mr. Schotland, 
is whether it is mandatory on our 
part. ' 


Mr. Schotland: It is, if we want to 
take advantage of what we claim 
is the contract, and hold Grassmann 
to it. 


Commissioner Byrne: Would it be 
better to say, "The agreement”, than 
"The contract?” 


Mr. Schotland: There ‘3 no dis- 
tinction in law between  "agree- 
ment” and “contract.” The news- 
papers choose to call it “an agree- 
ment.” Mayor Congleton called it 
a contract. But a written contract 
usually does not use this legal term. 
They usually use the term “this 
agreement.” 


Commissioner Brady: Thais is my 
recommendation and conc_asion, Mr. 
Schotland, and members of the com- 
mission. In order that taere may 
be no possible misapprehension in 


the public mind as to the judicious 
or injucicious settlemert of this 
land transaction by the city with 
the aforementioned corooration, in- 
dividual or companies, as per the 
resolution which was adopted last 
Wednescay by the Board of Com- 
missioners, I now move that the 
resolution in question be rescinded 
pending a thorough review of the 
details of the transaction, and that 
all the facts of the case be presented 
to the Board of Commissioners for 
its consideration and for such future 
action as it may deem in the best 
interests of the city and in strict 
aecordance with the law. Now, my 
purpose in doing this is to give us 
an ooportunity to review these pro- 
ceedings that we had here today, 
and to determine at a meeting called 
by the Commission or by the Mayor, 
some subsequent meeting, what we 
should do about it. : 


Mayor Murphy: Commissioner, do 
you want to defer that motion until 
we have further discussion? 

Commissioner Brady: Yes. I will 
wait until we do that. 


Mayor Murphy: I had brought to 
my attention late yesterday and 
given to me this morning, a copy 
of a supplemental agreernent be- 
tween the city of Newark and Ed- 
ward J. Grassmann, dated October 
9, 1929— 


Mr. Schotland: I read that to you 
at the December 29th meeting, and 
quoted from that contract and 
showed you that contract. It re- 
Zers to the other agreement, and this 
con'ract. 


Mayor Murphy: Is :hat still in 
effect? 


Mr. Schotland: That contract was 
carried out. "That was the one for 
the benefit of the Central Railroad. 
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Commissioner Byrne: Don't you 
think it might be well to: explain 
that to us? 


Mayor Murphy: It just came to 
my attention. 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. This contract 
which has been now called to the 
attention of the Mayor, evidently 
he overlooked that at the meeting 
on the 29th, 1943, when I gave you 
the details. I had it in my files, 
and I still have it right here now. 
The resolution authorizes the mak- 
ing of this contract together with 
the contract—it is a contract en- 
tered into on the 9th of October, 
1929, between .Grassmann as the 
party of the first part, and the city 
of Newark as the party of the sec- 
.ond part. It refers to an arrange- 
:ment to carry out the improvements 
Khen being made by the Central 
Railroad for railroad accommoda- 
tions in Port Newark, and if you 
wil look at the December 29th 
minutes, you will find that I read 
'to you from that contract this pro- 
vision, where it says in Paragraph 
2, "In consideration of the convey- 
ance to the party of the first part 
of the land and premises referred 
to in the foregoing paragraph, ex- 
cepting only such premises as can- 
not be conveyed to the party of the 
first part for reasons beyond the 
control of the party of the second 
part, Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey and its agents—" no; that is not 
the part. Here it is, in paragraph 1. 
It says, "The said premises are to 
be conveyed to the party of the 
first part as promptly as possible, 
and with the exception of the acre- 
age referred to in the next succeed- 
ing paragraph, shall be paid for by 
the party of the first part, upon the 
same terms and conditions now ex- 
isting with respect to the purchase 
of meadowlands between the party 
of the first part, the party of the 
second’ part, the Consolidated Cor- 
poration and the Noyes interests.” 


That is, the contract existing prior 
to October 9, 1929, which wé are 
now carrying out. This written con- 
iract entered into by the city on 
October 9, 1929, I pointed to you 
ón December 29th also, in addition 
to the resolutions, bears evidence of 
the previous existing contract which 
fixed the price. 


Commissioner Brady: Was there 
an ordinance at that time, Mr. 
Schotland? 


. Mr. Schotland: No; just a resolu- 
tion. 


Mayor Murphy: Counsellor, aren't 
these the same lands now involved 
in this agreement here which are 
also involved in the purchase price 
of the lands the city sold to the 
Railroad? 


Mr. Schotland: No, sir. 


Mayor Murphy: They are not the 
same lands? 


Mr. Schotland: No, sir. 


Mayor Murphy: According to 
what has been sketched over here, 
it appears to be the same lands (in- 
dicating chart). 


Mr. Schotland: To my knowledge 
they aren’t the same lands. That 
agreement was carried out at that 
time. I have surveys with every 
one of my abstracts. But, Mr. 
Mayor, are you going in now into 
the question of the title searches? 


Mayor Murphy: Well, I have a 
right to ask questions and get the 
information. 


Mr. Schotland: Don't misunder- 
stand me; I am not objecting to you 
asking questions. 


Mayor Murphy: I am asking you 
about the subject matter. 
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Mr. Schotland: I think that would 
tend to confuse the issue befcre the 
commission at the 2resent time. 


Mayor Murphy: Do you know if 
these are the lands that you have 
marked out here? (Addressing Mr. 


McCabe). 
Mr. Harold McCabe: Some of 
these lands were supposed to be 


sold to the Central Railroad. There 
was an agreement with the Central 
Railroad; and some of the transac- 
tions with Mr. Grassmann cuts us 
off on that liné, because tnat part 
was supposed to be sold to the Cen- 
tral Railroad. 


Mr. Schotland: What bearing has 
that? 


Mr. McCabe: I just question 
whether that still exists; whether 
we still have to sell it to the Cen- 
tral Railroad. 


Mr. Schotland: No. You don't 
have to sell to the Central Rail- 


road. 


Mr. Samuel Weitzman: Has this 
agreement been terminated? 


Mr. Schotland: So far as I know, 
that agreement has been consum- 
mated. I did not look into that 
transaction. I was not working on 
it Mr. Grassmann is here. Sup- 
pose you ask him. He knows 
whether that is to be carried out. 


Mayor Murphy: I think if it is 
information that we have, it prob- 
ably ought to be looked into. 


Mr. Grassmann: That contract 
was subsequently modified, because 
the railroad said they have no 
longer any desire to have the yards 
in Elizabeth, and it was agreed that 
they would only acquire a three- 
hundred foot strip through the city 


of Newark. And I conveyed to the 
Central Railroad the property which 
I had in the 300 foot strip. They 
don't wznt the yards in Elizabeth, 
and they don't want the yards there. 
You subsequently leased all of that 
property, outside of the 300 foot 
strip, to the government. 


Mayor Murphy: When was that, 
Mr. Grassmann? 


Mr. Grassmann: It was finally 
disposed of about three years ago. 
I had conferences with the railroad, 
and séttled my affairs with them. 
I saw Mr. Costello, and I told him 
the railroad was only interested in 
the 300 foot strip, and had no in- 
terest outside of the 300 foot strip. 
They had no plans on the outside 
of the 300 foot strip through your 
territory. I think, however, there 
is one little piece they still should 
get from you, north of the port. A 
fraction of an acre. Otherwise you 
have no obligation to the railroad. 


Mayor Murphy: You are talking 
now about the modified agreement, 
is that it? 

Mr. Grassmann: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: Which ought to 
be part of the records of the city. 


There were 
It was 


Mr. Grassmann: No. 
no written documents on it. 
done verbally. 


Mayor Murphy: It was done ver- 
bally? 


Following further discussion on 
the Central Railroad contract, Mayor 
Murphy said: I think there ought to 
be time allowed to clear up these 
properties. Mr. Grassmann, in line 
with that arrangement with the city 
and the railroad, did make a state- 
ment, that he would produce a re- 
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lease from the railroad in reference 
to this property now involved. Is 
that right, Mr. Grassmann? 


Mr. Grassmann: I think I could 
procure from them some sort of an 
agreement or letter stating that they 
have no claim against the city. 


Mayor Murphy: Well. something 
to that effect, in my opinion, should 
be produced. There are other com- 
missioners here who may want to 
speak—or has there been a motion 
proposed? 


Commissioner Byrne: There are a 
fot of things I want to ask. I want 
to officially have read into the min- 
utes of this particular meeting, for 
this particular purpose, the minutes 
of the conference of December 29th, 
1943. And I also think we ought 
to hear from Mr. Grassmann while 
we bave him here. 


Mr. Grassmann: Gentlemen, I 
want to make it perfectly clear that 
I am not now asking you to go 
through with this deal I never 
asked the city to buy any of this 
property, and I am not asking you 
now. 


If I may just take a moment to 
go back to the inception—the rec- 
ords will disclose that I carefully 
refrained from buying property— 
except in two cases—where I ran 
over the line—in three cases—in 
buying any property in the old 
Newark Airport, because it is not 
my practice to make purchases 
where a municipality or a state 
highway or something like that has 
signified its intention of using the 
land. 'That has not been my prac- 
tice. 


I had no knowledge prior to 1927 
—or it may have been December, 
1926—it was in the winter—that you 
intended to go beyond the line of 


the Port Newark, as it was shown 
on all of your maps at that time, — 
and that is what we all know as 
Port Newark. The old atlases and 
everything else show it. About that 
time Arthur Egner said to me, he 
said that Tom Raymond knew I 
was a friend of his, and he wanted 
to disclose to me certain plans of 
the city. The plans were the ac- 
quisition of all of this property 
down to the county line. People 
began to talk about plans that they 
were going to build airplanes, and 
things of that sort, and perhaps you 
wanted an airport. We had many 
conferences. I had certain plans in 
there. Mr. Congleton—I think he 
was corporation counsel at that time 
—he came to Elizabeth and went 
over our plans and discussed what 
we were to do. And finaly we 
came to an understanding with Mr. 
Raymond over here, and that was 
that I would not buy any more 
lands, that I would close the agree- 
ment that I had, which was Noyes 
and some other stuff, and not buy 
any more lands in there. But I 
would have a right to perfect the 
title where I had started, where I 
had agreements, and that the city 
would pay me $3,200 an acre. 


Mr. Raymond said, "We want to 
feel that this property is ours, to do 
with as we please. We want to go 
into possession. We want to use it. 
We don't want to feel that we are 
going to be hampered on any deals 
we may want to make because you 
are there." I said, "All right; buy 
me out as quickly as yo ucan. I 
wil allow you to go into possession 
as my agent and use the land." Mr. 
Raymond died the following year. 


I believe that Mr. De Camp was 
hired early in 1928 when you started 
the Fidelity on our application. And 
I told Mr. Raymond and Mr. Congle- 
ton, I said, "I have had some ex- 
periences with the title company, 
and I am going to be a lot older be- 
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fore I get the money, unlvss some 
penalty is put on you.” So we 
agreed at that time upon the re- 
funding of any taxes plus interest 
on the purchase price, sixty or nine- 
ty days after that date, wnich was 
in the spring of 1927. 


No one attempted to buy. any 
property fro mme. I knew the city 
representatives were searching. 
They asked for information, surveys 
and other data. . 


And in early 1929, Jerome Con- 
gleton—I think he was Meyor at 
that time—came to me in Elizabeth, 
and he said, “I am in a tight fix. 
I am in a bad spot." "What is the 
matter?" “Well, he said, "we have 
sold to the Westinghouse at sub- 
stantially over the price we have 
got to pay to you, and now we find 
we have not taken title." I said, 
“Mr. Congleton, this is just what I 
knew would happen.  Ttis thing 
has just dragged and dragged and 


dragged. Now, we had an under- 


standing. We had an agreement. 
I am not going to welch on it: You 
make your profit on the deàl, but 
for Heaven's sake, get these titles 
cleaned up and get me out of here." 


They started to close titles shortly 
after, and you sold to the Westing- 
house, I think you got $11,000 an 
acre, or thereabouts. 


I started asking about interest. 
What is this about? Well, I wrote 
Mr. Egner on February 16th, 1929— 
I will give you copies of all the let- 
ters; I will furnish them to your 
lawyer. I said, “You acvise that 
Mr. Congleton feels loath to carry 
out our agreement that we were to 
be allowed interest on the agreed 
price two months after the time of 
our agreement, I think, when he ap- 
preciates the situation, he will re- 
alize the justice of my claim for 
interest."

Mayor Murphy: We don't mind, 
Go ahead. 4 


Commissioner Villani: Just give ` 
us the substance of it. 

Mr. Crassmann: He talks about 
the interest and my understanding, 
that I was to get interest from July 
ist, 1927, and taxes from the same 
date. 


I came over and met the Commis- 
sioners at one of these conferences 
they used to hold upstairs on the 
second floor, and we discussed it, 
and Commissioner Howe and Mr. 
Congleton were appointed a com- 
mittee to settle with me.  Subse- 
quently Mr. Congleton wro:e a let- 
ter to Mr. Egner, which was in the 
Call; and the original letter was in 
'the Ledger, I believe this morning. 
And I gave out photostatic copies. 
I got them from Ozias—he is Egner's 
executive, and a member of the 
firm. : 


Mr. Grassmann's statement con- 
tained & resume of his dealings with 
the City, regarding the sale of 
meadowland properties, dating back 


to 1927, at the conclusion of which ' ` 


he was asked by Mr. Schotland, if 
he would consent that the matter of 
taking title to the lands involved 
be defered for three weeks. 


Mr. Emanuei Wagner: What we 
will do is write you a letter say- 
ing we will not apply for the check 
cr make any attempt to get the 
check, and in ihe event of Mr. 
Grassmann's death, his heirs or de- 
visees or beneficiaries will be bound 
by that letter. But in regard to 
any act you may take towards re- 
scission, ibat is your business and 
not our business

Commissioner Byrne: In order to 
protect the city legally, would it 
not be better to have an alternative, 
to rescind the resolution? 

Commissioner That is 
right. I think so. 


Brady: 


Commissioner Byrne: I have not 
heard anything yet here today that 
makes me feel that this is not a 


good deal for the city, in view of | 


the fact we are trying to do things 
in the open here at the same time, 
to protect each other and to protect 
the city. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I have a motion, and I have pre- 
pared a resolution here. I will ask 
Mr. Schotland to look at it. 


Commissioner Villani: I will sec- 
ond that motion. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to amend that so that we have three 
weeks in which to reconsider it. 


Commissioner Villani: You could 
always reconsider it. 


Commissioner Byrne: No. I mean 
Mr. Grassmann has agreed that he 
will give us three weeks. I don't 
know whether that is waving any 
rights of his; but he has agreed,— 
is that correct? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, that is 
correct. But we are rescinding the 
resolution as it is now, and we are 
giving him three weeks' time. 


Mr. Schotland: I have no objec- 
tion. Of course I have no interest 
in the matter other than to perform 
my duty to the commission; but I 
do suggest that it is not advisable 
to rescind the resolution today, but 
to act when you finish your inves- 
tigation and decide whether you 
want to hold Mr. Grassmann to the 


contract or whether you are willing 
to release him from the contract. 
When you are ready to release him 
from the contract, you then rescind 
the resolutions absolutely. 


Commissioner Byrne: That is 
what I am trying to find out. Can 
we still rescind and be in that po- 
sition? How could we eat our cake 
and have it, too? 


Mr. Schotland: Well, simply pass 
a motion now continuing the con- 
sideration of the matter for further 
investigation until April 5th. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to that, because of the fact 
that this investigation has taken 
place, and I believe during the pro- 
cess of the investigation, while it is 
going on, that we should put it back 
where it was. And I think that the 
majority of the people of the city 
of Newark have enough faith in this 
commission to feel that it would ar- 
rive at an honest determination, and 
I believe every member of this com- 
mission is honest in his efforts to 
have this matter cleared up. And 
I believe, if this resolution is ad-" 
opted today, that it will give us 
three weeks’ time in order to de- 
termine what has taken place and. 
whether or not we desire to proceed. 
I don't think any harm could be 
done to the city; and surely Mr. 
Grassmann has indicated that he 
is willing to wait, which is a matter 
of record. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 
that motion. I am in accord with 
that. 


Commissioner Byrne: I still want 
to get over the point how could we 
be protected on a resolution re- 
scinding something, that later on 
may be thrown up against us, that 
we did something damaging to the 
city, and it cost the city a terrible 
lot of money. 
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Mr. Schotland: Ycu could only be 
protected if Mr. Grassmann would 
enter into an agreement in writing 
now and signing i: that notwith- 
standing your signing of the resolu- 
tion and rescinding of the resolution 
appropriating the money to pur- 
chase this property, he will consider 
himself bound by tha understanding 
until April 5th and take no action 
based on your decision until after 
that date. 


Commissioner Byrne: There is one 
more thing I want to ask. How 
much of what we are discussing now 
will be used against us by the Fed- 
eral Government on our federal 
condemnation proceedings, on the 
115 acres that the Navy now has 
with the Federal Shipyard! 


Mr. Schotland: It depends on how 
much attention they will pay to 
what is published in the papers as 
to the value of the acreage. 


Commissioner Keenan: I realize, 
and I have factual proof that some 
critics and some journalists are 
more unscrupulous than are some 
public officials. Now, in my humble 
opinion, the question resolves itself 
into whether or not this is a good 
thing insofar as the city is con- 
cerned, and insofar as the city's 
benefit, as far as the future activ- 
ities in the Port, is concerned. Either 
that, or whether or not the price is 
too high. 


I have all the faith and confidence 
in the world in Joe Byrne, and I 
have all the faith and confidence in 
Phil Schotland. And I was ex- 
tremely enlightened as a result of 
the manner in which Phil from a 
legal point of view, explained the 
city's position. The question is, is 
the price too high? In Phii Schot- 
land's explanation, if we are to 
agree that the price is not too high, 
then we pay for that $3,200 per 
acre, and if we recognize the prima 


facie evidence before us with re- 
Bard to the taxes and the return of 
the taxes, or interest and return of 
taxes paid, then we come to ques- 
tion number 3. 


Question number 3 is whether or 
not there is something wrong in 
there insofar as our critics’ knowl- 
edge is concerned, and if we are of 
the opinion that there is something 
wrong, we could refer our critics to 
the Grand Jury. Let us be open and 
shut about it. 


These insinuations and inferences 
I don't like. And I say I have fac- 
tual proof that the newspapers, from 
time to time, just lie about you. 
Why, just last night in that O. P. A. 
thing you were given from the in- 
ference, from the caption, that I 
reversed myself. Such is not the 
fact. It was stated in the papers a 
couple of nights ago that Keenan 
is going to spend $40,000 for meters. 
That is not the fact. Nor is it the 
result of the conference with the 
representative of the paper that 
printed it. 


Now, there are inneundos cast 
upon us from time to time. This is 
an important thing. We are either 
right or we are wrong. We are 
either interested in our future de- 
velopment of the Port, or let us 
call it through. Let's put it in dis- 
card. 


Mr. Grassmann: I want to say one 
thing before I go out of this place. 
You could do whatever you want. 
You cou:d lay it over for two, three 
weeks, and we will get a proper 
stipu.ation, that will protect you 
and protect us. But if you rescind 
or do anything that is going to 
razzle-dazzle my titles, I am not 
bound by anything. I have a right 
to do as I please, and you could all 
do as you please. 


Mayor Murphy: What I would like 
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to find out is if the resolution to 
rescind is passed today, your state- 
ment is predicated on the fact that 
the city commission will have until 
April 5th? 


Mr. Grassmann: No. If you re- 
scind today, I could do as I please. 
I could do as I please. I am under 
no obligation, because you have 
taken a step; and therefore I could 
also take a step. I don't know 
whether you could legally rescind. 
But that is for you to worry about; 
not me. 


Commissioner Byrne: If we do 
rescind—will you and your lawyers 
and Mr. Schotland work out some- 
thing? 


Mr. Grassmann: My lawyer will 
work out my legal rights, whatever 
they are. I don't care whether you 
rescind or not. 


Mr. Schotland: Gentlemen, I sug- 
gested to you before, to avoid all 
complications that you pass a mo- 
tion withholding the payment of the 
money until April 5th. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to that, Mr. Mayor, because 
I want officially and legally my 
resolution introduced before this 
meeting, and let the commission 
either accept it or turn it down. 


Commissioner Keenan: On what 
ground? 


Commissioner Brady: It is ex- 
pressed in the resolution. 


Mayor Murphy: Where is the reso- 
lution? 


The clerk then read the resolu- 
tion. 


WHEREAS, there exists some mis- 
apprehension as to the actual ex- 


istence of a valid written contract 
for the purchase of the tracts of 
land mentioned and described in 
resolutions numbers 6549 and 6550, 
adopted by the Board of City Com- 
missioners at a meeting held on 
March 8, 1944, and 


WHEREAS, in the interests of 
publie policy it is desirable that the 
purchase of the aforementioned 
tracts of land be postponed until 
al the facts surrounding the pur- 
ported existence of a valid written 
contract are more fully ascertained 
and determined, 


NOW, THEREFORE, B EIT RE- 
SOLVED BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY 
OF NEWARK, that resolutions num- 
bers 6549 and 6550 adopted by the 
Board of City Commissioners at a 
meeting held on March 8, 1944 be 
and the same are hereby rescinded.

Commissioner Villani: I second 


the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: This resolution 
is now before the city commission. 
The resolution has been read by the 
city clerk; a motion has been made 
and seconded. The clerk will call 
the roll. 


(The city clerk calls the roll). 
Commissioner Brady: "Aye." 
Commissioner Byrne: "Aye." 
Commissioner Keenan: I would 


like to know where we're wrong, if 
it can be shown to us. "No." 
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Commissioner Villani: “Ave.” 


Mayor Murphy: "Aye." 


Mr. Grassman: Well, see my law- 
yer, boys. 


Mayor Murphy: The resolution 
having a majority vote of the com- 
missioners, is declared adopted. The 
matter wil come up again on April 
5th. 


Commissioner Byzne: Before we 
adjourn— 


Mr. Emanuel Wagner: April 5th 
means nothing to us. 


Commissioner Byrne: I under- 
stand there is a letter here from Mr. 
Jamouneau, Mr. Mayor. I have re- 
ceived a copy of it. It is something 
about the tax liens he was talking 
about here. I think he ought to tell 
us about it. It might throw some 
light on this. It has to do with 
this case. 


Mr. L. H. Jamouneau: I wanted to 
be heard before you passed that 
resolution, because I was going to 
tell you if you had not passed it, I 
would have brougat an action of 
certiorari against you immediately, 
to set it aside. As long as Mr. 
Grassmann made his ultimatim, I 
think it is only proper that the tax- 
payers would have a chance to make 
theirs. 


Now, the principal objection that 
I have to this matter is that it was 
passed in such a hurry, witaout any 
opportunity for the public to even 
know anything about it, and that 
ought to be enough to require re- 
cission. 


Mayor Murphy: Of cours? that is 
not a true statement. 


Mr. Jamouneau: l know; but I 


wont say rauch about that. 


Mayor Murphy: What are you 
talking about? That is part of the 
minutes of the December 29th meet- 


ing. 


Mr. Jamouneau: But they should 
be read in detail. 


Mayor Murphy: It was in the 
papers. There were headlines in the 
papers. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I wan: to ask the 
Mayor to tell us how much in tax 


. title liens are due on these prop- 


erties. 
Commissioner Keenan: Why 
should we listen to this? Is this 


conference over? 


Mr. Jamouneau: This is a matter 
that is relevant to the discussion. 


Mzyor Murphy: I don't have the 
records before me so as to be able 
to answer you. 


Commissioner Byrne: The reason 
I wculd like this question particu- 
larly answered is because in speak- 
ing to Mr. Schotland on this state- 
ment made in the papers, made by 
Mr. Jamouneau, I thought if my 
memory serves me correctly, Mr. 
Schotland said they were on the two 
pieces tnat the city acquired for no 
money. Is that correct? Mr. Schot- 
land was able to acquire the two 
parcels with no money to the city. 


Mr. Schotland: Because they were 
on tax titles. 


Mr. Jamouneau: But my informa- 
tion is that there is a tax title lien 
on all these 17 parcels, and that is 
something I think ought to be 
known right away. 


Mr. Schotland: That is misinfor- 
mation. 
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Mr. Jamouneau: I also want Lo 
have the public informed about this 
question of tax searches. According 
to the statement by Mr. Schotland, 
it is a very lengthy piece of work, 
and it would take several years to 
work, I understand. And then there 
was a reference made by Mr. Grass- 
mann that he thought Mr. Wykoff 
ought to be paid for it. May I ask 
how much Mr. Wykoff billed? 


Commissioner Byrne: This man 
has a very cute way of slurring in 
these half truths. I say that Mr. 
Grassmann's reference was "don't 
you think you should pay it"? meant 
when the city called the deal off. 
Is that correct? 


Commissioner Brady: That is cor- 
rect. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 


right. 

Commissioner Keenan: He knows 
it is right. 

Commissioner Byrne: He is just 


subtle about it. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Commissioner 
Byrne, there is nothing subtle about 
this at all. 


Commissioner Villani: 
much. 


Oh, not 


Commissioner Brady: I move we 
adjourn. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 


the motion we adjourn. 


Commissioner Byrne: No; let him 
finish first. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Mr. Schotland 
said something about the city's pos- 
session only dating from 1929. I 
would like to call your attention to 
the fact that this city was in on 


that land at least from 1925, because 
that is the date you made the lease 
with Sears- Roebuck. So evidently 
there are more facts to be brought 
before you than you have now. 


Commissioner Villani: 
ference does that make?

Mr. Jamouneau: And of course 
everyone knows that the city was 
in that whole area back in 1914. 


Mr. Schotland: Well, if you want 
to keep the record straight, the area 
of the Grassman lands is not part 
of the area that was mapped out to 
be part of the Port Newark area in 
1914. It is not part of that land 
which was shown on the map that 
the city took possession of in 1914. 


Mr. Jamouneau: The Sears-Roe- 
buck land? 


Mr. Schotland: The fact that 
Grassmann had a piece in Sears- 
Roebuck was not known by the 
city law department. Our records 
did not show it up, until the search 
was made by the Federal Govern- 
ment. They showed up an out- 
standing interest and called it to 
Mr. Schroeder's attention. 


Commissioner Byrne: May I ask 
this, Mr. Mayor, please; if there is 
anyone that has any information on 
this situation, I would ask that it 
be given to the corporation counsel 
as quickly as possible. 
Villani: 


Commissioner I agree 


with you. 


Mr. Jamouneau: But that brings 
me to my final point. Why not give 
me some information? I went to 
Mr. Schotland yesterday to look at 
these title searches, and I was re- 
fused it. Will the commission di- 
rect Mr. Schotland to show me that 
search? 
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Commissioner Villani: No. 


Mr. Jamouneau: Do you want to 
put it to à vote? 


Commissioner Villani: Certainly 
put it to a vote. We are not afraid 


of you. 
Commissioner Brady: I don’t 

think we should put it to a vote. 
Commissioner Byrne: When we 


have an expert passing on these 
titles, and if Mr. Schotland does not 
think he is the proper one to pass 
on it, it is his prerogative to select 
whoever he sees fit. But if there is 
anything illegal about it, let's have 
it. 

Mr. Jamouneau: My own idea is 
that it is a public document, and 
Mr. Schotland should show it with- 
out being forced to do it. 


Commissioner Keenan offered the 
following resolution:

Service and the key station of the 
Mutual Broadcasting System, and 


WHEREAS, Louis Bamberger’s 
relations with the perscnnel of his 
company and the institutions of 
which he was a part were of such 
a nature as tc invite mutual con- 
fidence and cooperation, thus win- 
ning the respect of all his clients 
and casting good-will in every di- 
rection, and 


WHEREAS, Louis Bamberger 
gave the funds for the building of 
the Newark Museum for the peo- 
ple of the City of Newark and made 
additional contributions of money, 
art and antique objects that make 
this great institution his monument, 
and 


WHEREAS, Louis Bamberger as 
the founder of the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study at Princeton, gave to 
the scholars of the United States and 
all rations opportunity to improve 
the cultural life of this age and all 
ages. This post-graduate institute 
for research stands as a unique 
testimonial of a man self-educated, 
who appreciated the power of learn- 
ing and its necessity for the leader- 
ship of every generation, and 


WHEREAS, Louis Bamberger as 
chief individual contributor of the 
Newark Community Chest for more 
than a score of years, and his bene- 
factions to the Hospitals of Beth 
Israel Babies, Fresbyterian, Newark 
Memorial, and St. Michael's, make 
him the most outstanding philan- 
thropist the City of Newark ever 
knew, and 


WHEREAS, Louis Bamberger by 
his leadership, unstinted generosity 
and wise counsel, made the institu- 
tions sponsored by his race in the 
City of Newark, like the Young 
Men's and Young Women's Hebrew 
Associations, the Daughters of Is- 
rael Home for the Aged, and the 
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Newark Jewish Orphan Asylum, 
and kindred organizations, outstand- 
ing, not only in their physical pro- 
portions and beauty, but in their 
efficient service to the cause that 
made their establishment essential 
and their continuance a necessity. 
These institutions speak volumes of 
the spirit that motivated the man 
for the City of Newark, which he 
forsaw as a mighty community in 
the panorama of America, and 


WHEREAS, Louis Bamberger, by 
his generous contributions to the

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of The City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners' Cham- 
ber, City Hall, Newark, at 2:00 P.M., 
Eastern War Time. 


Mayor Murphy: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 


the roll. 

Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 


Commissioner Villani: I move 
that the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting be dispensed 
with. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion.

Commissioner Villani: Before we 
go into the bills, claims and pay- 
rolls, I want to bring up a question 
here about a certain resolution we 
voted on this morning pertaining to 
this Grassmann land deal. This is 
in reference to the resolution that 
we passed by a vote of three to two 
that we convey a certain deed back 
to Grassmann in order to clear the 
title. Some complications are aris- 
ing, and Mr. Jamouneau brought to 
my attention a matter that I think 
neeós consideration, and I respect- 
fully move that this matter be ad- 
journed two weeks so that we don't 
have any more difficulty on that. 


Mayor Murphy: Is that resolution 
before us? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. 


City Clerk: This is the resolution 
that you introduced this morning to 
reconvey the deed. 


Commissioner Keenan: Can't the 
matter be disposed of at this meet- 
ing? Why the two weeks? 


Commissioner Villani: All right; 
but I think Mr. Jamouneau ought to 
be heard on it. 


Mr. L. H. Jamouneau: I object 
very strongly to adopting this reso- 
lution for these reasons: In the first 
place, there never was any delivery 
of that deed that was recorded. The 
recordation of it was entirely inad- 
vertant, and consequently there is 
no significance whatever in the fact 
that that deed happened to be re- 
corded. Now, you are not proposing 
to give Grassmann back a deed for 
property on which you did not re- 
cord a deed, are you? It is just this 
deed that you recorded, and you are 
concerned about the fact that this 
record shows this deed. 


I have been informed by my at- 
torney that that is a matter of no 
consequence whatever, and that it 
will be much wiser this morning to 
disregard the fact of the recording 
of that deed, and to preserve the 
matter in its present status. If any- 
thing needs to be done, it would be 
much better to do it by court order, 
and you could follow the necessary 
legal steps for that purpose if you 
want, and have the deed cancelled 
of record by a court, and have the 
deed cancelled of record by a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 


I wish to protest, as a taxpayer, 
against the city giving any deed in 
this matter. There is a danger in 
giving Grassmann title which he 


never had before, and it would be 
much safer not to give any deed. 
And I will be very glad to have the 
legal side of this presented to you 
by my attorney, if you will. 


Mayor Murphy: I am not inter- 
ested in the legal side by your at- 
torney; but if you want to present - 
it, it is all right. But what we have 
before us is the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel; and I don't know 
whether you were at the City Com- 
mission conference all the time this 
morning or not— 


Mr. Jamouneau: I was. 


Mayor Murphy: When he read his 
opinion? He says in it, *T am of the 
opinion that if you rescind all ac- 
tions taken since December 29, 1943 
with reference to these purchases, 
and of course with the recission will 
go a reconveyance of the property 
described in the deed which I re- 
corded, that the city will then be 
in the same position as it was on 
December 28th, 1943,”—which I am 
in favor of. 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. 
Schotland, may I ask you a ques- 
tion on that? In your letter— 


Commissioner Keenan: (Interrupt- 
ing) It is my opinion that the whole 
introduction of this resolution is 
wholly irrelevant. It is before the 
Grand Jury. In my opinion, it has 
no bearing. The case is now being 
held in status quo. 


Commissioner Villani: Mr. Schot- 
land, will you give us a clear opin- 
ion on that, so we know just where 
we stand? 


Mr. Schotland: My opinion is ex- 
actly as I stated in that letter; but 
that does not go into effect until the 
whole thing is abrogated. And of 
course I don't think anything should 
be done right now about it. 


Commissioner Villani: What do 
you mean? Supposing we go along 
with this resolution today. Would 
you hold up the reconveying of the 
deed for awhile until you go into 
it, is that the idea? 


Commissioner Byrne: Read it. 


Mr. Schotland: I won't draw the 
deed to reconvey until the whole 
thing is completed by the Grand 
Jury and the whole thing is out 
of the way. 


Commissioner Villani: All right, 
then it makes no difference if we 
do pass this today. 


Mr. Schotland: I don't advise the 
passage today. 


Commissioner Keenan: I want the 
record to show that I voted in the 
negative before Jamouneau came 
with his legal opinion. 


Commissioner Villari: You did not 
do that because of your legal opin- 
ion. It was because of your opinion 
in the whole transaction. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, the resolu- 
tion is before the Commission. 


City Clerk: You could act on it at 
the present time, if you like. 


Mayor Murphy: We will act on it 
at the present time,.as long as the 
resolution is now before the Com- 
mission. The clerk will call the

Commissioner Byrne: Read it.

Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
reading of the resolution. All those 
in favor of the résolution will sig- 
nify by saying “aye”; contrary, 
“no.” The Clerk will call the roll. 

Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
before I vote, I would like to have 
the Corporation Counsel recorded. 
You say that it is improper for us 
to pass this resolution today? 


Mr. Schotland: I don't think it is 
advisable at the present time. 


Commissioner Brady: And you 
base your conclusion on what fact, 
Mr. Corporation Counsel? 


Mr. Schotland: On the fact that 
the matter, by direction of Justice 
Parker, is under investigation by the 
Grand Jury. And while it is under 
investigation, I don't recommend 
any action by the City Commission 
to change the situation that existed 
at the time of Justice Parker's 
charge to the Grand Jury. 


Commissioner Villani: The fact is 
that we are passing the ordinance 
to protect us, so that there would be 
nothing else done in the matter. 
isn't that so? 


Mr. Schotland: I don't approve of 
that either. I would give you the 
same advice, if asked, regarding the 
introduction of that ordinance. 


Mayor Murphy: I think the record 


should be clear on it. The Clerk 
will call the roll.

City Clerk: Upon receipt of this 
communication I sent letters to each 
of the members of the Commission, 
and to the Honorable Philip J. Schot- 
land, Corporation Counsel, all of 
which read alike, and read as fol- 
lows: 


*Mayor Murphy requested a spe- 
cial meeting of the Board of Com- 
missioners for 12 noon, Wednesday, 
April 12, 1944, in the Conference 
Room adjoining his office, to dis- 
cuss procedure in the meadowland 
action brought by E. J. Grassman 
and the Yara Corporation against 
the City in the Chancery Court, 
which action has been brought to his 
attention in the public press.” 


City Clerk: This is twelve o'clock 
noon, April 12, 1944, the time and 
place scheduled for this meeting.” 


Mayor Murphy: As I understand 
it, the City Clerk has already been 
served legally. 


City Clerk: Subsequent to the 
sending of these messages, at 2:15 
P. M. on April 11, 1944, I received 
the Chancery subpoena. 


Commissioner Byrne: Now, may 
I ask this from the Law Depart- 
ment, Mr. Astley, do I understand 
that you are representing Mr. Schot- 
land? 


Mr. George Astley: Yes, sir. 
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Commissioner Byrne: But is it 
fair to assume in dealing with these 
people that the Law Department 
could get an extension? 


Commissioner Villani: I think so. 


Mayor Murphy: In view of this 
action brought by E. J. Grassmann 
and the Yara Corporation against 
the City of Newark, I want to make 
this statement: That I believe it 
would be very difficult, if not im- 
possible, for the Corporation Coun- 
sel to defend the City in this suit, 
since he first informed us that it 
was his irresistible conclusion that 
there was a signed contract, and on 
April 4, 1933, he gave us the opin- 
ion that even if there was no signed 
contract we are bound by an oral 
agreement. It is my opinion that 
he could not consistently defend the 
action that Grassmann has brought 
against us. 


I have also given thought to hav- 
ing the case handled by one of the 
Assistant Corporation Counsels. I 
believe, however, that this could not 
possibly be done since all of the as- 
sistants work under the Corporation 
Counsel, and could not well under- 
take to assert a legal opinion op- 
posed to the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel. I therefore con- 

. sider it necessary for special coun- 
sel to handle this case. 


Now, I wonder if the Commis- 
sioners feel that way about it, that 
we should sit down at a later date 
and discuss special counsel If you 
feel that way, that is up to you; 
but that is the way I look at this 
situation. 


Commissioner Byrne: May I say 
in answer to that, Mr. Mayor, be- 
fore the discussion takes place on 
this, I called Mr. Schotland. Of 
course he has felt from the start— 
and Mr. Astley could amplify it 
better than I—that there should be 


special counsel. 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, I know 
he does feel that way about it. 


Commissioner Byrne: But in fair- 
ness to him—and I called him yes- 
terday morning at Atlantic City 
where he is, and I talked again to 
him this morning—I think he feels 
that way as Corporation Counsel. 
In fact, he has to appear Monday 
morning before the Prosecutor and 
out of deference to him as head of 
the Law Department, he would ap- 
preciate it if this could be postponed 
until Monday, until he could be 
here and until he could be consulted 
in this matter. 


Mayor Murphy: Of course the 
question now is as to the time. I 
don't know how important the time 
is. How much time do we have, 
twenty days from when? 


Commissioner Villani: Don't worry 
about the time element. We have 
got time. 


City Clerk: Twenty days from 
yesterday. 


Mayor Murphy: Does any other 
Commissioner have anything to say 
now, before we go on? 


Commissioner Brady: Yes, I want 
to make a statement, because I was 
partly responsible for the calling of 
this meeting, as you know. And the 
reason I made that suggestion was 
because of the statement made at 
the conference of December 29, 1943, 
and I would like to quote it for the 
record to justify my action. 


At that meeting Mr. Schotland 
stated, and I quote: "There was a 
contract—" on being queried by the 
Mayor as to whether or not there 
was a contract, or if it was lost and 
whether Grassmann had a copy of it, 
the Corporation Counsel replied in 
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effect “that there was ample evi- 
dence in these resolutions that I 
have read to you that there was a 
contract, and that if the City re- 
fuses to recognize the terms of the 
contract, Mr. Grassmann will im- 
mediately start the ejectment suit, 
to which we have no defense." That 
is the reason I asked you to call the 
meeting. I thought it would be em- 
barrassing to the Corporation Coun- 
sel and embarrassing to the Com- 
mission. And I want to be placed 
on record as being in favor of hir- 
ing outside counsel I am glad to 
hear that Mr. Schotland agrees with 
me. And I am sure that Commis- 
sioner Byrne who presented the 
resolution has no objection. 


Commissioner Byrne: None at all. 


Mr. Astley: Mr. Mayor and Com- 
missioners, I would like to just say 
a word, and that is that in the first 
place you refer to this suit as being 
brought by Grassmann and this 
Yara Company. The suit is only by 
the company. And as far as the Law 
Department is concerned, I think 
Mr. Schotland's attitude is this: That 
no matter whether he was willing 
to take the case—I mean, prosecute 
the case, or whether any of his as- 
sistants might, that after it was all 
through, and the case unquestion- 
ably has good legal merit, I think— 
after it is all through, and if they 
should succeed, somebody may 
come in and criticize again and 
say ihe Board did not use proper 
precaution, and why did they not 
employ outside counsel And in 
order to avoid that situation, I 
think the Corporation Counsel and 
all the assistants feel the same way. 
And that is the position there. 


Commissioner Keenan: I have 
given considerable thought to what 
Phil Schotland said. And we all 
live with the understanding that 
he went so far as to say in the 
event of a suit, after having given 


his opinion, which was the right 
and proper thing to do, that the city 
would have no defense. Knowing 
him, as I do, both as an individual 
and as a learned lawyer, I would 
like to have had Phil Schotland 
present and give the person all op- 
the defense representative, and I 
portunity to take himself out as 
think he is big enough a man to 
have done that himself. 


I have given considerable thought 
to the matter of retention of Special 
Counsel to represent the City in 
the Chancery suit within the last 
few days in the Grassmann mat- 
ter. 


As elected officials, our paramount 
responsibility is to protect the in- 
terests of the City through proper 
legal representation, in this or other 
litigation. 


We have a Law Department which 
is chargeable with the responsibility 
of furnishing adequate legal pro- 
tection and advice on all matters, 
in which the City of Newark is con- 
cerned and the members of that De- 
partment are compensated  ade- 
quately, and the City has a right to 
expect a maximum of legal pro- 
tection and advice. If the City of 
Newark is obliged to hire special 
counsel it will necessitate the pay- 
ment of a fee or fees over and above 
the salaries regularlly paid to the 
members of the Law Department. 
It seems to me that the money ap- 
propriated each year for legal serv- 
ices in connection with the Law 
Department is not only adequate, 
but the people of this City have 
the right to expect legal representa- 
tion commensurate with the sub- 
stantial salarles paid to the mem- 
bers of that department. So I recom- 
ment that George B. Astley be re- 
tained as one of our Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsels. 


Commissioner Villani: T'here is no 
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doubt that Mr. Astley is a very able 
lawyer, and I would not want to see 
aaybody handle it more than him 
right now; but he just made a state- 
ment himself, and I think that is the 
crux of this whole thing, that no 
matter what the Law Department 
does right now, there is always 
going to be that refiection from the 
outside, that if we lose the case, 
that they were under the influence 
of Mr. Schotland, the Corporation 
Counsel. 


Commissioner Keenan: Must we 
live in fear of the proposed conten- 
tions in the minds of some that 
everything we do is wrong? I don't 
lve with that theory. 


. Commissioner Villani: None of us 
do, John; but I think— 


Commissioner Keenan: (Interrupt- 
ing) Then we stand on our own 
feet. 


Commissioner Villani: But the 
press has distorted this thing. They 
have had a Roman Holiday. We can- 
not reach the people like the press 
reaches them. 


Commissioner Keenan: Then the 
press should be on the level, if in 
your mind they are not. 


Commissioner Villani: I am not 
saying that they are not on the level; 
but they just look at it from “heir 
point of view, and they give it to 
the public and the public reads it, 
and now the public seems to feel 
that we are not doing the right 
thing. 


Commissioner Brady: I don't agree 
with you on that. 


Commissioner Keenan: Where did 
you get that impression from, the 
press has already Gistorted every- 


thing? 
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Commissioner Villani: I think in 
my personal opinion, and in fol- 
lowing Mr. Astley's own words, in 
fairness to him and to the Law 
Departmert, that it would be better 
for us if we get outside counsel. 


Commissioner Keenan: Why be 
afraid of the press? I tried to do a 
decent job. 


Commissioner Byrne: If I may 
suggest something, Mr. Schotland 
says he will be back here on Mon- 
day. Could Mr. Astley contact the 
counsellor for the Grassmann Com- 
pany or the Yara Company or what- 
ever company it is, and see whether 
as an act of courtesy to the city, 
a nextension could be granted to 
us? 


Mayor Murphy: It was my opin- 
ion that we should set a meeting 
date at this time, and Commissioner 
Byrne and the rest of the Commis- 
sioners here could submit any pro- 
posal in reference to a counsel, and 
we could submit the names. The 
question which now comes to my 
mind, Commissioners, is as to 
whether or not that meetirg should 
be an open meeting, because of this 
point of view; that if a dozen names 
were submitted, or half a dozen 
names, I don’t think that they should 
be kicked around. I don’t think 
that we should have names pro- 
posed here, and then settle upon 
one narne, and thus embarrass those 
men, those professional men, by get- 
ting a lot of this stuff in the news- 
papers about their names being put 
up and that they had been turned 
down. 


Commissioner Keenan: I am for 
that. 


Commissioner Villani: That is the 
only way to decide that. I agree 
with ycu on that. 


Mayo: Murphy: The City Clerk 
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informs me that we could recess 
this meeting until the next meeting, 
and then we could continue on with 
it. And if the Commissioners wish 
to have a conference amongst them- 
selves, they could do so, in order to 
discuss counsel. 


City Clerk: A closed conference. 


Mayor Murphy: The purpose of 
this meeting was to decide whether 
or not, if the majority members of 
the Commission feel that we should 
have special counsel, all right, and 
then we could recess until an ap- 
propriate time, which will be es- 
tablished by the Commission, in 
order to take that action. 


Commissioner Villani: I feel that 
we should have a special counsel, 
and I so move you. 


Commissioner Brady: Before you 
move the motion, Mr. Mayor, I 
think there is another matter that I 
think two points are very import- 
ant. Does this suit in Chancery in- 
dicate whether it is based on the 
resolution of March 8th or is it 
based on the contract as contended 
by the Grassmann interests? 


Mr. George B. Astley: In bring 
ing a suit of this character, they 
serve a subpoena, and not the bill. 
We have to get a copy of the bill 
from counsel. 


“Mayor Murphy: May I ask coun- 
sel how long would it take to re- 
ceive a copy of the bill? 


Mr. Astley: Why, I may be able 
to get it over night. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, T think that each member 
of the Commission ought to be fur- 
nished with a copy of it. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
there is a motion before the house, 


and I second that motion. 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
have a copy of it for once. 


Commissioner Brady: I insist upon 
having a copy. I don’t care what 
the rest of the Commissioners get. 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. The 
motion is that we get outside coun- 
sel to represent the City. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion, Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion is made 
and seconded. Those in favor will 
signify by saying “aye”. The Clerk 
will call the roll. 


The City Clerk calls the roll: 


Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Byrne: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Keenan: “No.” I 
am of the opinion that there is an 
assistant in that Law Department 
with Chancery experience enough 
to carry on the case in the interest 
of the City. 


Commissioner Villani: “Aye.” 
“Aye.” So ap- 


Mayor Murphy: 
proved. 


Commissioner Brady: Now, Mr. 
Mayor, I make a motion that we 
have the next meeting held not 
later than Monday. 


City Clerk: May I suggest, Di- 
rector Brady, that your motion be 
that this meeting adjourns until 
Monday at twelve o’clock noon? 


Commissioner Byrne: Wait a min- 
ute. In fairness to Mr. Schotland, 
he has to appear before the Prose- 
cutor. Do you think he wil be 
through by noon? 
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Commissioner Villani: Make it 


two o'clock. 


Commissioner Brady: That is all 
right with me. I agree with Com- 
missioner Byrne that this is a seri- 
ous matter. I want to be recorded 
as concurring in his opinion that it 
is serious enough to take whatever 
action is necessary. 


Commissioner Villani: There is no 
question about it being serious. 


Commissioner Byrne: I appreciate 
that; but everything you say is 
picked up and you are afraid to talk 
about anything. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 
right. They will pick up a word. 
They will pick up tke words that 
Director Keenan said that we are 
on a spending spree, and they will 
make headlines out of it. 


. Commissioner Byrne: I am sure 
he did not mean it. 

Commissioner Villani: I 
with you. 


agree 
Mayor Murphy: Is two o'clock 
agreeable? 


Commissioner Villani: 
o'clock is agreeable. 


Yes, two 


Mayor Murphy: I just want to 
bring to the attention of the Com- 
missioners, if there is no objection 
at this time, to the fact that a check- 
up on the taxes with reference to 
the refund of taxes, has been 
made— 


Commissioner Brady: Has this 
meeting been adjourned? 


Mayor Murphy: I did not want to 
adjourn it now. 


Commissioner Brady: That is all 
right with me. 


Mayor Murphy: I sent a letter to 
Commissioaer 3yrne on this matter 
on March 22nd, and a copy of it to 
each member of the Commission, as 
to the check-up and the full report 
up to the present time as to what 
was disclosed on the taxes paid to 
the City of Newark. I appeared be- 
fore the Prosecutor on Monday, 
April 10th; but on the Saturday pre- 
viously, I completed, up to that 
date, the check-up that was made, 
and wit hhis approval, or realizing 
rather, that I was going there Mon- 
day, I felt as though I should not 
do anything on this matter, inasfar 
as sending it to the Commissioners 
or to the press is concerned, until 
such time as I had his advice. 


I naturally furnished him with 
the information that I have given to 
the Corimissioners today, and it was 
with his approval that I sent this 
information out to the members of 
the Commission. 


The press had a statement on this 
matter, to that effect, that there was 
a discrepancy of some $9,000. Our 
men are still checking, and there 
will be a further report on this mat- 
ter to the members of the Commis- 
sion, So I just thought that it would 
be well to let the Commissioners 
know the facts which have been dis- 
closed in the check-up of these taxes, 
that I have outlined, in as much 
detail as possible. And this report 
will be augmented by a further re- 
port as to any further disclosures 
on the part of this department. 


Mr. Theodore Miller: Mr. Mayor— 

Commissioner Byrne: (Interrupt- 
ing) I would like to say, before Mr. 
Miller speaks, that I got tais letter 
from Mayor Murphy this morning. 


Commissioner Villani: I received 
mine this morning, too. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
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to say though, before Mr. Miller 
starts—and I would like to ask him 
a few questions—we were all sup- 
posed, as I understand it at the 
meeting of March l4th, when we 
reported back on April 5th, to give 
whatever information we had. The 
only one that gave anything that I 
know of, was myself, until I read 
this in thepapers last night. Now, 
Jack (Brady), you had a report the 
other day, and in the confusion I 
forgot about it. You say you had a 
report, and you said you were going 
to hold it until afterwards. I was 
wondering on your report don't you 
think, in fairness to the Commis- 
sioners, that you ought to give it tc 
us? i 


Commissioner Brady: I would be 
very happy to. I have four volumes, 
but it would take some time. 


Commissioner Byrne: I did not 
know whether you were going to 
take the same position as Mayor 
Murphy, and that you were going 
to give it to the Prosecutor first. 


Commissioner Brady: No, I did not 
give my report to the Prosecutor. My 
only reason for not submitting that 
report was because in the interim 
the Grand Jury was instructed to 
make investigation, and I, having 
had many years of experience, I felt 
that by submitting my report pub- 
licly, it might interfere with what 
ever investigation the Grand Jury 
may make in the matter, and I felt 
it was advisable at that time. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would just 
like to say this, before Mr. Miller 
starts in, in view of the reference 
that has been made by Mayor 
Murphy: That mistakes can pos- 
sibly happe nif it were sent directly 
to the Commissioner in charge of 
the department. Nobody is infalli- 
ble, and I think that mistakes will 
be always made by everyone, I 
made many of them, and I prob- 


ably will make many more; but I 
wish to state that while it may be 
the understanding among the Com- 
missioners that we all deal directly 
with each other, that has not been 
the practice among the Commis- 
sioners. And it strikes me as being 
a very odd time to bring it out. The 
main issue in this matter is whether 
this was a proper thing for the City 
to enter into. 


Mr. Theodore Miller, Jr: Now, 
may I have the floor, Mr. Mayor? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. 
Mayor Murphy: Yes, proceed. 


Mr. Miller: From this letter you 
sent out an dfrom the articles that 
were in the paper, I want to make 
my position clear in this matter. On 
March 6th F was called into the 
Corporation Counsel' Office when 
resolutions were being drawn, and 
when a closing statement was sub- 
mitted, Mr. Schotland asked me to 
verify the interest, or have it veri- 
fied on a comptometer. He also asked 
me to have verified a tax statement 
which is as follows, and which each 
one of you Commissioners received 
in response to the letter of query, 
that Mayor Murphy directed to Com- 
missioner Byrne on March 23rd. 
This is rather a voluminous thing 
to check up in a short time, and I 
said I would do the best I could 
with it. As I was leaving the room, 
it was told to me that it had been 
prepared by a man—I got the name 
as, I thought it was Pat Boyle. I 
called up the tax office to see if 
there was a Pat Boyle, and I found 
out that I erred, and the name was 
Patrick Doyle. 


I verifled that with Eugene Far- 
rell I asked him if there was a 
Patrick Doyle there, and he said 
there was. And Mr. Doyle came to 
my office, and I asked him if he 
had prepared a tax statement such 
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as this (indicating). He said he had 
done some work on some figures for 
Mr. Frankel, representing this Mr. 
Grassmann. 


I said, ^Will you certify whether 
this statement is correct" (indicat- 
ing paper). 


He said, "It will take some time, 
because I have to dig into the rec- 
ords.” I said, "How long?" He said, 
“A couple of weeks I guess.” I said, 
“That is too long a time. The reso- 
lution is going to be presented in 
a few days." So he took it. 


Now, as far as the criticism, he 
brought it back to me in two days, 
and I said, "Will you initial it?" 
And he returned it to Mr. Schot- 
land with his initials on. 


I did not mean to by-pass you, or 
anything of that kind. I thought it 
was expeditious to handle it that 
way. 


Mayor Murphy: It would not have 
gone to this man Doyle. 


Mr. Miller: I was informed that 
he had given the figures. 

Mayor Murphy: Who informed 
you? 


Mr. Miller: Frankel told me be 
got the figures from him. He was 
in Mr. Schotland's office. 


Commissioner Byrne: In Mayor 
Murphy's letter that he sent to me 
this morning, he said on March 
24th, "You furnished me with a 
copy of the list that Mr. Doyle had 
checked," and in your letter you 
stated the list had been referred to 
Doyle because you understood that 
he had prepared it in the first in- 
stance. Now, you don't say that he 
did not prepare it in the first in- 
stance. Who prepared it in the first 
instance? Was it Doyle? He has 


denied that he did prepare it. 


Mr. Samuel Weitzman: Are you 
referring to the typewritten list? 


Commissioner Byrne: 
pared it? 


Who pre- 


Mr. Weitzman: We don't know. 


Commissioner Byrne: You ought 
to know. 


Mr. Weitzman: No. The list came 
out of the Law Department. 


Commissioner Byrne: Has Doyle 
denied that he had prepared it? 


Mr. Weitzman: Certainly he has 
denied :t. 


Commissioner Byrne: He initialled 
this information. 


Mr. Miller: He verified this state- 
ment with the list that he had orig- 
inaly prepared. Taat was the sub- 
stance of the entire conversation. 


Mr. Weitzman: The whole thing, 
as far zs we are concerned, is who 
prepared this list, who typed it up? 
Where did they get that list from? 


Mr. Miller: Mr. Doyle. 


Mr. Weitzman: No, he did not. 
Mr. Doyle never had these figures. 


Commissioner "Villani: Did you 
question Doyle about this? 


Mr. Weitzman: Yes. We have a 
written statement from Mr. Doyle. 


Commissioner Villani: What did 
he say ?Where did Doyle get the 
figures from? 


Mr. Weitzman: He went upstairs 
to the old record room. 
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City Clerk: On the fourth floor. 
My office. 
furnished 


Mr. Weitzman: He 


Frankel with— 


Mayor Murphy: (Interrupting) He 
has no recor das to whether this 
typewritten list is an exact copy of 
the information Frankel got from 
him. 


Mr. Miller: That is why I referred 
it to him, to determine whether it 
is. 


Commissioner Villani: Don't you 
think it would be the proper thing 
to get the figures direct from the 
Department of Revenue and Fi- 
nance, so that there would be no 
question about it? 


Mr. Miller: Why, I don't think so. 
I did not. 


Commissioner Brady: Why did Mr. 
Frankelgo to Doyle? What prompted 
bim to go to Doyle? 

Mr. Miller: I don't know about 
that. 


Commissioner Brady: Has any- 
body made an effort to find out? 


Mr. Weitzman: Let us get this 
straight. We have from time to time 
made it a practice to furnish that in- 
formation to any citizen that comes 
in. 


Commissioner Brady: That is not 
the gist of my question. Why did 
he go to Mr. Doyle? I don't care 
who furnishes the information. I 
want to know why Frankel went to 
Doyle. 


Mayor Murphy: Here is what Mr. 
Doyle said: *Mr. Doyle then related 
to the Acting Comptroller—" which 
is Mr. Weitzman, who I assigned on 
this work"—that sometime during 


1943, Mr. Louis H. Frankel, attor- 
ney for Grassmann, had called at 
the Compiroller's Office and had 
made a request from Mr. Doyle that 
somebody furnish him with a state- 
ment of the taxes which had been 
paid since the second half of 1927 
on tracts of land in the meadowlands 
owned by Mr. Grassman. Mr. Doyle 
over a period of time furnished Mr. 
Frankel with this information, which 
Mr. Frankel noted." In other words, 
he made notes of the information, 
but he never prepared the list. 


Commissioner Byrne: This states 
here that he had a request from 
Mr. Doyle. He made a request from 
Mr. Doyle that somebody furnish 
him with the statement. That is, 
somebody who furnished him with 
the statement turned out to be Mr. 
Doyle. Why did Mr. Doyle furnish 
him with the statement? 


Commissioner Brady: That is what 
I want to find out. I mean, if Doyle 
had nothing to do with it. 


Mayor Murphy: He had no right 
to. 


Commissioner Brady: Why didn’t 
Doyle refer him to the proper party? 


Mayor Murphy: That is right. He 
should have never attempted to 
give him any information. 


Mr. Miller: And there is one 
thing I would like to get in the 
record. If Mr. Doyle had no right 
and should not have given it to 
him, when I asked him about it why 
did he say to me he had worked on 
it? Do you see what I mean? 


Mayor Murphy: Of course. He told 
the truth although he was not right 
in doing the job in the first incep- 
tion. 


Commissioner Brady: I think that 
straightens it out. It answers my 
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question. He had no business to do 
it. 


Mr. Weitzman: As far as the re- 
cent record is concerned, there is 
no doubt that this typewritten list 
was not prepared in our office. 


Mr. Miller: No. It was giver. to 
me by the Corporation Counsel. 


Mr. Weitzman: It was given to 
you by the Corporation Counsel on 
March 6th. 


Mr. Miller: Yes. 


Mr. Weitzman: At which time the 
closing statement was also read? 


Mr. Miller: Yes. 


Mr. Weitzman: Was Mr. Frankel 
there at the time? 


Mr. Miller: Mr. Frankel was there. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there any fur- 
ther statements to be made, before 
we recess? 


Commissioner Brady: Before we 
recess. I want to be on record, Mr. 
Mayor, that I, as well as every other 
member of this Commission is op- 
posed to any so-called "spending 
spree" in this or any other official 
transaction by us, however, I too re- 
gard the current developments in 
connection with the present mea- 
dowland transaction as of the ut- 
most seriousness, and we are in 
duty bound to do everything in our 
power to protect the irterests of the 
City, and do everything in strict 
accordance with the law. I want 
that for the record. 


Mayor Murphy: 1 think we all 
agree on that. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, Commissioner, the state- 
ment in reference to the "spending 
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spree" will be deleted from the rec- 
ord. 


Commissioner Villani: It will be 
expunged. 


Commissioner Keenan: What, are 
you all apo_ogizing now or what? 


Commissioner Brady: No, we are 
not alologizing. You could leave it 
in. 


Commissioner Keenan: I think— 


City Clerk: (7o the stenographer) 
Don't take this. 


(Commissioner Keenan raakes a 
short statement which the stenog- 
rapher does not take.) 


Commissioner Brady: I want it 
all in the record. 


Commissioner Villani: Before we 
adjourn, I want to call ar execu- 
tive session of only the City Com- 
missioners and the City Clerk. There 
is a personal reason why I am ask- 
ing for it. I have a right to do that. 


City Clerk: Do you mean right 
now? 


Commissioner Villani: Right now. 
I want everyone else out of the 
room. 


Commissioner Brady: I rnove we 
adjourn the special meeting. 


Mr. Jamouneau: May I speak to 
the Cornmissioners, before you ad- 
journ? 


Commissioner Brady: Is it on this 
matter? 


Mr. Jamouneau: This business 
about an executive session, "hat is 
something that I am not interested 
in. There is no statutory authority 
for you to hold secret meetings of 
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any Kind. Of course there 1s no rea- 
son why you should do it, but the 
Jaw does not permit you to hold 
any meetings that are not open to 
the public. 


Mayor Murphy: This is not a 
meeting that the Commissioner is 
talking about. It is a conference. 


Mr. Jamouneau: That is a public 
and open meeting when you meet 
on Monday. 


Commissioner Keenan: I second 
the motion to adjourn. 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, 
could be here on Monday.

Mr. Jamouneau: I say that be- 
cause there was some remark about 
it being a closed meeting. 


Mayor Murphy: 'There has been 
a motion made—are you through 
with your statement?

An adjourned meeting of the 
Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark, N. J., was held on the 
above date at the Conference Room, 
Mayor's Office, City Hall, Newark, 
at 2:00 P. M., Eastern War Time. 


CITY CLERK: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, we are reconvening 
the special meeting of the City 
Commission which was adjourned 
at the last meeting on April 12th, 
to take place at this date. 

Mayor Murphy: We are now re- 
convening the special meeting of 
April 12th. The cler kwill call the 
roll. 


Present: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy. 


MAYOR MURPHY: We are meet- 
ing today for the purpose of dis- 
cussing with the corporation coun- 
sel, and to get his opinion, the mat- 
ter of the employing of special 
counsel to defend the recent action 
taken by the Yara Engineering 
Corporation, which matter came up 
before the City Commission at its 
last meeting. 


MR. PHILIP SCHOTLAND: Mr. 
Mayor and members of the com- 
mission, you of course know that 
I bave expressed a positive, written 
as well as oral, opinion, that the 
Yara Engineering Corporation could 
maintain a suit for specific per- 
formance on the cont*act for the 
sale of its land to the city, whether 
the contract was oral or written. 
Therefore, I would not be in a posi- 
tion to defend this specific perform- 
ance suit on behalf of the city, if 
my legal opinion as given to the 


commission, was correct—and I am 
still firmly of the opinion that it 
was correct. For me to defend the 
suit, I could not do it wholeheart- 
edly, because I would have to be 
acting against my convictions. 


I also do not think it proper for 
any member of the legal staff to 
defend it, oecause I have discussed 
the situation with all the members 
of the legal staff, and have sought 
and received their advice and opin- 
ion from time to time regarding this 
matter. 


I therefore personally recommend 
that the commission do engage out- 
Side counsel that is in no way con- 
nected with the city or with any of 
the commissioners, to defend the 
suit on its merits. And then let the 
court decide, after having had the 
benefit of the counsel doing their 
very best, without being in any way 
prejudiced in advance. 


MAYOR MURPHY: How does the 
city commission, counsellcr, pro- 
ceed now in order to select special 
counsel under the law? 


MR. SCHOTLAND: I will do the 
technical legal appointing of the 
one selected by the city commis- 
Sion so as to make it theoretically 
my selection. But frankly ard actu- 
ally I don't want tc do it. 


COMMISSIONER VILLANI: So 
far as you are concerned, you are 
not going to recommend anybody, 
nor have you anybody in mind, is 
that so, Mr. Schotland? 


MR. SCHOTLAND: Positively not. 


COMMISSIONER BYRNE: I have 
a letter here from the firm of Kan- 
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COMMISSIONER VILLANI: Yes; 
I got one today. 


COMMISSIONER BYRNE: And so 
did the other commissioners each 
get one. And I gave it to the city 
. elerk to have a copy of it made for 
me, and return it to me. They rec- 
ommend that this be handled by 
Mr. ‘Astley. 


COMMISSIONER VILLANI: I got 
the same letter, Mr. Byrne, and I 
called up Mr. Kanter and I ex- 
plained to him that evidently the 
press did not give a true story of 
what had happened at the meeting, 
because, if you recall, I personally 
questioned Mr. Astley as to whether 
he thought he could handle it for 
the City of Newark after Director 
Keenan proposed his name, and Mr. 
Astley said no, he did not think 
that he as a member of the Law 
Department, should handle it. But 
the press did not handle it that 
way. All the press have given was 
the impression to the citizens of 
Newark, from the number of people 
who called me up on that ,that we 
are spending money to get out- 
side counsel when Mr. Astley could 
handle it from the Law Department. 
And we know that is not so. 


MAYOR MURPHY: If there is no 
objection, the City Clerk will read 
the letter. 


CITY CLERK: (Reading) "April 
13th, 1944. Honorable Joseph M. 
Byrne, Jr. Dear Mr. Byrne: 


“It was a pleasure to observe 
Director Keenan's position that our 
city should not engage outside coun- 
sel to defend the specific perform- 
ance suit recently instituted, and 
that Mr. George B. Astley should 
be entrusted with the defense of 
that litigation. 


"Since the newspaper accounts 
seem to imply that the other com- 
missioners are not yet in agreement 
with Director Keenan on his sug- 
gestion, I am writing you (and the 
other commissioners) urging the 
course suggested by Director Kee- 
nan. I know that Mr. Astley needs 
no commendation from me. Every 
lawyer in the county can vouch for 
his integrity, his complete devotion 
to duty and, what is perhaps of 
great importance at this particular 
time, his masterful knowledge of 
the legal questions involved and his 
unquestioned comeptency to conduct 
the litigation. 


“I do hope that, on further con- 
sideration and reflection, you will 
be glad to confirm Mr. Astley's as- 
signment to that particular case. 
It wil be very heartening to us 
Newarkers to be made to realize 
that the Newark Law Department 
does possess a gentleman capable 
of conducting any kind of litiga- 
tion ably and fearlessly, and suc- 
cessfully also. I definitely believe 
that Mr. Astley is that man. 


*Cordially yours, Elias A. Kanter." 


MAYOR MURPHY: If there is no 
objection, that communication will 
be made part of the record, and each 
commissioner will be sent a copy 
of it. I have not received a copy as 
yet. 


COMMISSIONER VILLANI: I 
have received one. 


MR. PHILIP SCHOTLAND: Mr. 
Mayor, for the record, I desire to 
say that while I endorse all the com- 
plimentary statements in that letter 
about Mr. Astley, Mr. Astley did 
cooperate with me in looking up 
the law and in formulating the opin- 
ion, and he is in no better positin 
to defend this case than I am, for 
that reason. 
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Commissioner Villani: He said so 
that day when I questioned him on 
it. 


Commissioner Byrne: He made 
himself perfectly clear on it. 

Commissioner Villani: Yes, very 
clear. 


Commissioner Byrne: And he said 
any member i n the Law Depart- 
ment. 
that 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, 


is right. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no 
further comment right now, I will 
recess this meeting which is now 
being transacted, ard I wil re- 
quest the members of the city com- 
mission only, to remain here for 
a conference. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
before we do that, I am opposed 
to another executive session, be- 
cause the last one we had here 
was so badly misinterpreted. I am 
opposed to executive sessions. I 
believe that if we have any names 
to submit, let us submit them here. 
We have done everything we could 
to protect those members of the 
bar; and we are apt to be mis- 
understood again. I don't believe 
we should permit ourselves to be 
put in that position. 


Commissioner Villani: As far as 
I am concerned, let me say I don't 
think there is anything you have 
to worry about, that there is going 
to be any misinterpretation. The 
only people who have been handl- 
ing that is the press, generally 
Speaking; but the citizens of the 
City of Newark thought it was a 
very good idea, because I have 
Spoken to a number of people. Let 
us be men. Let us stand on our 
feet. Let us not be afraid of every 
word that is printed in the news- 


papers. Let us do things in a right 
manner like any business organiza- 
tion does. 


We could meet in private session 
without letting the whole world 
know about it. To me it is good 
business, good sound business. We 
i nour conscience knew when we 
met there was nothing wrong inso- 
far as the City of Newark :s con- 
cerned. We don't intend to do any- 
thing wrong. 


I have no name to offer for coun- 
sel—I want you to know that right 
now. I had one name, and that was 
Arthur Vanderbilt; but he said he 
could not handle it. I am in favor 
of an executive session. 


Mayor Murphy: That was the only 
point I had the other day, because 
I think the average Commissioner 
wants to meet so that the public 
will know everything that is being 
transacted. I tried to make my posi- 
tion clear at that time, that I 
thought it would be very embar- 
rassing to the members of the com- 
mission to propose a number of 
names, and then try to vote and 
agree upon a lawyer or a firm, or 
whatever it may be, in order to 
represent the city in this matter. 
I don't think it would be well from 
their point of view; and I doubt 
the wisdom of haphazardly pro- 
posing r.ames here. 


May I ask the corporation coun- 
sel this question? Under the law, is 
it my understanding that in the em- 
ploying of special counsel, the cor- 
poration counsel has that authority, 
and besides that, doesn't the statute 
refer it somewhåt to the Mayor as 
being part of it? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes; the corpora- 
tion counsel designates the special 
counsel, with the approval of the 
Mayor, under Section 40:171-116 of 
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the Revised Statutes of New Jer- 
sey, 1937. 


Commissioner Villani: No, you 
don't need a city commission to ap- 
point a member of a law depart- 
ment. The corporation counsel ap- 
points him. 


Commissioner Byrne: But the law 
says "the Mayor." 


Commissioner Keenan: Under the 
Walsh Act is this particular portion 
of the law applicable, or does it 
refer to towns wherein there is a 
mayor for instance and an alder- 
manic body? 


Now, is there a difference when 
we use the word "municipality?" 
"The corporation counsel can, with 
the consent of the Mayor." Is that 
applicable to a commission form of 
government wherein the depart- 
ments were allocated under a di- 
rector? It is a legal question which 
is not clear in my mind. 


Mr. Schotland: Director Keenan 
has raised a very nice legal ques- 
tion. Particularly in view of the 
fact that the statute to which I 
have referred is a statute passed 
prior to the commission form of gov- 
ernment itself. It is a general stat- 
ute applicable to cities, and the 
Statute which was passed and 
amended after the establishment of 
the commission form of government 
was still a part of that same gen- 
eral statute. The general statute, 
referring to cities, does provide for 
"the appointment or establishment 
of a law department consisting of 
a corporation counsel, appointed by 
the governing body of such city, a 
private secretary, appointed by the 
city or corporation counsel and as 
many assistant city or corporation 
counsels, and legal assistants, clerks, 
and other employees as the city or 
corporation counsel, with the con- 
sent of the governing body, shall 


appoint." 


It raises a nice question which I 
have not looked into; but I think, 
for the purpose of playing safe, we 
could all agree on somebody, and 
then no technical question need be 
raised. 


Commissioner Villani: I know; but 
there is that Murphy decision, and 
wasn't it decided by the court that 
once a department is allocated and 
a vacancy occurs, the head of that 
department makes that appoint- 
ment? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes; but there is 
no vacancy. This is a special situa- 
tion to appoint special counsel for 
a specific purpose. 


Commissioner Villani: All right. 


Commissioner Keenan: Do we 
then, under the law, in view of this 
particular Act and in view of the 
Supreme Court upholding the allo- 
cation division of government, do 
we then circumvent he who is re- 
sponsible for the Law Department, 
it being in his division of govern- 
ment? He is now a director in a 
commission form of government. 


To me there are technical differ- 
ences there that I would like ex- 
plained, if it is possible to do that. 
If not, we then agree with the de- 
cisions of a corporation counsel who 
is our legal adviser. But to me there 
is a grave question of method of 
procedure, living now with the 
knowledge that the same Supreme 
Court held the allocation of the vari- 
ous divisions of government must 
be in a director. What doth that 
mean now, in view of this? 


Mr. Schotland: Well, Mr. Mayor, 
to answer Director Keenan—that is, 
to answer the question to the best 
of my ability—I agree with him as 
to his doubts. This particular section 
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waich I quoted before, 40:171-116 
does not happen io have been be- 
fore the court for interpretation. 


Mayor Murphy: I have no desire 
to make this appointment or to be 
actually a part of it; but I must get 
that clear in the record, because I 
in fact would not want to have my- 
self in that position w:thout the ap- 
proval of the full commission. 

Mr. Schotland: (Interrupting) No, 
just the other way around—pardon 
me, Mr. Mayor. It is the name that 
I submit that has to have your ap- 
proval. 


Mayor Murphy: Ch, it is the re- 
verse? 


Commissioner Byrne: I have two 
statements that I want to' make, 
First I want to get the legal opin- 
ion, whatever it is. We have waited 
from last week until now to get 
that opinion. I agree that if the 
whole commission would pick a 
man, it would probably cover every- 
thing. But let us do it in what is 
definitely a positive legal manner, 
so that there be no criticism what- 
soever. 


Mr. Schotland: Well, doing it that 
way, you know, covers every par- 
ticular kind of interpretation of the 
law. That is the reason I recom- 
mended it that way. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think, so 
that there be no chance, I think we 
ought to have it in writing before 
the commissioners, so that we could 
act on it properly. And secondly, 
while I have always been in favor 
of having city business discussed as 
openly as possible, whneever pos- 
sible, there are times in city af- 
fairs, the same as in your own busi- 
ness, where you have to have pri- 
vate sessions. I know I am a mém- 
ber of the Port of New York Au- 
thority, and we have them when we 
don't have the press present. We 


only had one the other day. And 
any successful business is run the 
same way. I for one, if I thought it 
were proper that this commission 
should go iato executive sessions for 
something which is for the best in- 
terest of the city, I would not care 
what any newspaper thought. I am 
not here serving the newspapers. I 
am here serving the voters who put 
me in here, and they are “he only 
ones to whom I.am responsible. I 
am not taking a run-out in this 
stage of the case if I thought it was 
better to embarrass some promi- 
nent counsel in this town or tol 
bandy their names for the cause 
of some newspaper. 


Now, you could do anything you 
want about appointing counsel. You 
could appoint them if you want to, 
Mr. Mayor. I just want to know 
what the legal rights are, and I 
want it in writing. And I tnink we 
ought to get a memo on it to each 
one of us before this meeting ad- 
journs. But because the commis- 
sion has been asked to discuss some- 
thing, which none aof us knew what 
it was before we sat in, and then 
they tr yto ferret it out-—I even 
understand the city clerk, I wish he 
were here today, she poor fellow— 
Iunderstand his mother had a stroke 
during the night—-I wish he were 
here so he could tell us when we 
were meeting here in executive ses- 
sion if that was a matter for the 
prosecutor to investigate. I thought 
this was a free country, but if this 
is Berlin or this is a Gestapo, I 
would like to find out. 


Mayor Murphy: No one could in- 
terfere with that. 


Commissioner Byrne: I read where 
the city clerk was summoned be- 
fore the prosecutor's office demand- 
ing what we did. That is what the 
newspapers printed. Now, Mr. Cor- 
poration Counsel, have we done any- 
thing illegal? 
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Mr. Schotland: No, sir. 


Commissioner Byrne: Or wrong? 
By meeting in executive session? 


Mr. Schotland: No. We have that 
perfect right. 


Commissioner Keenan: Now, three 
of us want it. It looks like executive 
Session. 


Mayor Murphy: No, gentlemen, 
he won't sit in (indicating Commis- 
sioner Brady). Personally, if any 
member here does not want to sit 
in it, then I won't sit in. 


Commissioner Brady: I want to 
justify my position, when I hear 
everyone else. 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
get the legal opinion that Com- 
missioner Byrne asked about, and 
get it definitely clear, so that if the 
names have to be submitted to the 
corporation counsel, then we ought 
to know about it. 


Commissioner Byrne: That is cor- 
rect. Now, we waited for it since 
last Wednesday. Out of deference to 
Mr. Schotland—I told you I have 
Spoken to him on the 'phone. We 
wanted him to be present. He has 
given his opinion; but I think, to 
make it legally right, with so much 
back and forth here on this, that 
we ought to have it and we ought 
to have it naw. 


Mr. Schotland: I will answer your 
question. Your question first was 
whether the city commission could 
meet in executive session to dis- 
cuss its business. It positively can. 
The limitation is, you cannot adopt 
resolutions or ordinances to affect 
the city unless i t does that in open 
public meeting. But you could meet 
in secret sessions whenever you de- 
sire, and then when you want to 


put into legal effect what you agreed 
upon in secret session, you r meet- 
ing open session and transact the 
business. That answers that part of 
it. 


Now, so far as the law is con- 
cerned, the law is clear, according to 
this section, that the corporation 
counsel may employ special coun- 
sel, ^with the approval of the Mayor 
of the city, to assist in the prepa- 
ration, trial and argument of par- 
ticular cases to which the city, or 
any of its boards or departments, or 
officers, may be parties." 


Commissioner Keenan: Does that 
apply to the Walsh Act Govern- 
ment? 


Mr. Schotland: Well, that is a 
question. 


Commissioner Keenan: That is my 
question. 


Mr. Schotland: So long as it re- 
mains uninterpreted, following the 
general rule, it is a general law 
which governs all cities of the first 
class. 


Commissioner Keenan: Under this 
reallocation? 


Mr. Schotland: But I am taking 
this position. The man you mem- 
bers of the city commission select, 
is the man I am going to appoint. 


Commissioner Vilani: Why can't 
we get together and see how we 
make out? 


Commissioner Byrne: Up to now 
nothing has been proved that has 
made this Grassmann transaction 
anything but for the best interest of 
the city. We have operated about 
ninety-nine and nine-tenths percent 
on the opinion of the corporation 
counsel, and no one has come forth 
yet to challenge that opinion, de- 
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spite the infamous and inflammatory 
criticism that has been aroused. 


We are right up to now. Don't 
lets change. Let us get that opin- 
ion continued right down to here. 


Commissioner Villani: We have 


that opinion. 


Commissioner Byrne: No, we don't 
have it. I don't know anymore about 
it than when I came in here. I 
want to know. There is one opinion. 
There is not two or three. Now, 
what is the opinion? Let us have 
it, and then we will decide what 
to do. 


Commissioner Keenan: Under the 
interpretation of this act, which 
the Supreme Court has upheld, al- 
ways keep in mind the allocation 
wherein this division of government 
is allocated to a certain director, 
not to the Mayor in this instance, 
and whether you win or whether 
you lose, could the validity of the 
whole appointment be questioned? 
It would again throw out the whole 
matter, as a matter of legal pro- 
cedure. You lawyers know about the 
technicality of the legal procedure. 


Mr. Schotland: It could not be, if 
you follow my advise. This whole 
situation would not arise if you fol- 
low by advice. If you did abide by 
my opinion, you would not have 
rescinded any resolution that had 
been passed. 


Commissioner Keenan: Would it 
not be fair to assume now, under the 
decision of the Supreme Court up- 
holding the allocations, which I 
opposed in that instance, would it 
be only fair for a layman to think 
that instead of the Mayor—while 
I have no objection, and it is not 
the Mayor but the Act I am ob- 
jecting to—would it be proper, in 
the knowledge that the Supreme 
Court upheld those allocations, to 


say that this corporation counsel 
recommend, to the Director in 
charge of the responsibility, of an 
appointment in a division o? gov- 
ernmen: in his department? 


Mr. Schotland: It would be very 
logical, but it does not happen to 
be the provision that the Supreme 
Court has printed. 


Commissioner Keenan: The Su- 
preme Court overlooks the import- 
ance of their upholding their allo- 
cations. 


Mr. Schotland: But the question of 
engaging counsel was never before 
the Supreme Court for a decision. 

Commissioner Keenan: I am not 
a lawyer. I am only a layman. 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 
to justify my position, Mr. Mayor. 
I agree that everything that has 
been said affects each and every in- 
dividual member of the commission. 
I agree that these men in business 
go into executive sessions. I agree 
that the prosecutor goes into execu- 
tive sessions. But we are elected 
officials. We are not business men, 
and we are not appointed to the 
positions we hold. And if it is going 
to be embarrassing to have the 
names of distinguished members of 
the bar presented before this com- 
mission, it has been very embar- 
rassing to us as commissior.ers, and 
on the part of tae public of the 
City of Newark, we possessed repu- 
tations and character that were suf- 
ficient :o place confidence enough 
in us to place us in public office. I 
am just as much concerned about 
any embarrassment as any member 
of the bar. We did not bring upon 
ourselves any criticism that may 
have been made which affects us. 
Certainly it is not any fault o? ours. 

I reiterate again, as I did in the 
first instance, that 1 have the utmost 
confidence in every member of this 
commission; however, I am not going 
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to be a party to any situation where- 
by it is questioned publicly and 
where inferences are made. I do 
know this, Mr. Mayor, I know that 
most members of this commission 
know that sometimes those things 
are done to mold publie opinion. 
It has always been my impression 
in my former career that the bur- 
den of proof is always upon the 
state when any matter comes up 
concerning any citizen of this great 
nation o fours. And if they are going 
to continually mold public opinion 
affecting our interest, and it is a 
deliberate attempt to destroy us, I 
am not going to give them an op- 
porutnity to do it. I am going to say 
now I have four names of reputable 
members of the bar, and I am will- 
ing to put them before this com- 
mission publicly; and I am not going 
to let anybody take the position 
that they are going to mold public 
opinion where it might be to my 
disadvantage. 


Mayor Murphy: May I ask, Com- 
missioner, is it four names that you 
have there? 


Commissioner Brady: Yes. I have 
the mhere. 


Mayor Murphy: I mean, before 
you mention them, have you been 
in touch with them? 


Commissioner Brady: No, I have 
not. I don't know whether they will 
accept or not. 


Mayor Murphy: That may be true 
with a number of us here who have 
names. 


Commissioner Brady: I know they 
are high standing members of the 
bar, and have respectable standing 
in their profession. I am ready to 
submit them to whoever has the 
designation, and I am sure they will 
contact them. 


I might also say, to supplement 
my remarks concerning counsel, 1 
agree with Director Byrne in what 
he has said; however, I feel this 
way about it, and I hope that Com- 
missioner Byrne agrees with me on 
itit certainly is not anything per- 
sonal This entire matter riginated 
in his department. The Law Depart- 
ment, because of an opinion ren- 
dered—and I still have all the con- 
fidence in the ability and integrity 
of the Law Department—they gave 
opinions upon it, and I believe that 
neither the Law Department nor 
the Commissioner in whose charge 
the department is te the present 
time, and was when the resolution 
was presented, should engage m 
the selection of counsel I make 
that statement for a specific rea- 
son. I certainly don't question them. 
I think they have a perfect right 
to express their opinions and a per- 
fect right to engage in any discus- 
sions; but I am afraid of the effect 
it might have on the public after it 
is published. 


Commissioner Byrne: I don't "get" 
what you mean. Do you mean the 
Law Department should try this 
case? 


Commissioner Villani: No, he says 
that you, as the head of that de- 
partment, and Mr. Schotland should 
eliminate yourselves. 


Commissioner Brady: I mean, the 
resolutions came from your de- 
partment, and it came from your 
department upon the advice of the 
law department. We are now dis- 
cussing the engaging of special coun- 
sel to defend an action against the 
city. The original resolution, hav- 
ing been prepared by your depart- 
ment, and the fact that the Law 
Department has made specific state- 
ments concerning it, might be used 
against the entire commission, be- 
cause both you and the Law Depart- 
ment participated in the selection 
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of the counsel. I den’t know whether 
you have anybody in mind, but I 
think you have a perfect right ——— 


Mr. Schotland: (Interrupting) You 
cannot eliminate the Law Depart- 
ment. 


Commissioner Byrne: No. You are 
not going to eliminate me. You. could 
not if you wanted to. On the morn- 
ing of December 29th when you 
officially voted, every member of 
this commission, when I asked that 
this ordinance, with the approval 
of the Law Department, be for- 
warded to you for information, it 
was passed by the commission on 
first rezding upstairs. You had this 
matter fully explained to you. You 
were free to ask any questions you 
wanted on December 20th. Ii was 
fully advertised in the press. Public 
hearing was held. The resolution 
was passed on March 8th, and no- 
body was forced into signing that 
ordinance or that resolution. And 
because it came out of my de- 
partment, because it came out with 
the approval of the Law Department 
which was allocated to me, and 
that is something that would hap- 
pen in the normal course of events 
in municipal affairs, it would come 
out of any department, but just 
because it came out of my depart- 
ment—and it was signed by the 
unanimous vote of the commission 


—this is not time to suggest to me. 


that under the Walsh Act I should 
eliminate myself, or should. the Law 
Department, from the picture. Why, 
I dont think it is dignified. I don't 
think it is respectful, and I cer- 
tainly know it is not legal. 

Commissioner Villani: I agree 
with Director Byrne. 


Commissioner Bracy: I had hoped 
you understood me correctly. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think I 
did. 


Commissioner Brady: I don't 
mean, as I said in the first instance, 
to cast any reflection upon your 
action in the matter; but Commis- 
sioner Keenar had discussed at 
great length the allocation of the 
departments; and I believe in a 
certain case, in either Bayonne or 
Hoboken, it was definitely deter- 
mined—I think it was the Ruben- 
Steir case—that the department to 
which the directors are assigned, 
or the departments assigned to 
them, whichever way it goes, has 
full charge both of the administra- 
tive, legislative, judicial and execu- 
tive activities in that specific de- 
partment. Now, because of that fact, 
and because the resolution was of- 
fered through the Department of 
Public Works, and because of state- 
ments made by the Law Depart- 
ment—I am not asking “hat the 
Law Department itself—I am not 
asking that the Director of that De- 
partment eliminate himself—-I am 
asking, is it good policy to par- 
ticipate in a proceeding waere the 
City of Newark is going to defend 
itself against an action which now 
is before the Grand Jury of the 
County? That is what I want to 
know. I don’t mean to say that you 
should do it. It is good policy? 


Commissioner Byrne: I don’t know 
what yuu are talking about. 


Mr. Schotland: To the extent I 
could do it, I have done it in my 
statements here. I cannot do it alto- 
gether, because the law requires that 
I do the appointing, theoretically, 
of the one who is to be employed 
as the special counsel. To the ex- 
tent that Director Byrne is involved, 
he is involved in no different way 
than any other director, including 
the Mayor on this commission, be- 
cause the defense involves not only 
the defense of the suit against the 
city, but it involves the defense of 
the action against all the members 
of the commission. And Director 
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Byrne is in no different position in 
that regard, than any of the other 
commissioners. And I therefore again 
-adhere to my original facts. Get 
together. Meet together. Meet all 
angels, and put the position beyond 
question. 


Commissioner Brady: That is all 
right. That satisfies my feelings. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there any ob- 
jection by the commission to hav- 
ing one commissioner designated, 
and having the names submitted to 
him from the other commissioners, 
so that he could arrange an inter- 
view and “boil” the list of names 
Submitted down to only those who 
may be willing to have their names 
considered? 


Commissioner Keenan: Let us 
meet for a few minutes and dis- 
cuss it. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, let us 
meet. Maybe we can straighten it 
out in five minutes, Why make a 
mountain out of a mole hill? 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I feel it should be done openly. I 
feel it should be done the same as 
you ballot for a vacancy on the 
City Commission. 


Mayor Murphy: How could you 
ballot on a name, Commissioner, 
when you don't know exactly 
whether or not the persons named 
will accept? 


Commissioner Brady: I think it 
should be made conditional. 


Commissioner Villani: Then why 
go through the same thing all over 
again? 


Mayor Murphy: I mean, we might 
take some action on it, and then 
find out the party who is named, 
does not want to represent the city. 


Then we will have to go through 
it again and call another meeting. 
Certainly these people should be 
interviewed first. 


Commissioner Villani: It would 
not be very difficult to find out. We 
could call up. Is there any objection 
to going into the Mayor's office and 
discussing it informally for five 
minutes? 


Mayor Murphy: Then each com- 
missioner, I think, should go ahead 
in advance and interview the per- 
sons whose names he is going to 
submit, so that he would know that 
they will accept it. 


Commissioner Keenan: After we 
agree on it in the other room, we 
could call them up, if anybody is 
chosen. 


Mayor Murphy: But if a commis- 
sioner does not want to sit in at a 
conference to decide on a name, 
what are you going to do? 


Commissioner Villani: You don't 
want to sit in? 


Commissioner Brady: No. I won't 
sit in on any more executive ses- 
sions. 


Mayor Murphy: Will the commis- 
sioners be in a position to find out 
if the persons named by them, at 
the conference of the next meet- 
ing, whether it is Wednesday or 
when, will accept? 


Commissioner Byrne: I would like 
to say again—we cannot stop mov- 
ing until we know where we stand. 
Number 1, I asked the corporation 
counsel who appoints him, and he 
said he does not want to appoint. 


Mr. Schotland: No. 


Mayor Murphy: Counsellor, will 
you let me get this Mayor angle 
clear on this? 
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Mr. Schotland: Under the law, the 
Mayor has to approve the one I 
select. 


Mayor Murphy: In other words, 
if you make a recommendation and 
the Mayor does not approve of it, 
then they are not appointed? 


Mr. Schotland: That is right. 


Mayor Murphy: So in other words, 
any recommendation that you may 
make has to meet with tbe ap- 
proval of the Mayor. Is that the in- 
terpretation of the iaw? 


Mr. Schotland: As it reads right 
now, yes. 


Mayor Murphy: I did not have 
that quite clear before. 
That is 


Commissioner Villani: 


right. 


Commissioner Brady: I am a little 
confused on that, too, Mr. Mayor. 
Iam confused in the answer to Di- 
rector Keenan's question on the al- 
location of the departments, and 
that is why I asked the question of 
Joe Byrne. You told us it was a 
good question to raise, and because 
this law was made before the pres- 
ent Walsh Act, that it might not 
have any bearing on it. Now, that 
is my point in trying to find it out. 


Mr. Schotland: But that is only a 
possibility. 


Commissioner Brady: I know; but 
the possibility is something that does 
not clarify our minds on it. 


Mr. Schotland: But don't you see, 
Director? It is the law on the stat- 
ute books until it is construed by 
the courts. I am in no position to 
tell you how the courts are going 
to construe it. But, being the legal 
adviser of the commissioner, I am 
advising you to follow a methow 


which will obviate all legal tech- 
nicalities. 


Commissioner Brady: I see. That 
is clear now. 


Commissioner Byrne: Instead of 
you appointing him, you esk us to 
appoint him and you announce it? 


Mr. Schotland: That is right. I 
ask you to tell me who you. want to 
appoint. 


Commissioner Byrne: We pick him 
and the Mayor approves him, and 
you announce it. 


Mr. Schotland: No. You pick him, 
and I appoint him, and the Mayor 
signs his approval. 


Commissioner Byrne: If it meets 
with the Mayor's approval? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. 


Commissioner Byrne: But not your 
approval 


Mr. Schotland: He cannot approve 
anybody I don't want to appoint. 
But I wil appoint whoever you 
select. If the Mayor does not ap- 
prove hat one, then I am going to 
ask you to select another one. 


Commissioner Villani: I have no 
names. So, whether you want to do 
it here or in private, it is all right 
with me. You could do whatever 
you want. 


Commissioner Byrne: Director 
Brady, while a private sessicn may 
be good, for fear of the press you 
don't want it? 


Comrnissioner Brady: No; not for 
fear of the press. It is the manner 
in which it is sent out to the pub- 
lic. 


Mayor Murphy: If names are sub- 
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mitted today, Commissioner, then I ` 


think it will be up to the corpora- 
tion counsel to contact those people 
to find out whether they will accept. 


Commissioner Brady: I am having 
my man contact those people now. 


Mr. Schotland: I cannot appoint 
a man you select if you refuse to 
act. I have to find out if you are 
willing to accept the appointment, 
and then make it my appointment. 


Mayor Murphy: If course I don't 
want to put the job up you, coun- 
sellor, of interviewing these people, 
unless you want to. 


Mr. Schotland: No; I wil be glad 
t oavoid it. 


(A short recess takes place dur- 
ing which conversations take place, 
off the record, among the commis- 
sioners.) 


Commissioner Villani: All right. 
Do you want to submit names now? 
Let us go. 


Mayor Murphy: I don't think any 
names should be submitted unless 
the commissioners contact the per- 
Sons named and see whether they 
want to accept. 


Commissioner Villani: Are you 
going to submit names, Mr. Keenan? 

Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Ast- 
ley. 


Commissioner Villani: Why him? 
He would not handle it. 


Commissioner Keenan: I say Mr. 
Astley. We will make him handle 
it. He is an employee. 

Commissioner Byrne: I am not 
presenting any names. 


(Another short recess takes place 
while the commissioners carry on 
conversations among themselves.) 


Commissioner Brady: There are 
three names that I submit, and if 
none of the three want to serve, 
then I have no names. 


Mayor Murphy: Commissioner, I 
proposed that we recessed this meet- 
ing until Wednesday morning. 


Commissioner Byrne: What do you 
want us to do in the interim, Mr. 
Mayor? What is your pleasure, as 
chairman of this Board? What do 
you want us to do? Do you want us 
io recommend names to this com- 
mission? 


Mayor Murphy: That seems to be 
the consensus of opinion ,that names 
be presented, and that we know if 
these firms will represent the city. 


Commissioner Villani: Let us get 
an outstanding individual 


Commissioner Byrne: Are you 
going to hire somebody who is fa- 
miliar with this kind of work? 
Somebody who has an outstanding 
reputation; somebody who knows 
what it is all about; somebody who 
is reasonably sure to take the case? 
What are you going to do about the 
fee? How long are you going to 
give the counsel, if he might accept 
—if you are going to get one—who 
wil have to look into it? It takes 
a long while. We just appointed one 
in our Port of New York Authority 
on our tax appeal cases. It took a 
long time; and we submitted names. 
And we did not have a public hear- 
ing on it. We just took the name 
of a very fine lawyer over there to 
handle our case. I think we left it to 
the chairman of our boar dto de- 
cide upon it. 


Commissioner Brady: I think that 
the corporation counsel made a very 
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fine observation in his opening re- 
marks, and I think we should try 
and stick to the proposition. He 
suggested that no one connected 
with the city or with any of the 
commissioners should be considered. 


Commissioner Byrne: I am going 
to give you some narnes right here 
now that you could, Mr. Mayor, 
you as the chairman of this board, 
could contact. Mr. Sheldon Pitney, 
Mr. Coult, Mr. Waldron Ward, Mr. 
Duane Minard, Mr. George Bailey. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Linda- 
bury, Mr. Fred Smith, Mr. Herbert 
Hannoch, Mr. Charles R. Hardin, 
Mr. James Carpenter, Mr. Roger 
Hinds, Mr. Conover English of the 
firm of McCarter and English. 


Commissioner Villani: Well, I sug- 
gest the name of Milton Unger. He 
is very good at chancery practice, 
and was president of the Bar of 
Essex and State Bar Association. 


Mr. Schotland: Mr. Conover 
English would be disqualified, be- 
cause the firm of McCarter, English 
and Egner represented Mr. Grass- 
man. 


Mr. Schotland: I would prefer 
it if you selected a ncn-Jewish spe- 
cial counsel. I don't want any in- 
ference that anybody selected would 
* kind of favor my opinion in the way 
of conducting the case. 


Commissioner "Villani: Do you 
think a man like Milton Unger 
would? : 


Mr. Schotland: Of course he would 
not. But there is talk outside, you 
know. Don't forget, I am still of the 
opinion that no matter who you 
select, the court is going to decide 
that my opinion is correct. 


Commissioner Byrne: Gentlemen, 
let us get down to this—I mean, 


until I came ir. this room this after- 
noon, I thought we were still in 
America. Are we going to have to 
decide that we run the affairs of the 
City of Newark on the question of 
race? Now, do you mean to say 
when I appointed you that I did it 
o naccount of your race? I appointed 
you because I thought you were 
the best man for the job. 


Mir. Schotland: I appreciate that. 


Mr. Schotland: But if we are 
going into the whole business of ap- 
pointing special counsel, in order to 
remove all imaginary inferences that 
may be drawn against us in the 
conduct of the matter—that is the 
only reason I suggested it. I have 
full faith in the ability of the two 
lawyers of the Jewish faith whose 
names have been mentioned, to 
fully, properly and ably handle the 
case, 


Comraissioner Byrne: Didn't Jus- 
tice Parker appoint Milton Unger 
io investigate us when Mr. Jam- 
ouneau brought action the other 
day? 


Mr. Schotland: No; those appoint- 
ments are usually made by the one 
who applies for the rule. He asks 
that a certain one be designated. 


Commissioner Byrne: Bu; he was 
not disqualified because he was a 
Jew? 


Mr. Schotland: Of course not. 


Commissioner Keenan: I recognize 
no race, color or creed at all in my 
administration. 

Commissioner Villani: The same 
here. 


Mr. Schotland: I am proud of the 
sentiments expressed by this com- 
mission. 
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Mayor Murphy: If you get down 
to that, we could say that Commis- 
sioner Brady, Keenan, Byrne and 
myself should not have anybody 
because of an Irish background; or 
Commissioner Villani, of the Italian 
background. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I have three names to submit here. 
I again agree with Joe Byrne; we 
should not permit any racial, you 
might say, discrimination, to inter- 
fere with our commission here. I 
have the name of Milton Unger to 
submit. And I also have another 
name here that I wanted to bring 
up before the commission to see if 
it comes within the category of the 
advice of the corporation counsel, 
and that is the name of the former 
corporation counsel O'Brien; 
whether it should be good policy to 
consider his name or not, because 
of his connection with the corpora- 
tion counsel. 
That 


Commissioner Keenan: 


would be political. 


Commissioner Brady: It may be; 
however, if it is out for me, I have 
also the name of John Drewen of 
Jersey City who is a very able mem- 
ber of the bar. And I would like to 
submit those names for considera- 
tion. 


Commissioner Villani: So far you 
agreed on Milton Unger (address- 
ing Commissioner Brady), and I 
agreed on Milton Unger, and Joe 
Byrne said he is favorable. 


Commissioner Byrne: I don't know 
a thing about Milton Unger. I think 
he is a very reputable gentleman. 
That is just one of the reasons that 
I thought we should have the privi- 
lege of sitting down and discussing 
this thing, because maybe in dis- 
cussing this thing we may know one 
man's capability is better than an- 
other. But if you are going to place 


one name against the other, well, 
you are not going to make a very 
favorable impression with the bar 
of this state. I know I don't want 
.my name kicked around here with 
high vote or something else. It is 
just not a high class way to do 
business. All ofthese names are 
favorable. This is just a list that 
happens to come to my mind. But 
there are a lot of questions or a lot 
of embarrassing things. Supposing 
a fellow don't want to quote some- 
thing that is unfavorable? " 


Commissioner Keenan: It just 
shows you are not men. You are 
bludgeoned by the press. Why can't 
we meet and do our business as 
honorable members of the City 
Commission? 


Mayor Murphy: Of course I under- 
stand it now that names have been 
submitted by Director Brady and 
Director Byrne. 


Commissioner Villani: I submitted 
one. 


Mayor Murphy: And it is up to 
the corporation counsel. 


Commissioner Villani: No. He does 
not want to be any part of it. 


Mayor Murphy: Well under the 
law, it is up to him to recommend. 


Mr. Schotland: I want you first 
to select the name. 


Commissioner Byrne: Have you 
any names, Mr. Mayor, that you 
would like to present? 


Mayor Murphy: Some of the names 
I have submitted here, I have not 
contacted. 


Commissioner Byrne: I have not 
either. That is why I am embar- 
rassing all of those gentlemen right 
now. They might be offended that 
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I presented their names without con- 
sulting them first. I might have 
made enemies of everyone of them. 


Mayor Murphy: Some of the 
names you have submitted, I felt 
are good names. 


Mr. Schotland: That is why I sug- 
geste dto you gentlemen of the com- 
mission that time is now pressing. 
The names you have submitted, call 
up the people and ask them if they 
are willing to accep; the retainer 
when they are selected, and then 
when you recess until Wednesday, 
when you meet again, you can agree 
on so and so, and we know that he 
will accept. 


Mayor Murphy: Does the commis- 
sion desire to recess to have those 
names checked? Those names that 
were submitted today, do you de- 
sire to contact the mto find out 
which ones want to serve? I under- 
stand there is no objection tc the 
names submitted. I am wondering 
whether or not each commissioner 
who submitted names will settle on 
one on the list they have. 


Commissioner Villani: I will set- 
tle on my one, Milton Unger. 


Mayor Murphy: So that when we 
reconvene, the list cculd be boiled 
down to one. 


Commissioner Byrne: Why don't 
you call him up to find out if he 
wantst o serve? If he does not want 
to serve, you will need another 
one. : 

Commissioner Keenan: I will say, 
so that there will be no question 
about, that I am going to vote 
against him. 


Commissioner Byrne: Now, Mr. 
Astley, in our presence told us last 
week that he does not want to 


handle this case. Now, I don't know 
how you could insist that a man 
handle a case when he does not 
want to handle it. Do you want to 
go into court with two strikes 
against you? 


Commissioner Brady: I recom- 
mend Milton Unger and John Dre- 
wen—and I think O'Brien is dis- 
qualified because he was City Coun- 
sel for the last administration. There- 
fore I might boil it down to two. 


Commissioner Byrne: As I under- 
stand it, and in order to keep it 
straight, between now and Wed- 
nesday, Wednesday morning, we are 
allowed the privilege of bringing 
in other names? 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. 


Commissioner Byrne: And is it 
assured by our corporation counsel 
that twenty days will not go by de- 
fault; that we could get an exten- 
sion? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think that 
the lawyers will probably work it 
out. 


Mr. Schotland: There is no ques- 
tion about it; and the fact that they 
sued for specific performance shows 
that they are still gentlemen under 
the contract. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, we will recess now. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Mayor, 
haven’t you got a few nemes you 
want to give? 


Mayor Murphy: You mentioned a 
few that I had, and Commissioner 
Brady mertioned one; so there is no 
point in me mentioning any. 
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Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I think in the event of a disagree- 
ment—I am offering this as a sug- 
gestion—that the Essex County Bar 
Association make a recommendation 
to the commission. 


Mr. Thomas Parsonnet: I don't 
think they would. They will tell 
you to work out your own situa- 
tion. 


Commissioner Byrne: Well, I will 
probably add some more names. 


Mayor Murphy: You could bring 
in some more anyhow, and we could 
see how it works out. 


Commissioner Byrne: Is it the 
consensus of opinion here that these 
names must be confined to taxpay- 
ers of Newark, a resident of New- 
ark, a resident of the county, or a 
resident of this state? 


Commissioner Villani: It could be 
any lawyer; but I think it would be 
a good gesture to try to get a New- 
ark man. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Mayor, 
before I make the motion to ad- 
journ, I simply want to reiterate 


that in my own personal opinion, 
and I stand on it, it would be better 
for the City of Newark—and it is a 
serious matter—if the selection of 
counsel could have been done in a 
private session, and then the con- 
sensus of opinion could be made 
public. I am sorry it was not done 
that way. I think it is a proper way, 
a dignified way, and I feel the Bar 
Association would feel that it would 
be a better way. I now move we 
adjourn. 


Commissioner Villani: I second it. 


Mayor Murphy: If there is no ob- 
jection, we will recess this meeting 
—or can we adjourn? 


Mr. Schotland: It does not make 
any difference. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, if there 
is no objection, a motion has been 
made by Commissioner Byrne and 
seconded by Commissioner Villani 
that we adjourn. The clerk will call 
the roll.

With respect to my compensa- 
tion, I find it almost impossible to 
state å figure which would be fair 
to all concerned, in view of the fact 
that it would have to be based 
upon a consideration of the worl 
involved, and the time spent; ele- 
ments difficult, if not impossible, to 
determine at the present time. Be- 
cause of this, and mindful of the 
tact that the Board has seen fit to 
trust me with this important liti- 
gation, I feel, in turn, that I can 
well leave it to the City Commis-

The City 
may, therefore, understand my sug- 
gestion to be that I will submit ə 
statement of my services when the 
litigation is over, and the City may 
then fix the charge.

rests and penalties for violation 
thereof, and declaring an emer- 
gency”, adopted September 22, 1943, 


The Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1. That Sections 1 and 
2 of an Ordinance entitled, “An 
Ordinance regulating the presence 
of minors under the age of sixteen 


(16) years in publie streets and 


other places, between certain hours, 
defining the duties of parents and 
others in care of minors, and pro- 


viding for arrests and penalties for 
violation thereof, and declaring an 
emergency", adopted September 22, 
1943, be and the same are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Sction 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any minor under the age of sixteen 
(18) years to loiter, idle, wander, 
stroll, or play in, or remain in or be 
upon the public streets, highways, 
roads, alleys, parks, playgrounds, 
wharves, docks, or other public 
grounds, publie places, and public 
buildings, places of amusement and 
entertainment, vacant lots or other 
public places within the confines of 
the city, between the hours tof 10:00 
P. M. and 6:00 A. M. of the fol- 
lowing day, official city time; ex- 
cept that for the period commenc- 
ing June 15th and ending Septem- 
ber 15th the time shall be between 
the hours of 11:30 P. M. and 6:00 
A. M. of the following day, official 
city time; provided however, that 
the provisions of this section do 
not apply to any minor accoripanied 
by his or her parent, guardian, or 
other adult person having the care 
or custody of the minor, or where 
the minor is upon an emergency 
errand or legitimate business di- 
rected by his or her parent or guar- 
dian, or other adult person having 
the care or custody of the rninor. 


Each violation of the provisions 
of this section shall constitute a 
separate offense." 


“Section 2. It shall be unlawful 
for the parent, guardian, cr other 
adult person having the care or cus- 
tody of a minor under the age of 16 
years to knowingly permit such 
minor to loiter, idle, wander, stroll, 
or play in, or remain in or be upon 
the public streets, highways, roads, 
alleys, parks, playgrounds, wharves, 
docks, or other publie grounds, pub- 
lic places and public buildings, 
places of amusement and entertain- 
ment, vacant lots or other public 
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places within the confines of the 
City, between the hours of 10:00 
P. M. and 6:00 A. M. of the follow- 
iug day, official city time; except 
that for the period commencing 
June 15th and ending September 
15th the time shall be between the 
hours of 11:30 P. M. and 6:00 A. M. 
of the following day, official city 
time; provided, however, that the 
provisions of this section do not

As I said this morn- 
ing at the conference, I have a client 
who is interested in purchasing 
the tax certificate against this prop- 
erty at a starting bid of $35,000. I 
believe the proposition offered by 
my client for the best interest of 
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the city. The lease in its present 
form is no security for the City of 
Newark, extending over a period of 
ien years. 


As I understand it, from the dis- 
cussion, there is no cash deposit re- 
quired under this lease, nor is there 
any security substantial enough to 
warrant the city leasing this prop- 
erty for the period of ten years. The 
only security you have is the deed 
from the Gorlins to the City. The 
city has it now under its tax certifi- 
cate. They could obtain the title 
very easily. . 


I think the commission should 
wait at least one week, and postpone 
this third reading on the ordinance, 
and have my client given an op- 
portunity to bid at the tax sale. 


I understand also that the prop- 
erty is assessed at $45,000, and that 
there was an appraisal made by the 
city and the appraisal was $30,000. 
And if my client starts in at $35,000 
as a top bid, there surely would be 
somebody else interested in com- 
peting in that bidding. 


In answer to a question by Mayor 
Murphy, the lawyer said he was not 
ready to post a binder, but if granted 
a week's delay he would be. L. H. 
Jamouneau said he believed Reilly's 
request for a delay should be 
granted. 


Percy Penn representing Samuel 
Gorlin spoke in favor of the pass- 
age of the ordinance at this meet- 
ing and added: 


Yes, Mr. Mayor. I would like to 
speak in favor of it, for a moment. 
This matter has been before the 
commission for almost threé months. 
It has been analyzed and explained 
by me to the commission in facts 
and figures, and it has been voted 


upon twice, and adjourned for a 
third reading. Mr. Reilly is an at- 
torney coming into this situation 
at the last momert, representing an 
individual who is a total outsider, 
and who apparently is also here be- 
cause the proposition has been sub- 
mitted to him by a broker who has 
been interested in this deal before, 
and who made a 99 year lease. And 
under this lease his cliert failed to 
take possession, under whica lease 
there was a provision that in addi- 
tion to the rent that is to be paid, 
they would pay taxes. Ard he has 
failed over the years gone by, since 
he should have entered possession, 
to pay any of the taxes. This same 
individual now represents the pro- 
posed new buyer today. A man 
whose previous customers have de- 
faulted both with the city and with 
the people with whom they made 
their lease. He comes here today 
under those circumstances. If his 
actions were sincere then, he would 
have brought with him, and cer- 
tainly must have known ‘hat he 
should have brought with him, some 
evidence of sincerity, some evidence 
of good faith. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Mayor, 
I would like to say that I do think 
that this person, as evidence of good 
faith, should have put up at least 
a ten percent check. I don't think 
he comes in in good faita or good 
grace when he appears here with- 
out a check or a deposit to bind 
this deal. He is coming in at the 
last hour. However, in view of the 
fact that an address has been made 
by a reputable counsellor of the 
city, I am perfectly willing and 
move that this matter be postponed 
until the next meeting, two weeks 
from today. 


Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
motion by Commissioner Byrne that 
this ordinance be deferred on third 
and final reading for two weeks 
from today. Has the motion been 
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seconded? ^: 4, sn ooo n 


Commissioner Villani: I second i it. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made and seconded. The clerk will 
call the roll. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
before I record my vote, I want to 
make a statement that this matter 
should be definitely settled at the 
next meeting. l am prepared to 
vote in the affirmative until.

by the adoption of this ordinance. I 
vote for a postponement, with. that 
provision.

(4) That such permission be and 
the same is hereby given upon the 
condition and provision that the 
said Fedel Company, Inc. its suc- 
cessors and assigns, shall indem- 
nify and save harmless and said 
City of Newark, its officers, agents 
and servants from any and all claim 
or claims whatsoever, arising from 
or occasioned by defective design 
or construction, or which may arise 
for want of repairs, or which may 
arise through removal of said bridge, 
and shall indemnify and save harm- 
less the said City of Newark, its of- 
ficers, agents and servants, from any 
and all claims whatsoever to any 
person, firm or corporation arising 
from or in any way connected with 
the granting of said permission. 


(5) That such permission be and 
the same is hereby given upon fur- 
ther consideration that said Fedel 
Company, Inc. file with the City 
Clerk of the City of Newark its 
written acceptance of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance within thirty 


(30) days from the date on which it ` 


takes effect.

WHEREAS, the Civil Service 
Commission, at its meeting of 
March 21, 1944, ordered the re-in- 
statement of Richard Lutz as a 
Blacksmith's Helper at $2,288.00 per 
year between the period February 
15, 1942 and July 1, 1942. During 
that time while the bureau was in 
the Department of Public Works, 
Mr. Lutz had been demoted to a 
Laborer at 75c per hour, which de- 
motion he appealed because of his 
seniority over another Blacksmith's 
Helper, junior in service to him who 
had been retained as such. At a 
hearing before Civil Service on De- 
cember 16, 1943, he presented his 
case and the Commission subse- 
quently issued the order for his re- 
instatement plus the difference in 
salary. While classified as a La- 
borer at 75c per hour, he worked 
963% hours and received $722.63. 
At $2,288.00 per year (or $1.10 per 
hour) he would have been paid 
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$1,059.85. He is, therefore, entitled 
to the difference of $337.22; there- 
fore, 


BE IT RESOLVED, by the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, that the sum of $337.22 be 
and the same is hereby appropriated 
to said Richard Lutz, in settlement 
of the judgment aforesaid, to be paid 
on a supplementary payroll to be 
approved by the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and paid out of the 1943 
Emergency Appropriation for Sal- 
aries—Street Cleaning, subject to 
approval by the Commissioner of 
Local Government.

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Newark, N. J. May 24, 1944 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J. was held on the above 
date, at the Conference Room, in 
the Office of the Mayor, at 10:50 
A. M., Eastern War Time. 


City Clerk: Gentlemen, this is a 
special meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners called by Mayor 
Murphy for this morning at ten 
o'clock at this place for the purpose 
of considering a resolution concern- 
ing the Isserman matter, and fur- 
ther, for the matter of apportion- 
ment of costs on the Raymond 
Boulevard improvements. 


Mayor Murphy: The meeting will 
come to order. The clerk will call 
the roll. 


PRESENT: 
Mayor Vincent J. Murphy 
Commissioner John A. Brady 
Commissioner Joseph M. Byrne, Jr. 
Commissioner John B. Keenan 
Commissioner Ralph A. Villani 


Mayor Murphy: On the Isserman 
matter, I would like to make a state- 
ment to the Commissioners. On 
Monday, I was informed that cer- 
tain evidence would be placed at my 
disposal to present to the commis- 
sioners for their consideration, for 
the adoption” of a resolution to re- 
instate the taxes and liens on the 
Isserman property. 


I have since ascertained that the 
records and data are now in the 
hands of the Grand Jury, and are 
nof available to us. So I thought I 
would report that to the. commis- 
Sioners, because I was first informed 
that this information would be 
made available so that it could be 
presented here to the commission. 
But since it has now been placed 
in the hands of tbe Grand Jury and 
is not available, I do not see any 
Eood reason why a resolution should 
be presented without presenting the 
facts that had been brought to my 
attention. 


Of course if the commissioners 
desire to consider a motion that the 
corporation counsel should study 
and investigate the facts contained 
in a supplemental charge made by 
Judge Brennan to the Grand Jury 
concerning the Isserman investiga- 
tion that is something for the Com- 
mission to consider if it so desires. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I would like to make a statement 
concerning this transaction. If, as 
Judge Brennan charged, Mr. Isser- 
man was not the owner, equitably or 
legally, of the Mulberry Street 
premises at the time the late Direc- 
tor Murray negotiated for the lease 
of the same, and at the time the 
repairs were made, then I would be 
in favor of passing a resolution to 
rescind at this time. I am not sure 
what legal effect a rescinding resö- 
lution would have now. The mat- 
ter should Be referred to the Law 
Department at once for a title ex- 
amination and new report. 


But if the fact turns out to be as 
Judge Brennan charged, then the 
city should not only pass a rescind- 
ing resolution, but should by every 
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means “seek ‘redress’ through: the 
courts for the fraud practised upon 
it through this misrepresentation. 


Between the meetings at which 
the Isserman transaction was dis- 
cussed, each of the commissioners 
received from the Law Department 
data covering the facts which were 
based upon the understanding that 
Isserman was the owner of the 
property involved, and that the city 
was morally obligated to reimburse 
him for expenses which he alleges 
he incurred. If fraud was practised, 
it was first upon the members of 
the Law Department, and then 
through them, by virtue of their 
recommendation, upon the commis- 
sioners. It is enough for a well- 
meaning official to discharge his 
public duties. He should not be 
compelled to contend with failure 
when he has a right to expect re- 
liability. 


If in order, I, therefore, demand 
that every member of the Law De- 
partment, who was in any way con- 
nected with this matter, forthwith 
cooperate to the fullest extent with 
the prosecutor and the Grand Jury 
jin bringing to light every possible 
pertinent fact. 


For myself, I have already co- 
operated with the Prosecutor’s 
office, and through them with the 
Grand Jury, in.all matters requested 
of me, and I shall continue to hold 
myself available for them at all 
times. . 


Mayor Murphy: Commissioner, 
that is the reason why I suggested 
that the commission, in my opinion, 
should make a motion directing the 
Corporation Counsel to study and 
investigate the facts contained in 
that supplemental charge made by 
Judge Brennan to the Grand Jury 
concerning the Isserman transac- 
tion. 


:'Commissioner Brady: I so move 
you, Mr..Mayor, I, move that the 
Law Department be instructed to 
give us a report on the search and 
title examination on the Isserman 
property as of the date involved. 


Commissioner Byrne: How about 
having this resolution in writing so 
that we know. just what it is all 
about? 


Mayor Murphy: The resolution 
wil be prepared and brought in. 
Commissioner Brady: I would 
like to have included in that reso- 
lution, if you please, what effect the 
legal rescinding would be on the 
matter as it stands today, and a re- 
port from the Law Department on 
that phase of it also; right now. 


Mr. Schotland: May I ask, Direc- 
tor Brady, who from the Law De- 
partment gave data to the Commis- 
sioners? 


Commissioner Brady: I don't 
know who gave it to the Commis- 


sioners. I have it from two years 
ago. 
Mr. Schotland: Was it sent by 


any member of the Law Depart- 
ment? 


Commissioner Brady: I don’t 
know whether it was or not. I have 
letters written John Murray, Jr, 
John Howe, William Egan, and half 
a dozen people. 


Mayor Murphy: Mr. Schroeder 
sent them to the commissioners. 


Commissioner Villani: Schroeder 


sent them in. 


Mayor Murphy: I know I wrote a 
letter to the corporation counsel 
which is in the files, calling his at- 
tention to the transaction and he 
forwarded to me the information 
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which we now have in our records. 
I assume he sent that same informa- 
tion to all of the directors. 


Mr. Schotland: I personally had 
nothing to do with that investiga- 
tion, and I am not in any way em- 
barrassed in looking into the mat- 
ter. But nevertheless, I consider it 
woul dbe for the very best interest 
of the cit yto have a member of the 
Law Department who was not a 
member of the Law Department at 
the time of the transaction, assigned 
to it. Therefore I asked Mr. Astley 
to be present today, because the 
notice of this meeting said that the 
matter would come up. And I 
would like the commission to know 
that I am going to ask Mr. Astley to 
do whatever 'you ask him in the 
resolution, because he is in the po- 
sition of not having to hide or cover 
anything, and could go into the 
matter thoroughly and unbiasedly, 
and render an opinion without fear 
or favor to anyone. And I will co- 
operate with him. 


Mayor Murphy: May we have the 
resolution prepared? 


Mr. Schotland: I understand the 
request to be for an opinion as to 
the power to rescind and the effect 
of a rescinding resolution. 


Commissioner Brady: That is it. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 


what we want. 


Commissioner Brady: I want an 
analysis of the whole history of the 
case. 


Commissioner Byrne: As long as 
Director Brady and Mayor Murphy 
wanted to have the Law Depart- 
ment investigate a lot of things 
about this Isserman transaction, 
could I as a member of this commis- 
sion ask that some consideration be 


shown to me on the statements 
made in the charge of the court? 
It has been worded in the charge 
by the court to the jury, and pub- 
lished in the press, that the resolu- 
tion in the Isserman matter eman- 
ated from the Department of Public 
Works—which is not so. 


It is pretty difficult to sit idly by 
and be accused of starting this reso- 
lution in the Department of Public 
Works. I don't think it is fair. I 
have been quiet about it, I have not 
said anything; but there has been 
no effort on the part of the com- 
mission or, anybody else to make 
any statement that it is not so. So 
I thought it might be a good thing 
this morning, when you all seem to 
be upset about certain things that 
were said in the court charge, the 
supplemental charge, that maybe 
you may give some consideration to 
a fellow commissioner as a matter 
of truth. This is a good time to find 
out about it. 


Commissioner Brady: I think 
Commissioner Byrne is correct. 


Mayor Murphy: I don't know. I 
was not at that meeting. I have a 
letter in my file where that matter 
was to come before the commission 
about a month before that, and I 
was at that meeting, and I think 
you missed that meeting Commis- 
sioner Byrne. You missed two 
meetings straight, but at that time 
the matter did not come up. It was 
not even brought to our attention 
at that time. And two weeks later 
I was at that meeting, and noth- 
ing was brought up by the Law De- 
partment. And the following two 
weeks, as I said, Mrs. Murphy and 
I went off for a week on our an- 
niversary, and the matter did come 
before the commission, I am not 
able to determine who presented it, 
so I am not able to pass judgment 


on that. 
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Commissioner Byrne: The certi- 
fied record, and the transcript of 
those minutes show that the resolu- 
tion was introduced by Director 
Villani and passed, and seconded by 
Director Brady. 


Commissioner Villani: Not “in- 
troduced.” 

Commissioner Brady: It was 
moved. I 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, moved, 


Commissioner Byrne: I beg your 
pardon—moved. At the afternoon 
‘session, Director Villani did not 
appear—there was a bare majority. 
At that time I again presided, and 
naturally I do not introduce any 
resolutions while I am presiding in 
the chair. Now, the minutes in the 
morning show that it was moved— 
not by me. The minutes in the 
afternoon, the booklet shows— why, 
I don't know, and I cannot tell you 
at this particular minute—that one 
group of these resolutions was in- 
troduced by Byrne and another 
group introduced by Keenan. How- 
ever, the official transcript certified 
by the official stenographer, shows 
that Byrne introduced no resolution 
whatsoever in the afternoon. 


The original resolution happens 
to have my name on the top as the 
first signer. Why, I don't know, ex- 
cept that I suppose the acting city 
clerk presented it to me first. But 
I did not move it. The Law de- 
partment was not in my department 
at the time. And I have been pub- 
licized in the press and in the charge 
as having introduced this resolution. 
And I am positive that it is not true. 


If I am charged with it because 
my name is at the top of the reso- 
lution, that is unfortunate, because 
the record shows that it was moved 
by Director Villani and not by me, 
and I was presiding in the chair and 


would not be introducing any reso- 
lutions as lopg as it was not coming 
out of my 'department. 


Now, I would like some clear- 
ance on this, and I think, in justice 
to myself, I am entitled to it. I sił 
here and listen to everything that 
could be said about city affairs, but 
I think this is one time it might be 
nice to see my fellow commissioners 
try to show that maybe it is not 
true. Because yo uall know that it 
is not the truth. The city clerk 
knows it is not the truth, and the 
assistant city clerk knows it is not 
the truth. And if anybody wanted 
to make an effort to find it out, he 
will find out it is not true. 


If you will look back at the min- 
utes of the February meeting, you 
will see where Mayor Murphy stated 
that this was a matter for the Law 
Department. He had so notified Mr. 
Isserman. And the Law Depart- 
ment would notify every member 
of the commission and give them 
the data that they needed to in- 
telligently vote on this question, on 
this moral obligation. And it was 
prepared by the Law Department. 
How it got in here, I don't know. 


Mayor Murphy: I was not here, 
Commissioner; but certainly some 
member of the Law Department or 
somebody must have presented it. 


Commissioner Byrne: The min- 
utes of that meeting on June 3rd, 
when it was voted on down here in 
the morning, showed that Byrne 
asked the question of the counsel, 
"Have you got the resolution with 
you?" And he said, "I have got it." 

Commissioner Brady: is 
right, it is in the minutes. 


That 


Commissioner Byrne: That is 


right. That is in the minutes. 
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Commissioner” Villani: Well, it. is 
in black and white: `.. . a 

Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I think Director Byrne is entirely 
Tight, but I think: we have.a right 
Xo know, as Commissioners, who 
prepared the individual resolution 
—the individual who prepared it. 
The moving and seconding of any 
matter before the commission is 
done primarily to bring it before 
this body so that we could take 
official.action on it. It should not 
be difficult to find out who brought 
in the resolution, who introduced 
it. We certainly should know who 
prepared a resolution. 


Commissioner Byrne: Mr. Fast 
states he prepared the resolution. 


Commissioner Brady: For whom 
did he prepare it? Who asked him 
to prepare it, for the record? 


Commissioner Byrne: For the rec- 
ord, gentlemen, may I ask those that 
were present at that meeting, to- 
day, do any of you think that I in- 
troduced that resolution? 


Commissioner Keenan: We know 
you did not. 


Commissioner Brady: I would not 
say so. 
No, 


. Commissioner Villani: we 


won't say you did. 


Commissioner Byrne: The charge 
of the court to the jury was that this 
emanated from the Department « of 
Public Works. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 
true; but so far as I know, you did 
not introduce the resolution. I 
know it came from the Law De- 
partment. 


Commissioner Byrne: Could we 


be reinstated? 


get:some sort.of an opinion now as 


to what legal effect a rescission 


would have now? Could the lien 


Mr. Schotland: I would rather not 
answer that now. But let that be 
enibodied in the answer that Mr. 
Astley will prepare. 


Commissioner . Byrne: Don't you 
think the commissioners should have 
before them the opinion of the Law 
Department so as to study. it? 


Mr. Schotland: But you ought to 
have it in official form, properly 
thought out and studied, so you 
could act on it. So far as an in- 
formal opinion is concerned, I gave 
you one when the resolution was 
brought up, to pay the additional 
$5,000. to which I objected. Now 
the question is to receive real thor- 
ough consideration, and it will be 
fully answered, with citations of 
authorities one way or the other, 
whatever the study develops the 
real opinion to be, and it will be 


submitted to you. f è 
Commissioner Byrne: About 
when? 
Mr. Astley: I say it would be 


problematical, and therefore it will 
have to be studied. The question 
as to whether under the circum- 
stances prevailing, you should re- 
scind—that is for you to consider. 
The point here is that a rescission 
would be a waste of paper, for the 
very simple reason that there are 
subsequent liens. undoubtedly on 


-that property, and you will have to 


take them.into consideration. And, 


therefore, you will have to have.a 


hearing, and therefore, you will 
have to have a determination by the 
court. I think the matter will have 


to be studied, and reported back. 


Commissioner Keenan: Being duly 
elected bona fide members of the 
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city commission, I feel as real red 
blooded Americans, that we must 
and should sit here and face all 
situations that confront us with re- 
gard to the carrying out of' the city's 
business for the welfare of the citi- 
zens, and the taxpayers also in 
mind. I think any action this morn- 
ing on the Isserman proposition is 
irrelevant. I cannot see why we 
order an investigation now of some- 
thing that our law department has 
already advised us on. 


After quoting at length from let- 
ters written by Peter J. O’Toole, 
former city clerk, Commissioners 
Howe, Murray and Gillen, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Schroeder, and 
others, Director Keenan said: 


I think any action is irrelevant 
to the situation. It is in the hands 
of the jury. Let us hope that they 
speedily dispose of this matter. I 
am ready to face any accusation. 
As a member of this commission, I 
think I have made publie utter- 
ances to that effect, that Newark 
never had a more honorable city 
commission than it has today. Its 
interest in the business of the city 
of Newark and of the taxpayers was 
never more honorably carried out 
by any previous city commission. 


What is behind all this is a ques- 
tion that we may some day learn. 
Maybe at some future date we will 
have much more to say. But I 
stand on the information that I 
have in my possession as legal and 
factual It was in the possession of 
the legal department, in the hands 
of Ray Schroeder, where he says 
himself, for two or three years. He 
was an honorable member of our 
Law Department, and in my opinion 
I had faith in Ray Schroeder as an 
individual and as an honorable and 
upright citizen, and as a legal ad- 
visor, and as a member of the bar. 


I refuse to vote on any resolu- 


tion with regard to any matter per- 
taining to the Isserman case, for the 
reason in my opinion it is irrelevant. 


Commissioner Byrne: I would 
like to find out from Mr. Reichen- 
stein here, who is supposed to have 
introduced this resolution. I see 
where Mr. Stanton was brought be- 
fore the Grand Jury. And nobody 
has corrected the statement that this 
thing does not emanate from the 
Department of Public Works. I 
know that it is the opinion of every- 
body here in responsibility that it 
does not emanate from the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. So why not 
clear the record right now, on the 
day of this meeting, as long as you 
called this meeting for the Isserman 
matter? 


City Clerk: You just answered 
that question for me. You say I 
was not here. Why ask me for 
that? 


Commissioner Byrne: I want to 
know who had charge of the city 
clerk’s department. 


City Clerk: Mr. Bross was the 
acting city clerk at that time; but 
I have since been given to under- 
stand he was not at the conference 
that day. 


Commissioner Villani: The min- 
utes say it emanated from the Law 
Department, and the Law Depart- 
ment at that time was in Mayor 
Murphy's Department. 


Mayor Murphy: Yes. Well, the 
Law Department was in my depart- 
ment, I guess, at that time. I don't 
know when it was transferred. 


Commissioner Byrne: Some time 
in 1943. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, I had noth- 
ing at all to do with it, outside of 
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the fact I remember that Mr. Isser- 
man came in to me to talk about it, 
I told him I was opposed to it. And 
he left a long statement with me, 
and then came back, I believe, later 
on and got it. But the Law De- 
partment was handling the trans- 
action, to the best of my knowledge, 
when I started to— 


Mr. Weitzman: In 1938 apparent- 
ly, our file indicates that the Mayor 
was going to offer a number of cer- 
tificates for sale, at a public sale, 
and this certificate was included in 
it. 


Commissioner Byrne: I noticed a 
statement in: the press, and you 
wonder whether it is correct. It 
states that this was non-suited on 
May Ist, 1942. 


Mr. George Astley: I think I could 
answer that. I had a talk the other 
day with Mr. Schroeder, and he 
said in advertently the case had 
gone off the list, or off the calendar, 
and he signed a stipulation rein- 
stating it, which is a matter of 
ethies for the attorneys to do; and 
it was not non-suited. 


Commissioner Byrne: Yesterday's 
papers stated that this was non- 
suited on May 21st, 1942. Is that 
correct? 


Mr. George Astley: I think it was 
not non-suited. I think it was, as 
he told me, it had inadvertently 
gone off the calendar. 


Commissioner Byrne: On May 1st, 
1942?  'This resolution was intro- 
duced on June 3rd, 1942. 


Mr. Schotland: This is al going 
in the record. The file on that will 
have to be checked first. 


Commissioner Byrne: I think it is 
an important question. 


Commissioner Villani: It is im- 


portant. 


Mr. Schotland: I want to advise 
the commission in the regular 
proper ethical practice of a member 
of the bar if a case which both are 
putting off from time to time, in- 
advertently is either put off the list 
or non-suited, because somebody ne- 
Elected to answer for the attorneys, 
by stipulation it is put back on the 
list. 


Commissioner Byrne: The reason 
I asked the date is because Ralph 
Villani at the meeting said that this 
is about to come to court, and it 
does not seem right to be non-suited, 
or something to that effect. 


Mr. Schotland: We will look up 
the file and find out the dates. 


Commissioner Byrne: I am only 
asking about the matter of the 
date, because there are some rec- 
ords in the file here, which shows 
May Ist, 1943, rather than 1942. 
That is why I am asking about this 
matter of the date. The press said 
May lst, 1942. 


Mr. Schotland: I am having it 
checked now. 


Mayor Murphy: Commissioner 
Byrne, is this what you have ref- 
erence to? In the June 3rd, 1942 
minutes, as I heard it here, it states, 
“Commissioner Byrne, have you got 
your resolution before the commis- 
sion now?” “Mr. John Clancy: Yes. 
There is a resolution which I dis- 
cussed with Mr. Schotland, and 
which he and Mr. Fast approved.” 


Mr. Schotland: That is a mistake. 
He meant Mr. Schroeder. 


Mayor Murphy: And then Com- 
missioner Byrne said, “What do you 
want to know now? Do you want 
to know now whether the city will 
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approve it this morning?” “Mr. 


John Clancy: Yes, sir." 


“Commissioner Brady: Yes. There 
was a motion made. Of course this 
is just an executive session here 
now." Now Commissioner Villani 
says: “I move that we concur with 
the recommendation of the Law 
Department and approve it." 

Commissioner Villani: That is 
right. 


Commissioner Byrne: Not on my 
proposal. 


Commissioner Brady: That is right. 


Mayor Murphy: I am reading 
from the minutes here which indi- 
cate very definitely to me that the 
resolution came from the Law De- 
partment, and it is a matter of liti- 
gation. 


Commissioner Byrne: The point is 
that because a man's name appears 
at the top of a resolution, with no 
exception granted, he must have in- 
troduced that resolution— that is in- 
ferred. Now, that is not so, and I 
think that should be corrected in 
fairness to me. : 


Commissioner Keenan: If it were 
me, Joe, I'd write to Mr. Brennan 
and maybe he will be fair enough 
to correct it in the press. 


Commissioner Byrne: The stand 
was taken that because Byrne's 
name appears heading the resolu- 
tion, that I must have brought it 
in and introduced it, despite the 
fact that I was the presiding officer 
that day and despite the fact that 
the Law Department was not under 
me, and despite the fact that the 
Law Department admits drawing 
the resolution. 


Commissioner Villani: The gen- 


eral rule is that the one whose sig- 
nature appears on top usually in- 
troduces the resolutions; but there 
has been a lot of exceptions to that. 


Commissioner Byrne: Certainly. 


Commissioner Villani: Maybe 
sometimes I sign it first, but it does 
not always happen to be in my de- 
partment. 


Commissioner Byrne: But in this 
particular case the official record 
does prove it, and what I am try- 
ing to say is it still exists, but the 
press reiterates it, and there has 
been nothing deleted from the 
charge. 


Mayor Murphy: I wonder whether 
or not the then corporation counsel 
Schroeder and Fast who is involved 
in this transaction, would not make 
a statement to the effect that this 
was a matter that was in litigation 
through the Law Department, and 
it was through them it was present- 
ed to the members of the commis- 
sion? 


Commissioner Byrne: Well I 
think they already made that state- 
ment. They said, "we did intro- 
duce it," and they still say that they 
did. I know in the absence of one 
official somebody else signs reso- 
lutions. I have been away, and 
some of you men signed mine. And 
Isigned yours. In the absence of the 
Mayor, I preside. 


Commissioner Villani: That same. 
day there were a lot of payroll 
sheets of the Mayor that we intro- 
duced that day, that we all signed. 
How about in the zoning matters? 
Brady signed them first all the time. 


Commissioner Keenan: And they 
belong to Keenan. 
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Commissioner Villani: And they 
are in your department(addressing 
Commissioner Keenan), and it 
is brought to Brady first, and I am 
second. But that does not mean 
that Brady introduced those resolu- 
tions. 


Mr. Schotland: The record shows 
that it was not introduced by Direc- 
tor Byrne. 


Commissioner Byrne: Maybe Mr. 
Reichenstein could find out for us 
who was ihe acting city clerk that 
day. 

” Commissioner Villani: Reichen- 
stein does not know. He was not 
there. 


Mr. Samuel Weitzman: All the 
minutes say is the acting city clerk 
called the roll. 


City Clerk: Of course what hap- 
pened while I was on vacation with 
pay, I cannot account for. 


Commissioner Brady: I think that 
the matter that Commissioner Byrne 
wants to have cleared up is how 
the resolution came up before the 
commission, how it was, brought 
here physically. By what source. 
I think he is justified in complain- 
ing about the publicity he received 
indicating that it emanated in his 
department. I think it is unfair to 
him, and I think it was not only 
unfair to him, but it is un-Ameri- 
can for anybody to accuse any com- 
missioner of an act unless they have 
positive proof that the person was 
involved in the commission. There 
is no question why it should not be 
cleared up. 


Mr. Schotland: Will you hold that 
up just for a minute—this is equally 
important to Director Byrne. The 
case was reinstated not in 1942, but 
in 1941, and it was reinstated by 


order of the court, signed by Judge 
William A. Smith on the 29th day 
of May, 1941, and the consent there- 
by is entered by Raymond Schroe- 
der. The statement in the press 
that it was non-suited in 1942 is an 
erroneous one. 


Mayor Murphy: Will the clerk 
read the resolution now? 


Commissioner Brady: I read that 
resolution, and it does not comply 


` with my idea of the way it should 


be drawn. 


Mr. Schotland: Members of the 
commission, the Law Department 
understands what it is you want, 
and wil do it without any resolu- 
tion. 


Mayor Murphy: Let us hear what 
the director has to say. 


Commissioner Brady: Let us have 
a proper and all inclusive resolution, 
or none at all If the city commis- 
sion goes along with the present 
resolution, which is confined to the 
supplemental charge of Judge Bren- 
nan, then if any other new facts are 
disclosed, then the city commis- 
sion will have to repeat it and in- 
troduce another resolution covering 
the same thing, and keep that kind 
of stuff going over and over again. 


Commissioner Villani: The Law 
Department knows about it and they 
have acquiesced to go along with 
your wishes without a resolution. 
Is that so, Mr. Astley and Mr. Schot- 
land? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes. 


Commissioner Brady: There is 
just one more thing. All this talk 
about what action the former city 
administration took on this trans- 
action certainly was not disclosed 
to us. We knew nothing about that. 
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If it was rejected, it had not been 
brought to my attention as a mem- 
ber of the commission. And I might 
say, while on that subject, that I 
don't base my judgment as a city 
commissioner on what any previous 
city commission did. They may have 
done a lot of things that I would 
not think about doing, or use my 
judgment on. And I may have done 
Stuff that they would not think of 
doing. And my judgment may be 
right—theirs may be wrong. 


City Clerk: You were talking 
about the signers on these resolu- 
tions. All of this thing can be 
avoided if it is done in a little bet- 
ter business like manner by my de- 
partment. I am not talking dis- 
paragingly about my own depart- 
ment or any of the commissioners’ 
departments; but if we have a stan- 
dardized form of resolution in the 
first instance, and for ordinances, 
such as I have a standardized form 
for certifications which you get from 
me, it would be better. Now, I 
don't see any reason why—and let 
us not begger the cost of this thing, 
whether it is borne by my depart- 
ment in stationery and supplies; but 
let us get a uniform resolution. Let 
'the resolution be on top, in printing, 
"Resolution of the City of Newark, 
Recommended by, Approved as to 
form and legality,” and space for 
that. Let that be at the top of the 
resolution. And at the bottom let's 
have five lines for signatures. And 
when the man presents it, who 
cares if he is present or he is not 
present, or if he sponsors it, or if 
his deputy who is delegated for him 
in his absence, is there. It is on 
there. That is the way to do it. 


Commissioner Villani: Yes, that 
is the way to do it. 


City Clerk: That is the proper 
way to do it, and I recommend and 
urge that you have adopted a reso- 
lution that it be done in that way. 


Commissioner Brady: I agree with 
you. I think that should have been 
done many, many years ago. 


City Clerk: The thing is, and 
please Mayor don't take this as a 
disparaging statement, because I 
respect the action that you took; 
but if the city clerk had not been 
allocated—and I still think I should 
not have been allocated because I 
am serving in five departments and 
not one—I say to you if this was an 
independent agency, we could do it 
much better. You directors work 
independently, but I can't You 
see, I am here to help this commis- 
sion, and any other commission 
that follow this. 

Commissioner Byrne: How will 
you work it? 


City Clerk: As a mnon-depart- 
mental agency, to serve every one 
of you fellows. 


Commissioner Keenan: That was 
my theory at the outset. 


Commissioner Brady: But you 
don't mean to infer Mr. City Clerk, 
that there have been any restric- 
tions on your part as city clerk. 


City Clerk:. Absolutely not; .but 
when you are an independent agen- 
cy; there is a freer movement,.;But 
you don't restrain me. In fact, you 
have encouraged me to act the other 
way. But, it is just natural. For 
instance, when I was a non-depart- 
mental agency—and this may be in- 
teresting to know—I was the spon- 
sor for the voting machines; I 
made an independent investigation, 
at my own expense, that took over 
seven months. I went to Wilkes- 
Barre, and I went to Scranton, and 
I went to Buffalo, New York, and I 
submitted a report, and that report 
was submitted to the county. And 
as a result of that, the county got 
the machine. And I found out how 
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the machines could be made up 
late, and then I presented the so- 
called voting authority slips. And 
now, after eight years, they are 
making the procedure legal in the 
legislature. 


I don't want the credit for it, 
but you do a lot of these things 
when it flows in that way. Now, 
let me say, on the contrary you 
have done everything you possibly 
could have done to encourage me 
in these things. And I say that 
without any mental reservation 
whatever. 


Mayor Murphy: May we proceed 
with the suggestion that the city 
clerk submit a proposed change of 
form of resolution? 


City Clerk: And a shorter one. 


Mayor Murphy: And a shorter one 
—to the director, Director Brady, to 
be submitted here to the city com- 
missioners for their consideration. 


Commissioner Villani: All right; 
but let us do something. 


Mayor Murphy: So if there is no 
objection, this recommendation of 
the city clerk will be taken up be- 
fore the commission again. 


Mayor Murphy: Is there a motion 
made? 


Commissioner Villani: l so move 
you, that the law department— 


Mayor Murphy: (Interrupting) We 
ought to have some action on the 
record here. I thought the state- 
ment of Commissioner Brady was 
to Supplement the resolution. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I read a statement and as a result 
of that statement I made a motion, 
and then Director Byrne suggested 
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it be made in writing, in the form 
of a resolution. As a result of that, 
the resolution was prepared; but the 
resolution does not meet with my 
ideas of how it should be worded 
with respect to my statement. And 
I understand the Law Department 
has indicated that they will give us 
an opinion and a repori on the 
subject matter of my statement. 
And I presume each member of the 
commission will get it too. 


Mayor Murphy: I am just trying 
to get it officially on the record, 
Commissioner, that it meets with 
the approval of the majority mem- 
bers of the commission. 


Commissioner Brady: I move that 
the Law Department be instructed 
to furnish the commissioners with 
ihe information indicated. 


Mr. Schotland: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the commission, for 
future purposes I would like you to 
understand that I have always con- 
sidered myself not as counsel for 
the one department that has the law 
department allocated to it, but as 
counsel to the entire city commis- 
sion. And I am open to any re- 
quest for any opinion by any city 
commissioner, or anybody connected 
with his department, or with the 
city affairs at any time, without the 
necessity of having it brought up 
before the commission or getting 
permission from Director Byrne. We 
treat ourselves as counsel to the en- 
tire commission, and will comply 
with all requests for opinions at 
any time. 


Mayor Murphy: The clerk will 
cal the roll. 


(The city clerk calls the roll). 
Commissioner Brady: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Byrne: “Aye.” 


Commissioner Keenan: I vote *no" 
for the reasons that I have already 
stated. 


Commissioner Villani: “Yes.” 
Mayor Murphy: "Aye." 


City Clerk: There is just one 
paragraph that I want to read in 
here—this is Mr. Jamouneau's let- 
ier—that pertains to the Isserman 
matter, that Mr. Jamouneau brings 
to your attention. The rest of it is 
not proper for this meeting. 


This is the letter of May 23rd, 
1944, addressed to the Board of 
Commissioners. The commission- 
ers each received a copy of it. It 
says, "In connection with the re- 
cission of the Isserman tax com- 
promise, which, according to today's 
press reports, will be before you for 
consideration on the receipt of this 
letter, I take occasion at this time 
to renew the demands which I have 
previously presented for the rescis- 
sion of this agreément, and refer 
you to the minutes of your meeting 
of January 27, 1943 for further par- 
ticulars of my objections, also a 
letter which I addressed to Director 
Byrne under date of January 10, 
1943." 


The rest of it pertains to tax com- 
promises, and is not proper business 
for this meeting. 


Mr. Jamouneau: I would like to 
agree with Mr. Reichenstein; but I 
would merely like to have the rec- 
ord show that I am bringing to your 
attention these tax  compromises 
with the.object that the whole mat- 
ter be considered together, inas- 
much as the Isserman matter is be- 
ing brought up for consideration 
anyway. 'The point I am getting at 
is that I would like to have your 
direct attention on the tax abate- 
ment matters at the same time that 


you go into the Isserman matter, 
because they are related. 


City Clerk: This is a special meet- 
ing for that matter; and I will bring 
this up at the next meeting, which 
is on May 31st. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, then. 
We now proceed with the matter of 
the Law Department. 


Commissioner Byrne: What is this 
on? 


City Clerk: The Raymond Boule- 
vard matter. 


Mr. Parsonnet: May I call to the 
attention of the commission the sit- 
uation relating to the Raymond 
Boulevard assessment? I think I 
should review for you what was 
stated at the meeting last week. 


Mr. Parsonnet then gave a com- 
plete history of the Raymond Boule- 
vard opening, from the period plans 
for the improvement were made in 
1930, and including the various 
Steps taken by different city com- 
missions. ‘A lengthy discussion of 
the mater followed during which 
Corporation Schotland summarized 
the situation relating to the im- 
provement as follows: At the time 
that this improvement was plan- 
ned, the opening of Raymond Boule- 
vard, the then city commission, 
from the records, appeared to have 
been undetermined as to whether 
or not to treat that as a general im- 
provement for the benefit of the 
entire city, or as a local improve- 
ment, which would make assess- 
ments against properties specially 
benefited leviable. They first passed 
a resolution making it a general im- 
provement, and for only part way. 
Then they rescinded that and passed 
the ordinance treating it as a local 
improvement, and making the prop- 
erties specially benefited assessible 
for the proportionate share of the 
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cost, limited by the amount of their 
benefits. They then, in making it a 
general improvement, which was 
within their legal power, limited 
that the parts that would be assess- 
ible out of the entire cost would be 
only $700,000. So if the improve- 
ment only costs from $10,000,000 un- 
der the ordinance, they could have 
made it altogether non-assessible; 
but under the ordinance they ad- 
opted, they limited the amount that 
they can assess to, against the prop- 
erties especially benefited, to $700,- 
000. 


After they made that improve- 
ment, that $700,000—and the city 
expended more— was an asset which 
it was the duty of the city to collect 
in as quickly as the law allowed, 
and thereby reduce the tax burden. 
Well they attempted to collect a 
much smaller amount, as Mr. Par- 
sonnet explained, and through tech- 
nical points were thrown out. After 
the Supreme Court's decision, it has 
come to this commission to correct 
it. 


Director Brady: This is a good 
illustration as to how the city com- 
mission has been asked to do some- 
thing without a complete under- 
standing of the matter. There is no 
human being who can be expected 
to comprehend the detailed pre- 
sentation of Mr. Parsonnet in this 
case, and then be in a position to 
act intelligently. I would suggest 
that his analysis be transmitted to 
the members of this commission, 
and give us an opportunity to thor- 
oughly digest it. We can then de- 
cide whether we will approve or 
disapprove it. 


I merely state this for the record, 
gentlemen of the Law Department 
and members of the commission: it 
indicates again how we are abused, 
misquoted, and expected to have a 
supernumerary brain cell so that 


we can sometimes outsmart the 
superman who tries to outsmart us. 


Mayor Murphy: I understand that 
the corporation counsel is going to 
submit that to the commissioners. 
The only question is that he would 
like to have this matter come up at 
the next meeting; but there is a 
doubt in my mind whether he could 
analyze it in that time. 


Mr. Parsonnet: That will be cov- 
ered, Mr. Brady. I can't advise now 
that we can assess for more than 
$700,000; but I will give a full ex- 
planation of it. 


Commissioner Byrne: Has the 
Law Department any other local im- 
provements matters pending com- 
parable to this? 


Mr. Parsonnet: There is one other 
local improvement matter that I 
have knowledge of. There may be 
others. There is one pending now 
on Academy Street; but that is de- 
liberately held up at the moment 
for various reasons at this time. 


Mr. Burnett: There are two. And 
the other one is at Edison Place. 


Mr. Parsonnet: The opening has 
not been made yet. May I call to 
your attention that this Board of 
Assessment for Local Improvements 
may not proceed on it until the 
opening is completed, and the cost 
sheet is presented to the city com- 
mission? 


Mr. Burnett: Pardon me, Mr. Par- 
sonnet. 'There is a question that we 
have to buy that property. 


Commissioner Keenan: Since 


1931? 


Mr. Schotland: In that connection, 
let me explain something to you 
that I became familiar with when 
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I was fighting the city, and not 
representing the city. At the time 
of the assessment for local bene- 
fits for the opening of Raymond 
Plaza West, I represented a client 
who owned property then who 
fought the city on that assessment, 
and had that assessment thrown 
out, by the Supreme Court, on the 
ground that it could not be a local 
assessment under the law. In my 
study of the contract between the 
city and the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
on which I based part of my legal 
argument in the case, I became 
somewhat familiar with the contract 
between the city and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, for the present 
Pennsylvania Station. The opening 
of Edison Place is part and parcel 
of that contract, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad may at any time 
possibly mandamus the city. for 
carrying out that part of that con- 
tract. ` 


Commissioner Villani: Let them 


go to court. 


Mr. Schotland: In order to open 
it, you will have a tremendous head- 
ache. 


Commissioner Villani: We won't 
have any headaches at all, because 
we are not going to open it. 


I move we adjourn. 
Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 


made to adjourn. The clerk will 
call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Byrne, Keenan, Villani, Mayor 
Murphy.

Mayor Murphy: This meeting, as 
you know, has been called as a 
continuation of the last meeting of 
the city commission, to consider bids 
we received on tax title lien certi- 


ficates. 'The meeting will come to 
order. The clerk wil call the 
roll. 

Present: Commissioners Brady, 


Keenan, Villani, Mayor Murphy. 
Absent: Commissioner Byrne.

City Clerk: We 
index number 101 and 102. 
are considered “out.” 


Commissioner Keenan: Why are 
they "out"? 


Mayor Murphy: The highest in- 
dividual bids, were $500 each, and 
the joint bid $1,600 each or $3,200. 
The appraisal is $3,700 on one, and 
$3,600 on the other. 


Commissioner Brady: It is less 
than 50 per cent of the appraisals, 
and I am opposed to it, Mr. Mayor. 


Mr. Walter Reily: Would you 
mind reading the street numbers? 
We have got only the block and lot 
numbers. 


Mayor Murphy: This is numbers 
492 and 490 Broad Street. 492 is 
index number 101 and 490 is num- 
ber 102. The appraisal was $3,700 
on 492 Broad Street; and the bid 
was $1600. 


Commissioner Keenan: I thought 
they were “out.” 


Mayor Murphy: I would not say 
they are "out" It is up to the 
commissioners. 


Mr. Reilly: I am prepared to sub- 
mit a bid for the Paramount Title 
Company of $3,500. 


Mayor Murphy: As far as I am 
concerned, it will not be accepted. 


Commissioner Keenan: Can we 
consider this bidding, or should we 
readvertise, or what?

Mayor Murphy: If the commis- 
sioners consider them out, they are 
"out" Then if we want to put them 
in on another sale, we will put them 
in on another sale. 


Mr. Reilly: Mr. Mayor, I don't 
want to be interrupting the orderly 
procedure of this meeting, but if 
they are "out" at this meeting, there 
will be no re-submission of bids? 


Mayor Murphy: No. 


Commissioner Brady: For the rec- 
ord, I want it understood, so that 
the confusion in my mind will be 
cleared up, is this a continuation of 
the bidding for the properties, or a 
continuation of the meeting? 


Mayor Murphy: Å continuation of 
the meeting. 

Commissioner Brady: Let us have 
it in the record, so that we will 
know. 


Mayor Murphy: This is a continu- 
ation of the meeting of the last 
meeting of the city commission.

The joint 
bid, $4,100. 


Commissioner Keenan: Now, here 
is a funny thing that confronts us 
on these things: Our assessor in 
1944 gives $17,700 on that, and a 
couple of months after, an outside 
assessor gives it at $5,000. How 
could there be that difference? 


Mayor Murphy: There is land 
equalization on Broad Street. Of 
course the appraiser who went out 
on these did not give consideration 
to land value established there. He 
is giving what he believed is the 
present day market value. 


Commissioner Keenan: It looks 
like such a discrepancy there. There 
have been two assessments made in 
a couple of months. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to it. Let it go to foreclosure. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, num- 
bers 108 and 104 are opposed to by 
ali members present. 


Mayor Murphy: Index number 
105 and 106. They are two more 
properties. Number 1 Garrabrant 
Place is appraised at $650. The 
individual bid was $100. And in 
number 106, 2 Garrabrant Place, 
the appraisal was $350. The bid 
also was $100. The joint bid, to- 
gether, was $450 on each, or $900. 


Mayor Murphy: To me I think it 
is a fairly decent bid. You just 
have the land there today. 


Commissioner Brady: I would like 


- to state my objections, Mr. Mayor. 


It is, these two properties—vacant 
lots, adjoin 103 and 104, and it 


seems to me that the property ad- 
joining 103 and 104, could bring a 
much better price with this 1 Gar- 
rabrant Place and 2 Garrabrant 
Place.

Mr. Samuel Weitzman: Yes, it is 
part of a holding, because it is held 
by the same owner; but it is not any 
part of 482 and 484 Broad Street.

Commissioner Brady: Now, Mr. 
Mayor, on the appraisal of that 
property, the appraiser, Mr. Lin- 
nett, in a paragraph here, the third 
paragraph, states, "It is the opinion 
of the appraiser that this property 
has an inherent value of $100 per 
front foot. In round figures, $2,900.” 
If he feels that way about it, it is 
worth at least $2,900, and yet we 
are willing to let it go for $1,125. 
I am opposed to it on those grounds. 


Mayor Murphy: He also says, the 
following, *No one, however, would 
be justified in paying that sum for 
the property at the present time due 
to restrictions on the building.” 


Commissioner Keenan: On what 
does he base that? 


Mr. Weitzman: Your building code 
will not permit a building on a 25 
foot lot today, as I understand it. . 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to it. 


commissioner Villani: I am op- 
posed to it. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, that one 
is “out.” Next is index number 113, 
43 Market Street. The land $13,- 
100, on the appraisal submitted, and 
the building $1,100, or a total of 
$14,200. The bid is $15,550. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: Is that one okay 


with everybody? 


Commissioner Brady: That is 
okay with me. We are getting more 
than it was appraised for. 

Commissioner Keenan: "That is 
pretty good property up there. 48 
is corner Plane Street. 


Mayor Murphy: Then Commis- 
sioner Keenan says "all right.” 


Commissioner. Brady: Okay with 
me. 


Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay with me. 

Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
114. It is number 43 Hill Street. 
There is an appraisal of $3,250 on 
the land and $1,500 on the build- 
ing, or a total of $4,750. The high- 
est bid is $4,100. 

Mayor Murphy: 114 is okay. 

Commissioner Brady: Yes. 

Commissioner Keenan: All right. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay. 


Mayor Murphy: And myself, okay. 


Now, next is 115, 947 Broad 
Street. There is a total appraisal 
of $26,700, and the highest bid was 
$18,100. 


Commissioner Keenan: That is on 
the corner of Broad and Court 
Street? 


Mayor Murphy: That is right. 


Commissioner Villani: I am op- 
posed to it. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to it, because we are now 
taking in a rental of $400 a month. 


Mr. Weitzman: The actual rent 
being collected is $277.50 a month. 


Commissioner Brady: The ap- 
praisal sheet say, "Potential rental 
of $400.” I am opposed to it. 


Commissioner Keenan: Reject it. 


Commissioner Villani: I am op- 
posed to it. ` I 


Commissioner Brady: So am I. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, that is 
out. 


Next is number 116. That is 971 
Broad Street. The total appraisal 
there was $12,400, and there was a 
combination bid there of $20,000.— 
is that right? 


Commissioner Brady: That is 
right. 
Commissioner Villani: What are 


the taxes in arrears, Mr. Mayor? 


Mr. Weitzman: —$16,000 on one, 
and $20,000 on the other, or a total 
of $36,000. 


Commissioner Keenan: Is there 
any income on that? 


Mr. Weitzman: There is an incorue 
of $115 on 971, and $162 on 973. 


Commissioner Keenan: What 


taxes are due? 
Mr. Weitzman: $36,000. 


Commissioner Villani: I am vot- 
ing “no” on both. 


Commissioner Brady: I am votiing 
okay. 


Mayor Murphy: I am voting okay. 


Commissioner Keenan: I

Commissioner Brady: Then that 
one is lost. 


Commissioner Keenan: On Broad 
Street property we should get some- 
thing better than that. 


Mayor Murphy: Next is 118. Num- 
ber 500 Washington Street. The 
appraisal is $3,172. Also number 
119 and 120. The bid there was 
$1,750. 


Commissioner Brady: That is.a 
total of $5,500. 


Mayor Murphy: $5,500. Which, of 
course, I felt was inadequate and 
that should not be approved. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed. 


Commissioner Villani: I am op- 
posed. 


Mayor Murphy: They are con- 
sidered out by everybody. 


Commissioner Villani: Yes. 
Mayor Murphy: Number 121 is 


rejected. The city appraiser ap- 
praises it at $15,000 and somebody 


else at $42,000, and somebody else 
offers us $2,500? 


Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
122. 


Mayor Murphy: That one is “out” 
for everybody. I have it marked 
"rejected," too. Next is number 
123. That is 92 Commerce Street. 
The appraisal is $7,041, and the bid 
is $2,500. 


Commissioner Brady: The bid is 
$2,500, and the building is appraised 
here as $2,721.60. It will be all right 
for firewood. 


Mayor Murphy: I am opposed to 
it. 


Commissioner Villani: I am too. 


Commissioner Brady: Then I am 
oppose to it. 


Commissioner Keenan: I am op- 
posed. 


Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
124. That is 106 Commerce Street. 
The appraisal is $6,588, and the bid 
is $5,250. It seems to me like a 
fairly good offer. 

Commissioner That is 
okay with me. 


Brady: 
Mayor Murphy: I think it is as 

good a bid as we could get. 
Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 
Commissioner Brady: Okay. 


Commissioner Villani: I wil say 
“okay.” 


Next is 125. This is 108 Com- 
merce Street. "The total appraisal 
on that is $9,225, and the highest 
bid was $5,200. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed. ` 


Commissioner Villani: I am op- 
posed. 
Mayor Murphy: Commissioner 


Keenan, are you opposed? 


Commissioner Keenan: It is less 
than half, yes. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay, then every- 
body is opposed. 


Next is number 126. This is 110- 
114 Commerce Street. The total 
appraisal there is $20,813, and the 
highest bid is $13,600. 


Commissioner Brady: That is okay 
with me. 


Commissioner Keenan: What are 
the taxes on that? 


Mayor Murphy: The taxes are 
$35,000, and they have been piling 
up for a number of years. 


Mr. Pellecchia: We are getting 
$170 a month on that. 

Commissioner Brady: Jt is al 
right with me. 


Commissioner Keenan: All right. 
Commissioner Villani: Okay. 


On the next sheet, number 127, 
188 Market Street, the appraisal is 
$48,800, and the high bid is $36,500. 


Mr. Samuel Weitzman: I think I 
ought to say something to the com- 
missioners on this one. After the 
bidding was over, towards the end 
of the bidding, it did appear that 
two of the bidders did sort of put 
their heads together. I called them 
for it, right off the rostrum. And 
since that time Mr. Jamouneau 


privately has made the accusation 
that there was some collusion among 
the bidders. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to it. 


Mr. Weitzman: I have some as- 
surance that we could get some 
better bids at some subsequent sale. 


Commissioner Villani: I am op- 
posed to it. 


Mayor Murphy: I feel we could 
get a better bid, and I am opposed 
to it. 


Next are numbers 128, 129 and 
129A. These three go together. The 
total bid is $14,500. 


Commissioner Brady: They are 
all shacks. 


Commissioner Keenan: Ferry 
Street is a good business street. 


Commissioner Villani: It is right 
around the corner from where I 
live. 


Commissioner Keenan: What are 
the taxes on these? 


Mr. Weitzman: $10,800 on number 
128. $12,800 on number 129. And 
$11,300 on number 129A. ' 


Commissioner Brady: You have a 
$14,500 bid on them, is that cor- 
rect? 


Mr. Weitzman: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: I think they are 
all right myself. Commissioner 
Brady, how do you feel about them? 

Commissioner Brady: I vote 
"okay." . 


Commissioner Keenan: Can we 


Sell the tax title liens for less than 
the appraised value? 


Mr. Weitzman: You could sell it 
for the best price you could get. 


Commissioner Keenan: Under this 
Scheme of publie bidding? 


Mr. Schotland: Under the law, 
you can. 
Mr. Pellecchia: Mr. Weitzman, 


have you got your rents totalled? 


Mr. Weitzman: Those three total 
$371 a month in rents on that prop- 
erty. 


Commissioner Brady: A little over 
$4,000 a year. 


Mayor Murphy: Commissioners 
Keenan and Brady and I vote 
"okay" on them. 


Commissioner Villani: I vote “no” 
on them. 


Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
130. That is number 23 to 38 Ferry 
Street. The appraisal is $14,793, 
and assessed by the city at $12,200. 
And the highest bid is $11,150. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay. 


Mayor Murphy: That one is okay 
with me. ° 


Commissioner Keenan: That one 
is okay. 


Commissioner Villani: That one is 
okay with me. 


Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
131; 85 Ferry Street. The appraisal 
is $3,646, and the highest bid is 
$1,425. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to that. 


Commissioner Keenan: “Out.” 
Mayor Murphy: That is “out” all 
around. Next is number 132. That 
is 31 Holland Street. The bid is 
$1,250. The appraisal is $1,150. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay. 
That one 


Commissioner Villani: 
is okay with me. 


Commissioner Keenan: All right 
with that. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 133 is 
16 School Street. The total ap- 
praisal is $2,200. 


Mr. Weitzman: There is one ques- 
tion there—there they are paying 
the full amount of the taxes. 


Commissioner Villani: That is all 
right with me. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay. 


Next is 134, 135 and 136. The 
assessed appraisals are $6,300, $5,600 
and $6,200. The highest bids there 
are $13,075. 


Mr. Weitzman. Those are three 
rooming houses with attached walls, 
owned by the McTighe's. And they 
dropped out of the bidding. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay. 


Commissioner Villani: It is okay 
with me. 


Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, it is 
okay with everybody. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 137 is 
330-332 Broad Street. The appraisal 
is $6,700, and the bid is $8,125. 


This one is okay with me. 


Commissioner Brady: 137 is okay 
with me. 


Mr. Weitzman: It might be in- 
teresting to know that we had over 
a hundred bids on that property 
hefore it was knocked down. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay all the way 
around. , 


Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
138. That is 53 Broadway. The 
appraisal is $8,100. 


Mr. Weitzman: Number 138 and 
139 should be considered together. 
There was a bulk bid on those two. 


Mayor Murphy: The Commission- 
ers are agreed that they be “out.” 
Numbers 140, 141 and 142 have 
been withdrawn. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 143 is 
36 and 34 Cutler Street. The ap- 
praisal is $4,500, and the high bid 
was $4,600. That one is okay. 

Commissioner That is 
okav with me. 


Brady: 


Mayor Murphy: It is okay with 
me. 


Commissioner Keenan: Al right. 


Mr. Daniel W. McGee: May I say 
a word on that, Mr. Mayor? Thai 
is one of the properties that we hold 
in the Department of Banking and 
Insurance. Now, there are four 
others that have been up in the 
sale, and we offered the highest 
bid. We would like to submit a 
proposition that they be considered 
on a compromise basis. 


Mayor Murphy: Will you please 
wait until we are through? 


Mr. McGee: All right. 


Commissioner Villani: That one is 
okay. 


Commissioner Brady: You had 
better mark that "hold." 


Mayor Murphy: I put the “De- 
partment of Banking and Insur- 
ance" after it on this list. 


Next, 144 and 145 are 111 Ogden 
Street and 113 Ogden Street. They 
are appraised at $250. on each one 
of them, and the bid is $125. on 
each one. 


Mr. Weitzman: These were in the 
first sale, and the bid was $50. each, 
and it was rejected and put in the 
second sale. And they now bring 
$125. each. 


Commissioner Keenan: That is 
good information to give us. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay all around. 


Mayor Murphy: Next is 146. That 
is 210, 206 Mulberry Street. The 
appraisal is $15,098, and the high 
bid was $7,600. 

Keenan: 


Commissioner Throw 


that one out. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay, that one is 
out with everybody. 


Next is 147, 341 Mulberry Street. 
That is vacant land. It was ap- 
praised at $550. and the bid is 
$750. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay with 
me. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay with 
me. 


Commissioner Keenan: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: It is okay with 
Commissioner Keenan. 
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Mayor Murphy: Next number is 


148. That is 1044 and 1046 Broad 
Street. The assessed appraisal is 
$14,900. The assessed valuation is 
$36,800. And the highest bid is 
$41,000. That bidding was very 
Spirited. 


Mr. Weitzman: There was bidding 
between two bidders, and neither 
would give up. 


Commissioner Brady: That is all 
right with me. That is okay with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay. Commis- 
Sioner Keenan? 


Commissioner Keenan: Yes. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 149, 17 
and 194 Tichenor's Lane, that has 
been withdrawn. 


Commissioner Keenan: Numbers 
150 and 151 have been withdrawn 
too. 


Mayor Murphy: All right, num- 
bers 149, 150 and 151 have been 
withdrawn. 


I wil go to number 152, 169 East 
Kinney Street. I see there are 
three of them. 


Commissioner Keenan: They are 
too low. 


Mayor Murphy: Numbers 152, 153 
and 154 are together and are re- 
jected by everybody. 


Mayor Murphy: 155 is one of the 
Department of Banking and In- 
surance, which will come up later. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to that one, too. 


Mayor Murphy: On 157 there is 
no bid at all. 


Mayor Murphy: 158 is 193, 195 
Pacific Street. It is $5,000 on the 
appraisal, and $1,650 on the bid. 


Commissioner Keenan: That one 
is "out." : 


Mayor Murphy: I am opposed to 
that. 


Commissioner Brady: Opposed. 


Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
159. That one is rejected. 


Mayor Murphy: Next, 160 is $1,- 
050 on the appraisal. This is 410 
New Street. The bid is $1,550, 
which is okay with me. 


Commissioner Brady: All right 
with me. 


Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 
Commissioner Villani: Okay. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 161 is 
408 New Street. The bid is $1,675. 
That one is okay with me. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay with 
me. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 162 is 
next. 


Mr. Weitzman: That is the De- 
partment of Banking. And they are 
going to increase their offer, and do 
it by way of compromise. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, we will 
have it before us later. 


Number 163 and 164 are together. 
It is 140 and 138 West Street. The 
total appraisals are $800. and $700. 


or $1500. together. And the total 


bid is $1,150. 
Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 


Commissioner Brady: It is okay 
with me. 


Commissioner Villani: It is okay 
with me. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay with me. 
We now go to 165 at 161 Prince 
Street. The appraisal is $1,800, and 
the bid was $1,150. I consider that 
one as “out.” 


Commissioner Brady: Out with 


"me. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay, it is 
out. 


Mayor Murphy: It is out with 
everybody. Sam Weitzman just 
told me that we had a compromise 
offer in on this one for $1,800. at 
one time. 


Number 106, 284 West Kinney 
Street, the bid at the sale was $4,000, 
which I think is a fairly decent 
price. 


Commissioner Brady: That brings 
in a pretty good rental. That brings 
in a rental of $160. a month rent. 
It brings in $1,900. a year rent. 


Mr. Weitzman: We are collecting 
$133. 


Mayor Murphy: I guess what they 
mean by that is the potential rent 
is $160; but the rent being collected 
is $133. 


Commissioner Brady: It is a cor- 
ner property, and a tavern there 
does a good business. 


Commissioner Villani: I reject it. 
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Mayor Murphy: All right, that 
one is out. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 167, 9-11 
Fairview Avenue. 


Mr. Weitzman: On number 16" the 
amount of taxes due is $2,562., and 
the bidding went up to $3,000. I 
tried to stop them at $2,562, but 
they insisted upon bidding. And 
we took the bids. We will have to 
decide what to do with the excess 
money. 


Since that time, the owner has 
called at our office and indicated he 
wil probably pay the taxes in full, 
and that will probably solve our 
problem. 


Commissioner Brady: Okay with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: Okay with me. 

Mayor Murphy: Number 168 is 
next. On 168 the appraisal is $5,-

posed to it. 
Commissioner Villani: I am too 


opposed. 
Mayor Murphy: That one is “out.” 


Mayor Murphy: Next, 169, is 82 
Magnolia Street. The appraisal is 
$2,900, and the bid is $2,350. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to that. It brings in $82. a 
month rent. It is corner property 
with a grocery store and two apart- 
ments. 


Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay with 
me. 


Mayor Murphy: What is the ac- 
tion on 169? . 


Commissioner Keenan: It is three 
to one. Brady votes “No.” 


Mayor Murphy: Number 170 is 20 
Winans Avenue. The appraisal is 
$5,370., and the bid is $5,725. That 
one is okay with me. 


Commissioner Brady: All right. 
Okay with me. 


Mayor Murphy: It.is okay with 
everybody. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 171 is 545 
Bergen Street. The appraisal is 
$4,770, and the high bid was $3,800. 


Mr. Weitzman: Now, Director, just 

to follow that up, the next property 
was at one time owned by Kaplan 
.Who is in the bail bond business, 
and he has since advised me if we 
would reject this bid of $3,800, he 
would bid higher; that he did not 
have enough money to bid at the 
first sale. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to it anyhow. 


Commissioner Villani: That is out. 


Commissioner Keenan: 
“out.” 


That is 


Mayor Murphy: It is “out” by 
everybody. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 172, 
which I have marked “out” is 310- 
316 Clinton Avenue. The appraised 
value is $10,900, and the high bid 
is $5,850. 


Commissioner Brady: Opposed. 
Commissioner Keenan: “Out.” 
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Mayor Murphy: It is "out" for 


everybody. 


Mayor Murphy: Next is number 
173. That is 268 Clinton Avenue. 
The appraisal is $4,150, and the high 
bid is $2,750. 


Mr. Weitzman: Just before you 
act. Those three properties were in 
the last sale, too. In the last sale, 
268, 266 and 262 Clinton Avenue 
were offered for sale in bulk, and 
the bid was $9,500. It was rejected 
because we had not advertised that 
we would take bulk bids. 


Commissioner Brady: That looks 
bad to me. 


' 


Mayor Murphy: Are those three 
out with everybody? 


Commissioner Brady: That is 


“out” with me. 


Mr. Louis Herman: This is the 
second sale that the bid was made, 
Mr. Mayor and Commissioners. 
These houses run 18 foot frontage, 
and I think they are party wall 
rooming houses. The original bid, 
when it was made at the first meet- 
ing—268 Clinton Avenue was mark- 
ed as the first house, on which there 
was a bid, I think, made of $3,500 
due to the fact that we thought it 
was the corner property. There 
were individual bids, I think. There 
were maybe about seven or eight 
people bidding on those, and then 
there was a bulk bid. One house, 
I think, 262, is boarded up. And 
the last bid, the highest bid that 
was made, I think, was $2,850. on 
one and $2,750. on another and 
$2,850. on another. If you gentle- 
men are familiar with the property, 
it is boarded up. I think the bid- 
ding that was made at that time 
was very excessive. 


Commissioner Keenan: That is a 
swell neighborhood. It is between 
Elizabeth and Johnson Avenue. 


Mayor Murphy: We had a higher 
bid at the other sale. 


Commissioner Villani: We are op- 
posed to it. 


Mayor Murphy: All the Commis- 
sioners are opposed to it. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 176, 
there the bids are way out of line. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to that. 


Mayor Murphy: And the same on 
177. 


Commissioner Brady: The same 
there. 


Mayor Murphy: And the same on 
178. 
Commissioner Brady: That is 


right, on 178, too. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 179, is 
Ti, 77 Clinton Place. The appraisal 
there is $11,000, and the bid is 
$9,975. 


Commissioner Brady: I am op- 
posed to that, Mr. Mayor. This is 
å corner brick building, and it 
should bring at least $12,000. 


Mayor Murphy: Then it is out 
by everybody. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 180, 175- 
181 Clinton Place, and 181, 42-46 


Demarest Street go together. The 
bids are $13,000 and $6,800. 
Commissioner Brady: That is 


okay with me. 
Mayor Murphy: That is okay. 
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Commissioner Villani: Okay. 
Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 


Mayor Murphy: It is "okay" all 
around. 


Mayor Murphy: 182 is 295 Clinton 
Place, and 183 is 297 Clinton Place, 
and 184 is 299 Clinton Place. They 
are assessed at $350. each. And the 
high bid was $425. on each. It is 
vacant land. 


Commissioner Villani: Okay. 


Commissioner Brady: I have a 
“reject” here, and I want to see 
why. 


Mayor Murphy: We have them 
assessed at $1,200 each. 


Commissioner Brady: And they 
are appraised at $350. each. I have 
a note here that states that it is 
common knowledge that the lots 
are worth at least $40. a front foot. 


Mayor Murphy: The appraisals 
were made by Mr. Linnett. 


Commissioner Brady: All right, 
then I wil vote against them. I 
don't care what the other commis- 
sioners do. 


Mayor Murphy: Commissioner 
Keenan, are you in favor of them? 


Commissioner Keenan: Okay. 


Commissioner Villani: I am okay 
on them. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 185 is 
125-127 Schley Street. The ap- 
praisal is $1,071. and the bid is $450. 


Commissioner Brady: I am 
against that for the same reason, 
Mr. Mayor. 


Mayor Murphy: The commission- 
ers vote “out.” 


Mayor Murphy: Number 186 is 
291 Frelinghuysen Avenue. The 
appraisal is $2,700. and the bid is 
$4,600. 


Mayor Murphy:

Mayor Murphy: Number 187 has 
been withdrawn. 


Number 188 is 173, 175 Chancellor 
Avenue. The appraisal is $2,000, 
and the bid is $2,700. 


Mayor Murphy: It is okay all 
around. 


Mayor Murphy: Number 189 is 10, . 
16 Evergreen Avenue. The appraisal 
is $300, and the bid is $100. 


Mr. Weitzman: This is a small 
piece where they cut out through 
on Evergreen Avenue. It is of no 
use to anybody at all Phil Klein 
said, "We would like to get it out 
of the way so that the adjacent 
owner could use it.” 


Commissioner Villani: It is ten 
feet, isn't it?

Commissioner Keenan: Who got 
that?

Commissioner Villani: All right. 


Mayor Murphy: That one is okay. 


Mr. Weitzman: Mr. McGee, on be- 
half of the Department of Banking, 
has submitted a proposal similar to 
what he did after the last sale. 
The Department of Banking is the 
highest bidder on five properties, 
and we will give the numbers of 
them. There was number 133, 
where they agreed to pay the taxes 
in full. There is number 143, that 
is the one on Cutler Street, where 
their bid was $4,600, and they were 
the highest bidder, and that is in 
excess of the assessed valuation. 
On number 155, their bid was $200, 
which is less than the appraised 
value. 


Commissioner Brady: What did 
you get on 143? 


Mr. Weitzman: On 143 they were 
the high bidder at $4,600. The ap- 
praisal was $4,500. 


On 155, they were the high bid- 
der at $200. and the appraisal was 
$300. And they will raise that 
offer to $300. to the appraised valu- 
ation, provided it is done by way of 
compromise. Incidentally, where 
they do it by way of compromise, 


they pay for the appraisal, and they 
also pay the attorney's fee. 


On 162 the bid was $700. and the 
appraisal was $1,000. And they are 
ready to raise their offer by $300. 
to make it $1,000. 


On 191, which is 30 Boston Street, 
there they bid $1,275, and the ap- 
praisal was $1,450. "This property 
was in the last sale and somebody 
bid $1,500. for it, and that bid was 
rejected. So, in order to be con- 
sistent, they are raising that bid to 
$1,550. which is higher than what 
you got at the April sale. The high 
bid at the April sale was $1,500. 

This will be done by way of com- 
promise, and if it meets with the 
approval of the commissioners, the 
bids will be rejected, and the com- 
promise will be introduced by the 
next meeting. 


They were also the high bidder 
on numbers 149, 150 and 151, which 
is the situation as I explained to 
you, that I withdraw them from 
the sale because after they were the 
high bulk bidder, and we attempted 
to split up the bulk bid, somebody 
injected a little higher bid on one 
of the three certificates. There they 
are willng to renew their high bid 
of $2,250, which is in excess of the 
appraised valuation, and which will 
be done by way of compromise. 
That is to be split up into $850., 
$800., and $600. 


If we could have a motion that 
their bids be rejected and their 
compromise bid accepted, we could 
have that done. 


Commissioner Brady: I so move, 
Mr. Mayor, that we reject them. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion is made

An 
applieation for this place was be- 
fore the Commission some time ago, 
for another purpose, and it was 
turned down. It is now before us 
for a new purpose and it has been 
deferred until today. So those of 
you who are opposed, you may pro- 
ceed. 


Speaking in opposition at the 
hearing were George Gennell 280 
Garside Street; Richard and Vin- 
cent Mateer, Morris Fuslutti, Miss 
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Wunderlan, and Lawrence Nisivoc- 
cia. The former said a petition, 
signed by 500 persons, opposed the 
application. Robert Hood, counsel 
for the applicant, Irving Vichness, 
and J. F. Wherry, spoke in favor 
of it. 


Mayor Murphy: You heard the 
reading of the application. I de- 
clare the hearing closed. It is now 
before the city commission for ac- 
tion. What is your pleasure? 


Commissioner Villani: I move the 
rejection. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made. 


Commissioner Brady: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion has been 
made and seconded that the appli- 
cation be rejected. The clerk will 
call the roll. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
before I vote, I would like to qualify 
my vote. Wallace & Tiernan have 
presented a very good case, but I 
believe that there are facilities in 
the city of Newark that could take 
care of the devices that must be 
used in the armed forces through- 
out the world. I know that the 
city of Newark has a place up on 
Hunterdon Street and Springfield 
Avenue, and I am sure that the 
director of Parks and Public Prop- 
erty would be glad to take an ap- 
plication from Wallace & Tiernan to 
use it for storing purposes. It has 
been there for many months, and 
I believe it wil hold all of the 
equipment that Wallace &  Tier- 
nan desire to store. In view of that 
fact, I believe that the people who 
are opposed to the applieation are 
justified, and therefore I vote for 
the rejection. 


Commissioner Byrne: I vote “no.” 


Commissioner Keenan: I have to 
be consistent, inasmuch as I took a 
Stand on two occasions. I gave as 
my reasons on those occasions prin- 
cipally two points. 


As Director of Public Safety, it is 
a congested neighborhood, and it is 
my duty, as far as possible, to have 
from the city streets as many auto- 
mobiles as possible, to keep them off 
the streets: I am for public gar- 
ages. I understand that this gar- 
age houses some 30 to 50 cars.. If 


-this application were granted, those 


30 to 50 cars would find themselves 
on the streets. In addition to that, 
this is a congested neighborhood, 
and the owners and families on Gar- 
Side Street and the owners and ten- 
ants of the buildings on Summer 
Avenue are opposed to it. "There- 
fore, I uphold my vote of consist- 
ency and vote to reject. 


Mayor Murphy: Keenan votes 
“aye.” 
Commissioner Villani: I vote 


"aye" to reject. 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
State that I think, that while the 
matter seems to be serious from the 
point of storage, yet all those who 
came here this afternoon from their 
expressions, certainly indicate that 
they want to see something worked 
out on this application for the stor- 
ing of this army equipment. It seems 
to me, though, as Commissioner 
Brady proposed it, that the general 
feeling is that there are other places, 
other than in this section of the 
city of Newark. I think many of us 
ought to see what we could do to 
help Wallace & Tiernan out in pro- 
curing a place, and I am sure with 
that kind of an attitude, we could 
hel pthe war effort by helping them 
find a place for storing this stuff. 
Therefore, I vote to reject this ap- 
plication.

CITY OF NEWARK OTHER THAN 
IN FEDERAL INSPECTED ESTAB- 
LISHMENTS AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR A FEE FOR SAID INSPEC- 
TION. 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION-- 


ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK 
DO ORDAIN: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful 


for any person, persons, partner- 
ship, firm, or corporation to bring 
into the City of Newark the dressed 
carcass, or any part of a dressed 
careass, of any cattle, Calf, Sheep, 
Lamb, Hog or Goat which does not 
bear a brand or stamp indicating 
such carcass, or part of carcass, has 
been inspected and passed by the 
Federal Bureau of Meat Inspection, 
except under regulations herein de- 
fined. 


Section 2. Any person, persons, 
partnership, firm or corporation, de- 
siring to bring into the City of New- 
ark any food animal carcasses here- 
in mentioned, shall before so doing 
obtain a permit from the Depart- 
ment of Health of The City of New- 
ark. No fee shall be charged for 
said permit but same shall be re- 
vocable for just cause after a hear- 
ing by the Department of Health of 
The City of Newark. 


Section 3. No permit shall be is- 
sued unless applicant shall fill out 
and sign an application for same 
and agree therein to defray any 
and all traveling expenses incurred 
by the Department of Health In- 
spectors in making inspections of 
the plant where the slaughterings 
are conducted. Regular inspections 
will be made of said plant, time and 
date of inspections to be at the dis- 
cretion of the Department of Health. 
Such traveling expenses shall not 
exceed twenty-five ($25.00) dollars 
per annum for each plant. 


Section 4. All food animal car- 
casses slaughtered outside the City 
of Newark in other than in Federal 
Establishments shall be presented 
for examination and inspection by 
the Department of Health at an in- 
spectional depot designated by the 
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City of Newark before same can be 
offered for sale in the City of New- 
ark. The hours of inspection shall 
be between 8 A.M. and 11 A.M. daily 
except Saturday, Sunday and Holi- 
days. 


Section 5. Cow carcasses slaugh- 
tered outside of the City of Newark, 
except those carcasses bearing the 
inspected and passed stamp of the 
Federal Bureau of Meat Inspection, 
will not be permitted to be brought 
into or sold within the City of New- 
ark. 


Section 6. Any carcass of a steer, 
bull, or stag presented for inspection 
shall be cut into not more than four 
pieces, namely two forequarters and 
two hindquarters and all parts of 
said carcass, except the stomach, 
bladder and intestines, must be pre- 
sented at the time of inspection. 
The carcass shall be accompanied 
by the liver, kidneys, heart, lungs 
and spleen, attached as a complete 
pluck; and the head and tongue in- 
tact shall accompany each carcass 
presented for inspection. Each quar- 
ter, head and pluck shall bear iden- 
tical numbered tags of a form ac- 
ceptable to the Department of 
Health of the City of Newark, se- 
curely attached so as io prevent 
said tag falling off or being torn 
away. 


Section 7. Any carcass of any 
calf, sheep, lamb, hog or goat, pre- 
sented for inspection shall have at- 
tached by their natural attachments, 
the head, heart, liver, lungs, kidneys 
and spleen. When any carcass of 
any calf, sheep, lamb, hog or goat 
is presented for inspection with the 
hide on, said carcass and its hide 
shall be entirely free of extraneous 
matter. 


Section 8. A fee of Ten Cents 
($.10) shall be charged for the in- 
spection of each carcass, said fee to 
be paid at the time and place said 


carcass is presented for inspection, 
and a receipt in the name of The 
City of Newark shall be given for 
the said fee. All monies received 
shall be forwarded forthwith by the 
Department of Health to the De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance 
of The City of Newark. 


Section 9. All vehicles used for 
the transportation of any food an- 
imal carcass shall be of a type and 
size so as to allow for the hanging 
of all carcasses with the exception 
of cattle and shall be enclosed in 
such a manner so as to prevent con- 
tamination from dust, dirt, flies and 
other obnoxious agents. Said ve- 
hicle shall be of such construction 
that refrigeration can be provided 
for contents when atmospheric tem- 
perature rises above 40?F. All ve- 
hicles shall be washed both inside 
and outside after each loading and 
maintained in a sanitary condition 
at all times. 


Section 10. Cattle carcasses may 
be permitted to be placed on the 
floor of the vehicle after said carcass 
or parts thereof have been properly 
wrapped in heavy, clean and san- 
itary paper and the floor of the 
vehiele covered with heavy, clean 
and sanitary paper. If said cattle 
carcass is carried along with car- 
casses of smaller food animals which 
bear hides, the cattle carcass shall 
be so packed as to prevent it from 
coming in contact with carcasses of 
smaller animals. 


Section ll. Disposition of car- 
casses presented for this inspection 
as to fitness or unfitness for human 
food shall be made according to the 
Laws of the State of New Jersey 
and the Ordinances of The City of 
Newark. 


Section 12. Any person, persons, 
partnership, firm or corporation, 
violating this ordinance or section 
thereof, shall upon conviction, payl 
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a fine of not more than two hun- 
dred dollars ($200.00) for each of- 
fense, or ninety days in jail, or both. 


Section 13. All ordinances or 
parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with this ordinance shall be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 


Section 14. This ordinance shall 
take effect immediately upon final 
passage and publication and in ac- 
cordance with the law.

Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the commission. 


Before I vote, I would like to make 


a brief statement. 


To be consistent with my policy 
from the time I was assigned the 
Department of Public Affairs, I 
must vote concurrence with the ac- 
tion of ihe Zoning Board. It has 
been my contention that Newark is 
in need of housing. In November, 
1942, we had a survey, and found 
out at that time that there was a 
critical shortage of housing. Also 
in August, 1943, Newark was des- 
ignated as a critical labor area by 
the War Manpower Commission. 


In 1943, I called a meeting of 


civic groups and citizens, and an- 
other survey was made. At that 
time it developed we were in dire 
need of housing units for the war 
workers of the city. 


I went very carefully over the 
transcript of testimony adduced at 
the hearing of the Board, and I 
would like to make this observation 
for the record: 


There were several witnesses who 
iried to inject at the hearing that 
racial discrimination was being 
practiced. I fail to find one iota of 


testimony, either direct, indirect, 
circumstantial, or even  hearsay, 
that is, complete hearsay, that 


would indicate that that is a fact. 
Somebody said they heard it; but 
when they were asked by members 
of the zoning board by whom the 
statement was made, they either 
refused to give the names of the 
persons or did not know. Therefore 
I ruled that out entirely. 


I am taking this action because I 
feel that the war effort must not be 
impeded, and that we should at 
least give the war workers a decent 
place in which to live, and there- 
fore I vote to concur in the action 
of the zoning board. 


Commissioner Byrne: "No." 


Commissioner Keenan: Before 
casting my vote, I would like to 
issue this explanation: I am op- 
posed to the federal government's 
policy of the manner in which the . 
housing projects are not alone con- 
structed, but where they are put. 
Having been born in Newark nearly 
57 years ago, I realize, as undoubt- 
edly does every other citizen that 
knows much about this town, that 
Newark is fast becoming a ghost 
city. There are at least 13 wards 
that have seriously blighted areas . 
so far as housing is concerned. If 
those were removed and the fed- 
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eral government wanted to do any- 
thing to rehabilitate a town that is 
sorely in need of rehabilitation, 
those federal projects should be so 
placed that they would rehabilitate 
our various blighted areas. And 
under this federal government, that 
is not being done. 


We have several housing projects 
in the outskirts of our city that in 
no way do anything to relieve the 
blighted areas so far as housing 
conditions are concerned. I don't 
believe in the policy of the federal 
government that a unit must be de- 
molished before another unit could 
be erected. I am of the opinion 
that if the federal government went 
about this in the proper manner, 
they could and should buy up the 
properties in some of our seriously 
blighted areas, raze them, and re- 
construct in their places favorable 
housings that would create more 
favorable living «conditions. That 
not being the program of the fed- 
eral government, I cast my vote in 
the negative. I vote "no." 


Commissioner Villani: I vote in 
the affirmative because I feel in 
view of the fact that the housing is 
in my division, we have studied 
this matter perhaps much more 
thoroughly than anybody else on 
this dais or perhaps in this room. 


I have been in Washington a 
number of times with the commit- 
tee to try to fight for housing in 
Newark, and I would be very in- 
consistent if I at this time would do 
anything to interfere with that pro- 
gram. For three years I have been 
pleading with Washington to help 
us relieve our situation in Newark 
by giving us housing, and I was 
more than happy that they went 
along with us after fighting for two 
years, on this last one, to get them 
to provide housing in Newark. 


I would be very inconsistent, a 


Director Brady said, after working 
on this program, and we have been 
working on it for quite a long time, 
if I voted against it. I am inter- 
ested in housing in Newark, and I 
am interested in slum clearance. * 
know if we turn this project down, 
perhaps the federal government 
would not go along with us in the 
future, and I don't want to do any- 
thing that will affect the city of 
Newark in the future. We wani to 
be sure, after this war, there is go- 
ing to be slum clearances, and for 
that reason I think we should go 
along with the United States in 
having more housing for the city 
of Newark. And for that reason I 
vote "yes." 


Mayor Murphy: I would like to 
state, before I cast my vote, that 
this naturally puts me in an em- 
barrassing position, with two votes 
for it and two votes against it. 


I think those of you who know of 
my activities in housing, in going 
way back, and without being too 
lengthy, I think I have been respon- 
sible in some degree in having the 
first bill introduced in the State of 
New Jersey, through one of our 
assemblymen and senators to bring 
about housing in the city of New- 
ark. I can well recall even in the 
Vailsburg section, when I was in- 
strumental in bringing about an 
agreement for housing in Vailsburg, 
that many of our people in that 
part of the city came in and pro- 
tested that the agreement of a hous- 
ing set-up in Vailsburg would be 
very bad. I am sure that housing 
developments have greatly im- 
proved that section, in comparison 
with what was there before. 


I also, as did Commissioner Brady, 
read through the testimony which 
had been submitted, and while I 
would like to see a better location 
in the city of Newark, I am satis- 
fied that the city has been surveyed 
pretty thoroughly, and without go- 
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ing to the extent of demolition, 
tearing down of properties and put- 
ting people out, there was no other 
suitable, available site in the city of 
Newark. 


I realize that the factories are 
close by. I am hopeful that as time 
goes by, the whole Ironbound sec- 
tion—not all of it, probably, but € 
fairly sizeable section in that area, 
wil be rebuilt. The planning board 
at the present time in the city of 
Newark is working diligently in 
preparing a master plan for the 
development of the city of Newarx, 
and that will have to be done over 
a period of time after the war. 


I cannot see anything else that 
could be done at this time in view 
of the need. This is needed in this 
city. And in view of the fact that 
it is the only location, and the 
school board will be able to take 
care of the children involved under 
this project, to a great degree in 
comparison with what they would 
be faced with in any other location 
in the city, 1 cannot see anything 
else to do that would be construc- 
tive at this time, but to vote favor- 
ably for this application. 


I would like to say, Commissioner 
Brady, that I don't believe that the 
people of the Ironbound section had 
any thought whatsoever of raising 
a question of discrimination against 
color or creed. I do not believe that 
they are that type of people who 
would take that kind of an at- 
titude, because throughout the 
Ironbound section you will find, I 
think a great amount of mixed 
groups, if I may term it that way. 
But they are all Americans, as 
they are in any other part of the 
city of Newark, living together day 
in and day out, peacefully, and do- 
ing å grand job in the whole war 
effort. This project is not known as 
a project for a particular class of 
people at all This project, as I 


understand it, is for the benefit of 
ihe war workers regardless of who 
they are, as long as they could 
qualify themselves as such. So I 
am casting my vote in favor of the 
application for the erection of the 
apartments. 


I declare the application as recom- 
mended by the Board of Adjust- 
ment approved by the majority 
members of the city commission.

The Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. A building or part of a build- 
ing hereafter arranged and used as 
an assembly hall parish hall lodge 
hall, dance hall, banquet hall, rest- 
aurant, skating rink, or an exhibi- 
tion hall, and every new and exist- 
ing hall used for theatrical or 
motion picture purposes, shall con- 
form with the requirements of this 
Article, excepting as otherwise pro- 
vided by Article XV.

2. Where any building is used for 
the purpose of two or more classes, 
as herein specifled and defined, such 
portion of any such building as is 
devoted to the uses and purposes 
of any particular class shall be con- 
structed, operated and maintained 
in accordance with the requirements 
of the class providing greatest pub- 
lic safety. 


3. No assembly hall or any class 
of hall as listed in paragraph 1 of 
this section, shall be located here- 
after above the second story of any 
frame or non-fireproog building. 


4. The capacity of any assembly 
hall shall be established as one 


person for each seven (7) square 
feet of floor area. 


5. Assembly halls shall have 
stairways and exits equivalent to 
the requirements of Article XV. 


6. Exits shall be placed as far 
apart as practicable and so located 
that if any exit is blocked some 
other exit will be accessible from 
every part. 


7. AM seats, chairs and benches 
shall be placed not less than thirty 
(30) inches from back to back, meas- 
ured horizontally. 


8. If benches without arms be- 
tween seats are used, a seating ar- 
rangement shall not be allowed of 
more than one sitting or seat to 
each eighteen (18) inches of length 
of bench or row. 


9. All seats, chairs and benches 
except chairs in boxes or loggias, 
shall be securely fastened to the 
floor, unless the floor is level, and 
in such cases the seats or chairs 
may be fastened together in groups 
of four (4) or more. 


10. Loose chairs or seats must 
not be used unless a special permit 
is secured from the Fire Commis- 
sioner and Superintendent of Build- 
ings. This requirement does not ap- 
ply to restaurants, dining or dance 
halls.

The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


l. That Section 246 of an Ord- 
inance entitled *An Ordinance to 
regulate the construction, repair, 
alteration and removal of buildings, 
within the City of Newark, New 
Jersey", adopted July 15, 1924, be 
and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 246: Assembly Halls. 


I (a) An Assembly Hall is any 
room in any buildings used for 
public assembly, such as parish 
halls, lodge halls, dance halls, ban- 
quet halls, restaurants, skating 
rinks, exhibition halls, and halls 
used for theatrical or motion pic- 
ture purposes. 


(b A building or part of a build- 
ing hereafter arranged and used as 
an assembly hall shall conform with 
the requirements of this Article, ex- 
cepting as otherwise provided by 
Article XV. 


IL Where any building is used 
for the purpose of two or more 
classes, as herein specified and de- 
fined, such portion of any such 
building as is devoted to the uses . 
and purposes of any particular class 
shall be constructed, operated and 
maintained in accordance with the 
requirements of the class providing 
greatest publie safety. 


II. No assembly hall or any 
class of hall as listed in Paragraph I 
of this section, shall be located 
hereafter above the second story of 
any frame or non-fireproof build- 
ing. 


IV. The capacity of an assembly 
hall shall be established as one per- 
son for each seven (7) square feet 
of floor area. 


V. (a) An assembly hal! accom- 
modating not more than 300 persons 
shall have at least two (2) separate 
exits, each 3 ft. wide. 


(b) An assembly hall accommo- 
dating more than 300 persons shall 
have one exit, at least 5 ft. wide, 
for each 300 persons, or portion 
thereof. 


(c An assembly hall above or 
belo wthe street, or ground story of 
a building, shall have two (2) or 
more fireproof stairways, connected 
with fireproof corridors, leading to 
a street. 


(d) Stairways serving not more 
than 300 persons shall be 3 ft. wide, 
between hand rails. 


(e) Stairways serving more than 
300 persons shall be 44 inches wide, 
between hand rails, for each 300 
persons, or portion thereof. 


(f) AI doors in exits and stair- 
ways shall be hung to swing in the 
direction of outgoing travel but 
shall not, in any way, obstruct the 
required width of exit, stairway or 
corridor. 


(g) Ever ystairway shall be pro- 
vided with approved hand rails on 
both sides of the stairs, for the full 

“length of each flight of steps. A 
stairway more than 44" wide shall 
have approved hand rails with 6 ft. 
high newel posts, dividirg each 
flight of steps. 


ta! Approved illuminated signs 
shall be placed over each exit door- 
way. All exits, stairways and cor- 
ridois shall have adequate electric 
illumina:ion during the hours of oc- 
cupancy. 


VI. Exits shall be placed as far 
apar: as practicable and so located 
that if any exit is blocked some 
other exit will be accessible from 
every part. 


VIL All seats, chairs and 
bencaes shall be placed not less than 
thirty (30) inches from back to back, 
measured horizontally. All seats 
shall be arranged to allow for aisle 
space as approved by the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings. 


VIII If benches without arnis be- 
tween seats are used, a seating år- 
rangement shall not be allowed of 
more than one sitting or seat to 
each eighteen (18) inches of length 
of bench or row. 


IX. All seats, chairs and benches, 
except chairs in boxes or loggias, 
shall be securely fastened to the 
floor. unless the fioor is level, and 
in sich cases the seats or chairs 
may be fastened together in groups 
of fcur (4) or more. :

“2. The Newark Water Works 
operate as a utility under the Di- 
rector of Public Works divorced 
from the other activities of this de- 
partment.” and 


WHEREAS, the Director of the 
Department of Public Works deems 
it for the best interests of the City

Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I agree with you, with your idea 
of having the public come in here 
and giving them an opportunity to 
discuss the matter; but we had only 
recently an ordinance introduced 
here and we gave the public plenty 
of opportunity to come here and 
discuss it, and we were very severe- 
ly criticized by a very high judicial 
dignitary for letting those things go 
unnoticed. And I say again, pub- 
licly, that ft was certainly not in 
accordance with the action that this 
commission had taken at the time. 
We followed every legal procedure 


that was necessary. And if we are 
going to be criticized, and I again 
apologize if I am making any state- 
ments that may be termed repeat- 
ing sentences, if we are going to be 


criticized for using our honest, con- 


scientious opinion, in taking what 
we think is the proper action in 
whatever matter, protecting the in- 
terests of the citizens of the City 
of Newark, I say let’s stop at the 
beginring, and let the courts decide 
now just what rights we have as 
members of the City Commission. 


The matter is now in litigation I 
believ2 with several actions at law, 
and from what I understand, from 
reports in the newspapers, there is 
a trial about to be held by the upper 
court, and I think we should wait 
until they are disposed of, to find 
out just what rights we have in the 
City Commission. 


Commissioner Villani: I want to 
explain my position on the vote too. 
I want to be consistent, as I was in 
the previous matter, and I think this 
matte: should go on to condemna- 
tion proceedings. And for that rea- 
son I fee: that rather than have it 
go by this resolution, that that 
would be the best procedure, as far 
as I em concerned. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
I think that rather than buying 
meadcwlend, I think it is in issue 
wheter or not the people of the 
City of Newark have a right to 
depend on elected representatives, 
and permitting them to use their 
judgment, or whether we are going 
to be run by a dictatorship. I think 
that is the most important question 
to be settled. Whether we use our 
opinion, and then have somebody 
else dictate a policy to us. That 
goes for the courts and everything 
else “00. 


Coramissioner Byrne: I would 
like co make a statement on this, 
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Mr. Mayor, and members of the 
Commission. It is entirely up to 
you gentlemen to vote anyway you 

` care to, but I just want to remind 
all of you that you have already 
bought property at $3,200 an acre 
in this administration You are 
offered this property at $3,200 an 
acre, with your appraisals showing 
that it is a reasonable and fair price. 
And to condemn, you must first re- 
. ject it, and place your own value 
on what meadowland property is 
worth, or what airport property is 
worth. And the responsibility for 
making it less than $3,200 an acre 
for improved property, property 
within the airport itself, rests upon 
the members who would not vote 
for this. You will have to fix a 
value; and the value, as determined 
by outside appraisers as fair and 
reasonable, is $3,200 an acre. It 
isn't entirely that you won't pay 
any more than this for it, but the 
responsibility is that you must place 
it upon a lower value. You take 
that responsibility in saying that it 
is not worth $3,200 an acre before 
the court can condemn that. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 
right. You are right on the point 
of lower value. There is no ques- 
tion about it. 


Mayor Murphy: I guess the other 
point there is, unless I have not 
followed you correctly, that there 
has been an offer made by these 
people to sell it to the City for 
$3,200 an acre. 


Commissioner Byrne: Yes. 


Mayor Murphy: So that if this 
commission rejects the proposal to 
take it at $3,200 an acre, and says to 
these people all that the City Com- 
mission decides to offer you is a 
dollar an acre, then we are in a 
position to proceed with condem- 
nation proceedings. 


Commissioner Villani: That is 


right. 


Mr. Schotland: But you have got 
to make an offer which they refuse 
to accept. 


Mayor Murphy: Of course that 
could be done, if the City so de- 
sires, on the rejection of the ord- 
inance. 


Commissioner Brady: Mr. Mayor, 
may I ask Commissioner Byrne how 
this refusal to purchase the property 
will prejudices the city's rights? 


Commissioner Byrne: I hate to 
have this brought out in the open, 
but you have a federal ship-build- 
ing condemnation on now, in which 
the city hopes to obtain over $3,- 
000,000, and I think the attitude of 
this commission will be taken by 
the United States Government and 
their appraisers when we go into 
the court room before Mr. Kraemer 
to try to get this amount of money 
for the city. I think it will preju- 
dice the city's rights, and it might 
be entirely responsible for the city 
losing quite a large sum of money. 
I would say within the neighbor- 
hood of $3,000,000. Because they 
are going to take the attitude of this 
commission that if improved prop- 
erty within the airport proper is not 
worth $3,200, certainly property 
within the federal ship domain can- 
not be anywheres near what our 
appraisers have already sworn it is 
supposed to have been worth. 


Now, you have a contiguous sit- 
uation there. You have the situa- 
tion that you have already pur- 
chased property in this administra- 
tion, so ordered after title had been 
cleared, at $3,200 an acre, and there 
is only a small part of the airport 
proper on which improvements have 
been made, and in which Mr. Evans 
said this morning, before you com- 
missioners, he thinks the city should 
purchase. . 
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Now, it is entirely your priv- 
ilege to do as you see fit only I 
think you should realize that 7^: 
have put the City in jeopardy, in 
my opinion, on what you think is 
the fair value of what the City has 
offered to it right now, and particu- 
larly in view of the amount of 
money that Mr. Evans has men- 
tioned we put in the airport proper 
this morning, around $30,000,000. 


We are now on record as having 
purchased property at $3,200 an 
acre, and we are now opposing a 
federal shipyard proceeding where 
we will go considerably in excess 
of that, and we have already been 
paid by Sears Roebuck, in the Sears 
Roebuck settlement, I think an av- 
erage value I guess close to a little 
under $19,000 an acre, is that right? 


Mr. Schotland: In round numbers 
$20,000. 


Commissioner Byrne: So, it is my 
recommendation as Director of the 
department, that the property 
should be acquired. If it is not to 
be acquired, that is perfectly all 
right. I have done the best I could. 


Commissioner Brady: I did not 
finish my statement, Commissioner 
Byrne. I am not opposed to acquir- 
ing that property. I want that dis- 
tinctly understood. I want to finish 
my question and ask you whether 
it would prejudice the city's rights 
until after the litigation is disposed 
of. I may agree with you and go 
all the way, but as a matter of 
fact I agree with your description 
and your discussion of what the 
commission should do; but I feel in 
view of the fact the commission has 
been severely and unjustifiably criti- 
cized, that we can wait till final dis- 
position of whatever action is now 
pending, and at that time the com- 
mission can then proceed with this 
problem that you present. I don't 
want Commissioner Byrne to feel 


that I am voting "no" because I am 
opposed to it. I am not opposed to 
voting for the purchase of that. I 
want that distinctly understood. I 
want to oppose it at this time be- 
eause of the Court litigation. 


Commissioner Byrne: In answer 
to thet, Director Brady, when you 
mention your position, I could speak 
freely as to what was said, and as 
to ary criticism that has been made, 
and I speak particularly in my own 
case; but that would not deter me 
one minute in doing what I thought 
was fcr the best interest of the city. 
Ano ] would rather be right than 
be presidert. And I introduced that 
ordinence today because I think it 
is best for the city, regardless of 
what »utside agencies may do to me. 


Mayor Murphy: I recommend that 
further study be given to this mat- 
ter, aid that action be deferred at 
this tme. 


Commissioner Villani: I so move 
you, IAr.

shops, commonly known as Barber 
Shops or “Tonsorial Parlors,” ad- 
opted November 28, 1933, be and 
the same are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 1: No person or per- 
sons, partnership, firm or corpora- 
tion, shall open or cause to be open 
on the first day of the week, com- 
monly known as Sunday, or on any 
of the following days: the First day 
of January, commonly known as 
New Year's Day; the twenty-second 
of February, commonly known as 
Washington's Birthday; the thirtieth 
day of May, commonly known as 
Decoration Day; the fourth of July, 
commonly known as Independence 
Day; the first Monday of Septem- 
ber, commonly known as Labor Day; 
the first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in November, every four years 
after the year 1944, whenever gen- 
eral elections are held for the office 
of President and Vice President of 
the Unite dStates, commonly known 
as Presidential Election Day; the 
fourth Thursday in November, com- 
monly known as Thanksgiving Day; 
the twenty-fifth day of December, 


commonly known as Christmas, any 
barber shops or tonsorial parlor, nor 
shall any such shop or parlor be 
opened for business before eight 
(8:00 A.M.) o'clock ir the forenoon, 
nor shal. any such barber shop or 
tensorial parlor close later than 
seven (7:00 P.M.) o'clock in the 
evening on any week-day, except- 
irg Saturday, nor shall any such 
barber shop or tonsorial parlor be 
open on any Saturday before eight 
(8:00 A.M.) o'clock in the forenoon, 
nor close later than nine (9:00 P.M.) 
o'clock in the evening of that day, 
excepting of course holidays, when 
such tonsorial parlors and barber 
shops shall be closed all day except- 
ing, however, in the event that 
Washington's Birthday falls on a 
Saturday, then and in that event 
said tonsorial parlors and barber 
shops may be open for business 
from eight (8:00 A.M.) o’clock in the 
forenoon until one (1:00 P.M.) 
o'clcck in the afternoon.” 


“Section 2: It shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons, partner- 
ship, firm or corporation to open or 
cause to be open any barber shop 
or tonsorial parlor on the first day 
of the week commonly known as 
Sunday. or any of the following 
days: The first day of January, com- 
morly known as New Year’s Day; 
the twenty-second day of February, 
commonly known as Washington’s 
Birthday; the thirtietn day of May, 


commonly known as Decoration 


Day; the fourth day of July, com- 
monly known as Independence Day; 
the first Monday in September, com- 
monly known as Labor Day; the 
first Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in November every four years 
after the year 1944, whenever gen- 
eral elections are held for the Prsi- 
dent and Vice President of the 
United States, commonly known as 
Presidential Election Day; the 
fourth Thursday in November, com- 
monly known as Thanksgiving Day; 
the twenty-fifth day of December, 
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commonly known as Christmas; or 
to open any such barber shop or 
tonsorial parlor before eight (8:00 
A.M.) o'clock in the forenoon dur- 
ing the week, excepting Saturdays, 
or to elose any such barber shop or 
tonsorial parlor later than seven 
(7:00 P.M.) o'clock in the evening on 
any week-day, excepting Saturday, 
or to open any such barber shop or 
tonsorial parlor on any Saturday be- 
fore eight (8:00 A.M.) o'clock in the 
forenoon, or to close any such bar- 
ber shop or tonsorial parlor later 
than nine (9:00 P.M.) o'clock in the 
- evening preceding any of the above- 
mentioned Holidays and also on Sat- 
urdays, excepting, however, in the 
event that Washington's Birthday 
falls on a Saturday, then and in that 
event said tonsorial parlors or bar- 
ber shops may be open for busi- 
ness from eight (8:00 A.M.) o'colck 
in the forenoon until one (1:00 P.M.) 
o'clock in the afternoon." 


Section 2: The aforementioned 
ordinance be and the same is here- 
by supplemented as follows: 


Section 2-A: During the hours 
that said barber shops or tonsorial 
parlors must be closed as required 
by this ordinance all such barber 
shops or tonsorial parlors shall be 
open to public view from the public 
thoroughfare or other place to which 
the public has free access. During 
such hours no owner, manager or 
operator or other person shall allow, 
permit or suffer any blind, screen, 
partition, curtain, frosted, colored or 
painted glass, or other article to be 
so left or placed as to prevent a 
clear and unobstructed view of the 
barber shop or tonsorial parlor from 
the publie thoroughfare or other 
place to which the public has free 
access.. 


Section 3: Any person or per- 
sons, partnership, firm or corpora- 
tion violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall, for the first 


offense, pay a fine not exceeding the 
sum of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and 
for any subsequent offense a fine 
not exceeding the sum of One Hun- 
dred Dollars ($100.00). 


Section 4: All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinance, be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 5: This ordinance shall 
take effect upon final reading and 
publication according to law.
